The  Senate  met  at  12  o'clock  M.,  and  was  called  to  order  in- 
Lieutenant-Governor  J,  Tayloe  Ellison. 
Prayer  by  Rev.  R.  H.  Pitt

Senator  J.  Dol'olas  iliTciiELi.,  having 
previously  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  certificates  of 
his  election,  eame  forward  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  administered 
to  him  the  oath  prescribed  by  law,

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JOUBNAI,  OF  THE   SENATE 


I.     ATTENDANCE  AND  ADJOURNMENT. 

1.  No  member  shall  abaent  himself  from  the  service  ot  the  Senate  without 
leave,  unlesB  he  Is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

2.  A  majority  of  senators  shall  be  necesaary  to  proceed  to  buainess;  five 
.   may  adjourn,  and  nine  ma;  order  a  call  of  the  Senate,  send  for  absentees,  and 

make  any  order  for  their  censure  or  discharge.  On  a.  call  of  the  Senate, 
the  doors  shall  not  be  closed  against  any  senator  until  bis  name  shall  have 
been  once  enrolled. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour  to 
which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned  on  the  preceding  d^y:  shall  im- 
mediately call  the  Senate  to  order,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  shall  cause 
the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read.  Any  mistakes  In  the  entries  shall, 
upon  motion,  then  be  corrected,  and  being  found  correct,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
President  and  the  Clerk,  and  upon  the  last  day  of  the  session,  the  journal  for 
that  day  being  examined  and  found  correct,  shall  be  signed  by  the  President 
and  the  Clerk,  and  the  said  journals,  when  so  signed,  shall  be  the  authentic 
record  ot  the  proceedings  Of  the  Senate. 

When  the  Senate  adjourns  each  day  every  senator  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  President  leaves  his  seat 

II.     THE  PRESIDENT. 

4.  If  any  question  be  put  upon  a  bill  or  resolution,  the  President  shall 
state  the  same  without  argument. 

5.  The  President  may  call  any  senator  to  the  chair,  who  shall  exercise  Its 
functions  for  the  time;,  but  no  senator,  by  virtue  of  such  appointment,  shall 
preside  for  a  longer  period  than  three  days.  I 

6.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  Senate  shall  elect  four  pages. 
who  shall  receive  for  their  services  three  dollars  per  day  each. 

in.     THE  CLERK. 

7.  The  Clerk  o(  the  Senate  shall  not  suffer  any  records  or  papers  to  be 
taken  from  the  table  or  out  of  his  custody  by  any  person  except  a  chairman 
of  a  committee;  but  he  may  deliver  any  bills  or  papers,  directed  to  be  printed, 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Printing,  or  to  any  senator,  on  taking  his 
receipt  for  the  same. 

8.  The  journal  of  the  Senate  ahall  be  daily  drawn  up  by  the  clerk,  and 
shall  be  read  the  succeeding  day;  It  shall  be  printed  under  the  supervision  or 
the  Clerk  and  delivered  to  the  senators  without  delay. 

S.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  ahall  appoint  a  first  assistant  clerk,  a  journal 
clerk,  a  reading  clerk  and  four  committee  clerks,  not  more  than  one  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  from  the  same  congressional  district.  The  clerks  so  ap- 
pcHnted  shall  remain  in  the  capltol  during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
committee  clerks  shall  be  aealgned  by  the  clerk  for  duty  with  the  various 
stttndlng  committees,  and  shall  perform  any  duties  that  the  other  committees 
may  require,  when  not  employed  by  their  respective  committees;  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  Senate  may  also  require  said  clerks,  when  not  employed  by  the 
standing  oomlttees,  to  assist  In  engrossing  bills  or  aid  him  In  the  Senate 
chamber  when  necessary.  The  said  clerks  shall  be  removable  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Senate  or  by  the  committee  of  which  they  are  clerks. 

10.  Before  reading  each  bill,  the  clerk  shall  announce  whether  It  is  the 
first,  second  or  third  time  of  the  reading  of  the  bill. 

11.  The  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  m^  Interchange 
messages  at  such  time  between  the  hour  ot  adjournment  and  that  of  meeting 
on  the  following  day,  so  that  the  said  messages  may  be  read  Immediately  after 
the  orders  of  the  day.  , 

12.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall,  at  each  seseion,  have  printed  and  bound 
with  the  manual  and  rules,  etc.,  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  tor  the  use  of 
the  senators. 

The  Clerk  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  Senate  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
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IV.     8ERGEANT-AT-ARMS   AND   DOORKEEPER. 

13.  No  Senator  shall  be  taken  into  cuetody  by  the  sergeant-at-arnui  on 
any  complaint  or  breech  of  privileges  antll  the  matter  is  examined  by  the 
committee  of  privileges  and  election  and  reported  to  the  Senate,  unless  by 
order  of  the  Senate. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  doorkeeper  of  the  Senate  to  preserve,  in 
chronological  or  numerfcal  order,  a  copy  of  every  printed  document  dis- 
tributed In  the  Senate,  and  to  deliver  the  same  at  the  close  of  the  session 
to  the  Clerk  nf  the  Senate,  whose  duty  It  shall  be  to  have  them  bound  and 
preserved  in  hts  office  for  the  use  of  this  body. 

15.  The  doorkeeper,  or  Dis  asBlstant.  shall  be  constantly  at  his  post  during 
the  sessions  of  the  Senate  and  shall  permit  no  one  to  enter  or  remain  upon 
the  Boor  of  the  Senate  during  the  Session  thereof,  except  members  of  the 
General  Aasembly,  ex-members  thereof,  members  and  ex-membeirs  of  Con- 
gresB.  State  officers,  ex-State  officers  and  judges,  officers  and  employees  of  the 
General  Asembly.  members  of  the  late  Constitution  Conveutlon.  reporters  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  members  of  the  families  of  the  senators  and 
such  persons  as  the  presiding  officer  may  deem  worthy  of  such  distinction 
and  invite  to  a  seat  near  the  chair;  provided,  that  the  privilege  hereby 
extended  shall  In  no  case  be  used  to  Influence  legislation  In  any  manner 
whatsoever. 

Whenever  any  person  desires  an  Interview  with  a  senator  or  the  Clerk 
of  the  Senate,  the  doorkeeper  shall  send  a  messenger  to  htm. 

The  doorkeeper,  or  his  assistant,  shall  show  all  persons,  not  entitled  to 
seats  on  the  floor,  to  the  gallery. 

All  seats  on  the  north  side  of  the  door  of  the  gallery,  and  the  northern 
half  of  the  seats  on  the  south  side  of  such  door  shall  be  set  aside  and 
used  [or  whites,  and  the  remainder  by  colored  people.  The  front  rows  of  the 
portions  assigned  to  whites  shall  be  especially  reserved  for  ladles  and  their 
escorts,  and  the  doorkeeper,  or  his  asslatant,  shall  see  that  this  Is  done. 

The  sergeant-at-arms,  door-keeper  and  assistant  doorkeepers  shall  here- 
after be  elected  by  the  Senate  for  a  term  of  lour  years. 

V,     COMMITTEES. 

16.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  committees  shall 
he  elected; 

I.  A  committee  of  privileges  and  elections,  to  consist  of  not  less  than 
seven  nor  more  than  eleven  senators. 

II.  A  committee  of  courts  of  Justice,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  thirteen  senators. 

III.  A  committee  on  general  laws  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  thirteen  senators. 

IV.  A  committee  on  roads  and  Internal  navigation,  to  consist  of  sot 
less  than  seven  nor  more  than  llfteen  senators. 

V.  A  committee  on  finance,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more 
than  sixteen  senators,  at  least  one  member  of  which  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
minority  party  of  the  Senate. 

VI.  A  committee  on  public  institutions  and  education,  to  consist  ot  not 
less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fifteen  senators. 

VII.  A  committee  on  county,  city  and  town  organizations,  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  eleven  senators. 

VIII.  A  committee  on  agriculture,  mining  and  manufacturing,  to  con- 
sist of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  ten  senators. 

IX.  A  committee  on  flsh  and  game,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  eleven  senators, 

X.  A  committee  on  enrolled  bills,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  eleven  senators. 

XI.  A  committee  on  iheurance  and  baking,  to  consist  of  not  less  than 
seven  nor  more  than  eleven  senators.  To  the  committee  on  insurance  and 
banking  shall  be  referred  all  bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning 
insurance  and  banking.  (^(M-ta\i^ 
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XII.  A  committee  on  executive  nominations,  to  consist  of  five  senators, 
to  which  shall  be  reported  all  nominations  made  by  (he  Governor,  which  are 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Senate,  and  wUlcb  committee  on  executive 
nominations  shall  also  act  as  a  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  of  the 
standing  committee  to  consider  nominations  requiring  the  conftrmatlon  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

XIII.  There  Shall  also  be  appointed  a  committee  on  moral  and  social 
welfare,  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

The  following  committees  shall  consist  of  three  senatdrs,  viz: 

To  examine  the  office  of  ihe  clerk  of  the  Senate. 

On  rules. 

On  Ihe  library. 

On  executive  expenditures. 

To  examine  the  office  of  register  of  the  land  office. 

To  examine  the  bonds  of  public  officers. 

On  the  public  prtntlng. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed  by  the  Senate  five  memebers  to  serve  upon 
the  joint  standing  committee  on  special,  private  and  local  legislation,  and 
two  members  to  serve  upon  the  Joint  standing  auditing  committee. 

17.  Regular  standing  committees  of  the  Senate  and  Ita  members  upon  the 
Joint  standing  committees  shall  be  elected  by  the  Senate,  unless  the  Senate 
direct  otherwise,  and  the  senator  first  named  shall  be  the  chairman,  unless 
the  committee  direct  otherwise.  The  majority  of  any  committee  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

18.  The  several  committees  shall,  in  all  cases,  report  whether  other 
cases  comprised  within  the  principal  of  the  matter  referred  may  arise;  and 
If  a  bill  be  ordered,  it  shall  provide  for  all  such  cases,  and  upon  any  matter 
referred,  the  committee  shall  have  power  to  report  by  bill. 

19.  Select  committees  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
nine  senators,  unless  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

20.  The  committee  of  privileges  and  elections  shall  examine  the  oaths 
taken,  by  each  senator  and  the  certificate  of  election  furnished  by  the  proper 
officer,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Senate. 

The  committee  of  privileges  and  elections  shall  report  in  all  cases  of 
privileges  or  contested  elections  the  principles  and  reasons  on  which  their 
resolutions  are  founded. 

21.  The  committee  on  courts  of  Justice  shall  take  Into  consideration  such 
petltioDs  and  matters  or  things  touching  wrongs  and  remedies  and  judicial 
proceeding  concerning  the  same  as  shall  be  presented  or  may  come  In  ques- 
tion and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Senate,  and  report  thereon,  together  with 
such  propositions  relative  thereto  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 

22.  To  the  committee  on  general  laws  shall  be  referred  all  resolutions 
and  bills  concerning  the  militia,  private  claims,  propositions  and  grievances, 
and  other  matters  of  a  general  nature  not  properly  referable  to  any  other 
standing  committee. 

23.  The  committee  on  roads  and  internal  navigation  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things  relating  to  highways. 
public  roads,  railways,  canals  and  waterways  as  shall  be  presented  or  may 
come  In  question  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Senate,  and  report  thereon, 
together  with  such  propositions  relative  thereto  as  to  them  shall  seem 
expedient. 

24.  The  committee  on  finance  shall,  at  each  session,  examine  into  the 
indebtedness  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the 
preceding  year,  and  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of  the  succeeding  year, 
and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  shall  also 
examine  Into  the  state  and  manner  of  administration  of  the  literary  fund, 
and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

25.  To  the  committee  on  public  Institutions  and  education  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  bills  and  resolutions  concerning  education,  the  penitentiary,  lunatic 
asylums,  the  Institution  for  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind,  the  armory  and  other 
public  property  at  the  seat  of  government.    And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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said  committpc  to  e^iatnme  at  each  Besslon  into  the  coDdltlon  of  tbe  peni- 
tentlary.  and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper.  Neither, 
said  committee  nor  a  sub-commit  tee  thereof  shall  visit  any  public  InatttD- 
tloD  outside  the  city  of  Richmond  without  leave  of  the  Senate  flrat  authorized 
and  obtained. 

26.  To  the  committee  on  county,  city  and  town  organizations  shall  be 
referred  all  bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  the  formation  of  any 
new  county,  or  the  organization  of  any  city  or  town.  • 

27.  To  the  comfalttee  on  agriculture,  mining  and  manufacturing,  shall  be 
referred  all  bilie,  reeolutiona  and  petitions  concerning  agriculture,  manutao^ 
turing  and  mining,  commerce  and  the  mechanic  arts,  and  also  all  matters 
relating  to  the  department  of  labor, 

28.  To  the  committee  on  Ush  and  game  shall  be  referred  all  bills.  reStdU- 
tlons  and  petitions  concerning  the  oyster  industry  of  the  State,  surveys  of 
the  public  waters  of  the  State  affecting  said  industry,  and  all  matters  relating 
to  Itsh  and  game, 

29.  To  the  committee  on  Insurance  and  banking  shall  he  referred  all 
bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  Insurance  and  banking. 

29  1-2.  To  the  committee  on  moral  and  social  welfare  shall  be  referred 
all  bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  prohibition,  alcoholic  liquors, 
ardent  spirits,  wine,  beer,  cider  and  ail  mixtures  thereof,  gambling  and  com- 
mercialized vice. 

30.  The  committee  to  examine  the  clerk's  office  shall  see  that  all  papers 
belonging  thereto  are  properly  filed,  labelled  and  put  away  in  the  presses,  and 
that  the  hooks  belonging  to  the  office  are  chronologically  arranged,  and  shall 
iDake  an  annua!  report  thereof  to  the  Senate. 

31.  The  president  of  the  Senate,  the  president  pro  tempore,  inrf  chairman' 
of  the  committee  on  privileges  and  elections  shall  constitute  a.  standing  com- 
mittee on  rules,  to  whom  all  resolutions  amending  or  altering  the  rules  of 
the  Senate  shall  be  referred;  and  said  committee  shall  report  such  amend< 
ments  to  said  rules  as  in  their  Judgment  are  necessary  and  proper, 

VI.     ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

32.  After  reading  the  Journal,  one  hour,  lo  be  called  the  "morning  hoar", 
sb&ll  be  devoted  as  follows: 

I.  To  dispose  of  communications  from  the  House  of  Delegates  and  the 
executive. 

II.  To  receive  reports  from  standing  committees  (for  which  purpose  they 
shall  be  called  by  the  clerk). 

III.  To  receive  reports  from  select  committees. 

IV.  To  receive  resolutions,  petitions  and  bills,  on  leave. 

33.  At  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to  the 
consideration  of  the  calendar,  as  follows: 

I.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  day, 

II.  Bills  and  resolutions  In  the  order  in  which  they  stand  on  the  calendar. 

34.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  of  the  House  of  Delegates  is  passed  or  re- 
jected by  the  Senate,  it  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the  Senate  for  the 
Bpaee  of  two  days,  and  the  fact  of  the  passage  or  rejection,  with  the  bill  or 
rwolutlon,  shall  then  be  communicated  to  the  I^ouse  ol  Delegates,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

35.  All  bills  or  other  business  originating  In  the  Senate  shall  be  dis- 
patched In  the  order  in  which  they  are  Introduced,  and  all  bills  and  resolutions 
sent  from  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  dispatched  In  the  order  In  which 
Ibey  are  sent,  unless  in  either  case  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

36.  No  law  shall  be  enacted  except  by  bill.  Every  bill,  upon  Its  introduc- 
tion, shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  committee,  and  no  bill  shall  become 
a  law  until  it  has  been: 

First,  Referred  to  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  considered  by  such  com- 
initlee  in  sesalon.  and  reported; 

Second.  Printecl  by  the  house  in  which  it  originated  prior  to  Its  passage; 
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Third.  Read  at  length  on  three  dlflerent  calendar  days  In  each  house; 
and. 

Fourth.  A  yea  and  nay  vote  has  been  taken  In  each  house  upon  Its  final 
passa^,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  entered  on  tbe 
Journal,  and  a  majority  of  those  voting;,  which  shall  Include  at  leaat  two' 
flfthe  ot  tbe  members  elected  to  each  house,  has  been  recorded  in  tbe  afflrma- 
tlTe. 

And  only  In  tbe  manner  required  In  sub-division  four  ot  this  section  shall 
an  amendment  to  a  bill  by  the  House  of  Delegates  be  concurred  In  by  the 
Senate,  or  a  conference  report  be  adopted  by  the  Senate,  or  a  committee  dis- 
charged from  the  consideration  of  a  bill  for  the  Senate  to  consider  the  same 
as  if  reported;  provided,  that  the  printing  and  reading,  or  either,  required  In 
SUtMilvlBlonB  two  and  three  of  this  section,  may  be  dispensed  with  In  a  bill  to 
codify  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  In  any  case  of  emergency  by  a  vote  of  four- 
flfths  of  the  members  voting,  taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  tbe  names  of  the  ~ 
members  voting  for  and  against  entered  on  the  journal;  and  provided'further, 
that  no  bill  which  creates  or  establishes  a  new  o!Bce  or  which  creates,  con- 
tinues or  revives  a  debt  or  charge,  or  makes,  continues  or  revives  any  appro- 
priation ol  public  or  trust  money,  or  pi^perty,  or  releases,  discharges  or  com- 
mutes any  claim  or  demand  of  the  State,  or  which  imposes,  continues  or  re- 
vives a  tax.  shall  be  passed  except  by  the  afflrmatlve  vote  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate,  the  vote  to  be  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  and 
the  names  ot  the  members  voting  for  and  against  entered  on  the  Journal. 
Every  law  Imposing,  continuing  or  reviving  a  tax  shall  specifically  state  such 
tax,  and  no  law  shall  be  construed  as  so  stating  such  tax  where  It  requires 
a  reference  to  any  other  law  or  any  other  tax.  The  presiding  officer  of  the 
Senate  abalt.  In  the  presence  of  the  Senate.  In  open  session,  sign  every  bill 
that  has  been  passed  by  both  houses  and  duly  enrolled.  Immediately  before 
this  Is  done,  all  other  business  being  suspended,  the  title  of  the  bill  shall  be 
publicly  read.  The  fact  of  signing  shall  be  entered  on  tbe  journal.  Before 
reference  to  a  committee,  any  special,  private  or  local  bill  shall  be  referred  to 
and  considered  by  tbe  joint  standing  committee  on  special,  private  and  local 
legislation,  and  returned  to  the  Senate  with  a  statement  in  writing  whether 
the  object  of  the  bill  can  be  accomplished  under  general  law  or  by  court  pro- 
ceeding; whereupon  the  bill,  with  the  accompanying  statement,  shall  be 
referred  to  the  appropriate  commUtee  of  the  Senate,  and  sbal!  take  tbe 
course  provided  by  section  fifty  of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia.  The  joint 
committee  may  be  discharged  from  the  consideration  of  a  hill  by  the  Senate, 
when  said  bill  originated  in  the  Senate,  In  the  manner  provided  In  section 
fifty  of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  for  the  discharge  of  other  committees. 

37.  Bills  and  resolutions  originating  lo  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  not 
requiring  Immediate  action  shall  be  read  at  length. the  Urst  time  when  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  their  appropriate  committees,  unless  the  Senate  direct 
otherwise. 

38.  No  bill  reported  from  a  committee  of  the  Senate  shall  be  recommitted 
or  amended  until  It  has  been  twice  read,  nor  shall  any  bill  be  amended  after 
ItB  third  reading,  except  by  the  unanimous  coinsent  oF  the  Senate. 

39.  Joint  resolutions  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  lie  on  the  table  one 
day  at  least,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

40.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  Hve  senators. 
be  entered  on  the  journal.'  After  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  have  been  taken, 
and  before  they  are  counted  or  entered  on  the  journal,  the  clerk  shall  read 
over  the  names  of  those  who  voted  in  tbe  affirmative  and  of  those  who  voted 
In  the  negative,  at  which  time  any  senator  shall  have  the  right  to  correct 
any  mistake  committed  In  enrolling  bis  name. 

41.  Upon  the  determination  of  a  question,  any  senator  may  enter  bis 
protest  upon  tbe  journal,  with  the  consent  of  one*thlrd  of  the  senators  present; 
and  on  the  question.  "Shall  the  protest  be  entered  on  the  journal."  no  privi- 
leged motion  shall  he  in  order  except  to  adjourn. 

42.  Whenever  the  Senate  proceeds  to  consider  any  nominations  ot  the 
Governor,  which  are  subject  to  the  choice  or  ratification  of  the  Senate,  the 
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nme  shall  be  cooaldered  In  executive  aeBBlon,  with  closed  doors,  aad  the  pro- 
ceedings thereon  shall  be  la  secret,  unless  t^e  Injunctions  of  secrecy  be 
nmored  by  a.  vote  of  the  Senate. 

43.  A  motion  to  take  from  the  table  shall  not  be  In  order  unleae  the  hill, 
nsolntlon  or  other  matter  proposed  to  he  taken  np  would  be  appropriate  for 
cDiulderation  under  the  order  of  buslneas  then  In  hand,  as  prescribed  by  rules 
thirty-one  and  thirty-two. 

VII.     ORDER  AND  DECORUM. 

U.  While  the  president  Is  reporting  or  putting  any  question,  or  the  clerk 
ta  reporting  a  bill  or  calling  the  roll,  or  a  senator  is  addresesing  the  chair, 
ttrlct  order  shall  be  observed. 

45.  If  words  be  spoken  In  debate  that  give  offense,  exception  thereto  shall 
be  taken  the  same  day,  and  be  stated  In  writing:  and  In  such  case,  If  the 
words  be  decided  by  the  president,  or  by  the  Senate,  upon  an  appeal,  to  be 
afenslve,  and  they  be  not  explained  or  retracted  hy  the  senator  who  uttered- 
tliem.  he  shall  be  subject  to  such  action  as  the  Senate  may  deem  necessary, 

VIII.     ASCERTAINING  THE  QUESTION. 

46.  A  motion  for  a  scond  reading,  and  a  motion  for  committing  the  bill, 
may  be  submittecl  at  the  same  time;  but  the  question  upon  these  motions  shall 
be  put  separately  if  requtred  t)y  any  senator. 

47.  Any  senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which  shall  be 
divided  if  it  comprehend  propositions  so  distinct  in  substance  that,  one  being 
tiken  away,  a  substantive  proposition  shall  remain  tor  the  decision  of  the 
Senate:  and  a  motion  to  strike  out,  being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither  amend- 
ment nor  ft  motion  to  insert,  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  Insert. 

4S.  When  a  question  is  pending,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to 
sdjoum,  to  pass  by.  tor  the  pending  question,  lor  the  previous  question,  to 
lie  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  adjourn  the  question  to  a  dltterent 
day,  to  commit  or  amend:  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  In  the 
order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

IX.     THE  PENDING  AND  PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

49.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  pending  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of 
the  senators  present,  indicated  by  a  rising  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  president 
•ball  Immediately  put  the  pending  question;  and  all  incidental  questions  of 
order  arising  after  a  motion  for  the  pending  question  is  made,  and  pending 
wch  motion,  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

50.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of 
the  senators  present,  indicated  by  a  rising  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  president 
■ball  Immediately  put  the  question,  first  upon  amendments  in  the  order  pre- 
■crlbed  In  the  rules,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  Jf  the  previous 
question  he  not  ordered,  debate  maj  continue  as  If  the  motion  had  not  been 
made. 

X.     TAKING  THE  VOTE. 

51.  Svery  Senator  present,  when  any  question  is  put  or  vote  taken,  shall 
rote  or  be  counted  as  voting  on  one  side  or  the  other,  except  in  case  of  pairs, 
M  hereinafter  provided  for;  but  no  senator  shall  vote  on  a  question  in  the 
event  he  is  immediately  or  personally  Interested.  Pairs  upon  any  question 
pending  may  be  made  and  entered  upon  the  Journal,  and  in  such  cases  shall  be 
unounced  immediately  upon  completion  of  the  roll-call,  and  before  the 
tnnouncement  of  Its  result.  Pairs  may  be  general  or  special.  General  pairs 
4iall  extend  to  and  include  all  motions,  amendments  or  other  proceedings  in 
^d  of  or  against  the  question  pending,  and  which  ts  the  subject  of  the  pairs. 
Special  pairs  shall  depend  in  their  scope  upon  the  agreement  between  the 
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.senators  making  the  same,  but  in  the  abBence  of  a  speciSc  aEreement,  the  pre- 
sumption shall  be  coDclueive  th^t  the  pairs  are  general.  The  senator  announc- 
ing a  pair  shall  be  counted  at  present  tor  the  purpose  of  establishiDg  a 
quorum. 

62.  Every  question  Shall  be  firat  put  In  the  affirmative,  and  then  In  tbe 
negative,  and  the  president  shall  declare  whether  the  yeas  or  nays  have  it; 
which  declaration  shall  staao  aa  the  judgment  of  the  Senate,  unless  a  senator 
call  for  a  division,  in  which  event  the  president  shall  divide  the  Senate. 

53.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  ordered,  or  call  of  the  Senate  Is  directed, 
the  names  of  the  aenators  shall  be  called  In  alphabetical  order. 

54.  No  senator  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  he  be  present  within  the 
chamber  at  the  time  the  Senate  Is  being  divided,  or  before  a  determination 
of  the  question  upon  a  call  of  the  roll. 

XI.     DEBATE. 

56.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advancing,  with  due 
respect  address  "Mr,  President,"  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  tn 
debate,  and  avoiding  all  disrespectful  language. 

66.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  without 
leave  of  the  Senate;  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to 
npeak  shall  have  spoken. 

57,  No  question  shall  be  debated  until  it  has  been  propounded  by  tbe 
jiT-ealdent,  and  then  the  mover  shall  have  a  right  to  explain  his  views  in  pref- 
erence to  any  senator. 

6S,  When  the  president  Is  putting  a  question,  any  senator  who  has  not 
spoken  before  to  the  matter  may  speak  to  the  question  before  the  negative 

69.  During  any  debate  any  senator,  though  he  has  spoken  to  the  matter, 
may  rise  and  speak  to  the  orders  of  the  Senate.  If  they  he  transgressed,  In 
case  the  president  do  not;  but  If  the  president  stand  up  at  any  time,  he  ia 
first  to  be  heard,  and  while  he  is  up  senators  must  keep  their  seats. 

GO.  No  senator  shall  he  allowed  to  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except 
on  points  of  order,  to  correct  erroneous  statements  or  to  answer  any  questtona 
that  may  he  propounded  by  the  senator  speaking, 

61.  Motions  to  adjourn:  lay  on  the  table;  for  the  pending  question;  for 
the  previous  question:  to  suspend  the  rules:  to  take  from  the  table;  to  take 
up  orders  of  the  day:  to  close  debate:  to  limit  debate;  to  extend  limit  of 
debate:  to  read  papers;  to  reconsider  questions  not  debatable,  shall  not  he 
debated:  but  upon  a  motion  to  suspend  a  rule,  or  to  take  from  the  table,  to 
'ay  on  the  table,  or  to  take  up  orders  of  the  day,  the  mover  shall  he  allowed 
Ive  minutes  to  state  the  reasons  for  his  motion,  and  one  member  opposed  to 
the  motion  shall  be  allowed  a  like  time  to  object.  And  when  a  question  not 
debatable  is  before  the  Senate,  all  Incidental  questions  arising  after  It  Is 
stated  shall  be  decided  and  settled,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without 
debate;  and  the  same  rule  shall  apply  to  all  Incidental  questions  arising  after 
any  question  Is  put  to  the  house. 

Xll.     RECONSIDERATION. 

62.  A  question  being  once  determined  must  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
l^enate.  and  cannot  during  the  same  session  be  drawn  again  into  debate.  No 
motion  to  reconsider  a  question  which  has  been  decided,  shall  be  entertained, 
unless  it  be  made  by  a  senator  voting  with  the  prevailing  side,  nor  unless 
made  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken  or  within  the  two  next 
lays  of  actual  session  of  the  Senate  thereafter;  provided,  however,  that  when 
iny  question  is  decided  In  the  negative  simply  for  the  want  of  a  majority  of 
vhe  whole  Senate,  any  senator  who  was  absent  from  the  city  of  Richmond  or 
detained  from  his  seat  by  sickness  at  the  time  of  the  vote  sought  to  be  recon- 
sidered may  move  Its  reconsideration. 
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XIII.     PETITIONS. 


63.  No  petition  of  a  private  nature,  having  been  once  rejected,  shall  be 
acted  on  a  second  time,  unless  It  be  supported  by  new  evidence;  nor  shall  any 
Eiich  petition,  after  a  third  dleallowance.  be  again  acted  on.  The  several 
clerks  of  committees  shall  Iceep  alphabetical  lists  oF  all  such  petitions,  speclfy- 
iGg  the  session  at  which  they  were  presented,  and  the  determination  or  the 
Senate  therein,  and  shall  deliver  the  original  petition  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Senate,  to  be  preserved  in  his  office.  ; 

64.  No  petition  ahaU  be  received  claiming  a  sum  of  money  or  praying  the 
settlement  of  unliquidated  accounts,  unless  It  be  accompanied  with  the  certl- 
Scate  of  disallowance  from  the  executive  or  auditor  containing  the  reason  why 
It  was  rejected, 

65.  When  any  sucb  petition,  or  bill  founded  on  one.  1b  rejected,  such  peti- 
tion shall  not  be  withdrawn;  but  the  petitioner,  or  senator  presenting  his 
petition,  or  any  senator  from  t1ie  county  or  corporation  in  which  the  petitioner 
resides,  may.  without  leave,  withdraw  any  document  filed  therewith;  and  a 
list  at  all  documents  so  withdrawn  shall  be  preserved  by  the  clerk.  All  peti- 
tions not  finally  acted  on  may,  with  the  accomi>anying  documents,  be  In  like 
manaer  withdrawn  after  the  expiration  of  the  session  at  which  they  were 
presented. 

66.  KO  petition  shall  be  read  In  the  Senate  unless  partlcujarly  requested  by 
Hime  senator,  hut  every  senator  presenting  one  shall  announce  the  name  of 
the  petitioner,  nature  of  the  application,  and  whether.  In  his  opinion,  a 
similar  application  had  been  before  made  by  said  petitioner.  He  shall  also 
^adoree  on  the  back  of  the  petition  his  own  name  as  a  pledge  that  it  Is  drawn 
^D  respectful  language;  whereupon  it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk,  by  whom 
It  shall  be  laid  before  the  proper  committee. 

XIV. 

67.  Any  rules  of  the  Senate  may.  except  where  otherwise  provided  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  be  suspended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members-elect. 

XV.     CONSTRUCTION  OP  RULES. 

68.  Id  the  construction  of  the  foregoing  rules,  reference  shall  flrat  be 
had  to  JeSeraon's  Manual  and  the  Digest  of  the  Rules  of  the  Congress  of  the 
I'nlled  States. 


69.  All  committee  meetings  shall  be  held  In  public  and  a  recorded  vote  of 
members  upon  each  measure  shall  be  taken  and  the  number  voting  for  or 
against  reported  on  the  bill,  provided,  however,  that  executive  sessions  may 
be  held  at  the  dlacretlon  of  the  committee  upon  a  recorded  vote. 

Mb.  Rison  presented  the  following  resolution: 

HeBolved,  by  the  Senate  that  it  learns  with  much  regret  of  the  ill

SENATE  JOINT  RESOLUTION  No.  1. 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  RATIFYING  A  PROPOSED 

AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF 

THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

Whereas,  Botli  liouses  of  tlie  Sixty-tiftli  Congress  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  by  a  constitutional  majority  of  two-thirds  thereof, 
made  the  following  proposition  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  Amerioa,  in  the  following  words,  to-wit : 

"JOINT  RESOLUTION". 

Proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

1.  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  (two-thirds  of  each 
House  concurring  therein).  That  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  be,  and  hereby  is,  proposed  to  the  Slates  to  become  valid 
fts  a  part  of  the  Constitution  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  the^ 
several  States  as  provided  by  the  Constitution: 

"ARTICLE'.'.  ' 

"Section  1,  After  one  year  from  the  ratification  of  this  article 
the  mfmufacture,  sale,  or  transportation  of  intoxicating  liquors  within, 
the  importation  thereof  into,  or  the  exportation  thereof,  fnHU  the 
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United  States  and  ail  territory  subject  to  the  jimpdiction  thereof  for 
beverage  purposes  is  hereby  prohibited." 

"Section  2.  The  Congress  and  several  States  shall  have  concur- 
rent power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legislation." 

"Section  3.  This  article  shall  Ix*  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have 
been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitmion  by  the  legislatures 
of  the  several  States,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  within  seven 
years  from  the  date  of  the  submission  liereof  to  the  States  by  the  Con- 
gress.'' 

TuEBERFoRE,  Be  It  Fesolvcd  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Dele- 
gates of  Virginia : 

Section  1.  Tliat  the  said  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  I'nited  States  of  America  he,  ami  tlie  same  is  hereby, 
ratified  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Virginia. 

Section  2.  That  certified  co()ie«  of  this  preamble  and  joint  resohi- 
tion  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  at  Washington,  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  tlie  Speaker  of  tiie  House  of  Representatives  of  tlie 
United  States;  wliieh,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Mapp,  was  laid  over.

S.  B.  Xo.  1.  A  bill  providing  for  the  assignment  of  able  bodied 
male  persons  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  fifty  years,  inclusive.

ried on  by  the  State  or  political  sub-division  thereof  or  by  private 
employers,  whenever,  because  a  state  of  war,  the  Grovemor  determines 
such  assignment  to  lie  necessary  for  the  protoetiun  and  welfare  of  the 
State,  and  finds  such  occupations  essential  for  the  protection  and  wel- 
fare of  the  State  and  the  United  States,  and  that  the  same  cannot  be 
carried  on  as  the  protection  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  this  State 
and  the  United  States  require  without  resort  to  this  act,  no  person  to 
be  assigned  to  any  work  he  is  not  physically  able  to  do ;  and  providing 
the  procedure  and  the  means  and  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying 
this  act  into  effect  and  for  compensation  to  persons  so  assigned  to 
work,  for  the  period  of  such  assignment  and  penalties  for  non-compli- 
ance with  the  act;  which  was  taken  up  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  General  Laws.

revisors;  provided,  that  this  amendment  shall  not  apply  to  bills  of 
purely  a  local  character.

Senate  Joint  Resolution  Xo.  1.  Ratifying  a  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  I'niterl  States  of  America. 

Whereas,  both  lionses  of  the  Sixty-lifth  Congress  of  the  I'nited 
States  of  America,  by  a  constitutional  majority  of  two-thirds  thereof, 
made  the  following  proposition  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  the  following  words,  to-wJt: 

Joint  Resolution.  Proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States. 

1.  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Jlouse  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  {two-thirds  of  each 
House  concurring  therein).  That  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  be,  and  hereby  is,  proposed  to  the  States,  to  become 
valid  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures 
of  the  several  States,  as  provided  by  the  Constitution: 

"ARTICLE." 

"Section  1.  After  one  year  from  tlie  ratification  of  this  article  the 
manufacture,  sale,  or  transportation  of  intoxicating  liquors  within, 
the  importation  thereof  into,  or  the  exjKirtation  thereof  from  the 
United  States  and  all  territory  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof  for 
beverage  ]mrpose3  is  hereby  prohibited. 

"Sec,  2.  The  Congress  and  several  States  shall  have  ooncuiTent 
power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legislation, 

"Sec.  3.  This  article  shall  he  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have  been 
ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the  legisaltures  of 
the  several  States,  as  provided  in  tlie  Constitution,  within  seven  years 
from  the  date  of  the  submission  hereof  to  the  States  by  the  Congress.'' 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates 
of  Virginia : 

Section  1,  That  the  said  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  of  America  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  rati- 
fied by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Virginia. 
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Sec  2.  Tliat  certified  copies  of  tliis  preamble  and  joint  resolu- 
tion be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary'  of  tlie  Commoinvealtli  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  at  Washington,  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  the  Speaker  of  the  Ilduse  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States ;  was  taken  up. 

Me.  Cannon  offered  the  following  anbstitnte  therefor: 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  of  A^irginia  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
body,  that  the  question  of  the  ratification  of  the  proposed  prohibition 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  be  submitted  to 
the  qulified  voters  of  this  Commonwealth  at  the  general  election  to  be 
held  in  November,  1918,  and  that,  to  this  end,  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Privileges  and  Elections  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  directed  to  report  as 
speedily  as  practicable  an  appropriate  bill  or  joint  resolution. 

Mr,  ADDiaoN  move<l  that  when  the  Senate  adjourn  today  it 
adjonm  in  memory  of  the  late  Senator  T.  C.  Pilcher,  of  Fauquier; 
which  was  agreed  to.

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  assembly  the 
senators,  accompanied  by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall 

■  proceed  to  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  shall  be  received  by 
the  delegates  standing ;  appropriate  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  sena- 
tors by  the  Sergeant-at-arms  of  the  House. 

2.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  the  presiding 
officer  at  the  joint  assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him 
to  vacate  the  chair,  his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate  or  in  case  of  his  absence  by  such  memlier  of  the  joint  assembly 
as  the  Speaker  may  designate. 

3.  The  Sergeant-at-arms,  Doorkeepers  and  Pages  of  the  House 
shall  act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

4.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  Clerk  of  the  joint  assem- 
bly, and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates  as  far  as  aplicable  shall 
be  the  rules  of  the  joint  assembly, 

6.  When  the  joint  assembly  meets  to  count  the  vote  for  Governor, 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Attorney  General,  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  State  Treasurer,  respectively,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Delegates  shall  open  the  returns  from  the  several  counties  and  corpo- 
rations, and  as  each  county  or  corporation  is  announced  a  senator  and 
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delegate  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  who 
shall  receive  said  returns  and  count  the  votes.  They  shall  deliver  the 
result  to  the  Clerk  of  the  II(nise  of  Delegates,  who  shall  embody  the 
several  results  in  a  general  statement.  Therenpon  a  committee  of  one 
senator  and  one  delegate  shall  add  up  the  entire  vote  for  Governor, 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Attorney  General,  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  State  Treasurer,  respectively,  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Delegates  shall  announce  and  declare  thereupon  who  is 
elected. 

7.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly  the  names  of  the  sena- 
tors shall  be  called  first,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  then  the  names  of 
the  delegates  in  like  order,  except  the  name  of  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Delegates  shall  be  called  last. 

8.  If  when  the  joint  assembly  meets  it  shall  be  ascertained  that 
the  majority  of  each  house  is  not  jiresent,  the  joint  assembly  may 
take  measures  to  secure  the  attendance  of  the  absentees,  or  adjourn 
until  the  succeeding  day,  as  a  majority  of  those  present  may  deter- 
mine. 

9.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns  (he  senators,  accompanied 
by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  return  to  their  cham- 
ber and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  proceed  in  the  same  order  as 
when  intemipted  by  the  entrance  of  the  senators,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr,  CA^'^■o^"  was  ordered  to  inform  the  House  of  Del^ates 
thereof. 

The  hour  of  10 :30  o'clock  A.  M.  having  arrived,  being  tlie  time 
fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  to  count  the  votes  for 
Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Attorney  General,  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  State  Treasurer,  the  Senate  repaired  to  the  hall 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  and  was  received  by  the  Delegates  standing.

2.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  President  of  the  joint 
assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him  tc  vacate  the  chair, 
his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  or  in  his 
absence,  by  such  member  of  the  joint  ass<'mbli-  as  the  Speaker  shai! 
designate. 

3.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  Clerk  of  the  joint  assem- 
bly, and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate.  He  shall  enter 
the  proceedings  of  the  joint  assembly  in  the  Journal  of  the  House  and 
shall  certify  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  who  shall 
enter  the  same  on  the  Journal  of  the  Senate. 

4.  The  Sergeant-at-arms,  the  Doorkee|)er8  and  Pages  of  the 
House  shall  act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  so  far  as  practicable, 
shall  be  the  rules  for  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly,  the  names  of  the  sena- 
tors shall  be  called  first,  in  alphabetical  order,  then  the  names  of  the 
delegates  in  like  order,  except  that  the  name  of  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  shall  be  called  last. 
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7.  If  when  the  joint  assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  a 
majority  of  each  House  is  not  present,  the  joint  assembly  may  take 
measures  to  secure  the  attendance  of  absentees,  or  adjourn  to  a  suc- 
ceeding day,  as  a  majority  of  those  present  may  determine. 

8.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns,  the  senators,  accompanied 
bv  the  President  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  return  to  their 
chamber  and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  be  proceeded  with  in 
the  same  order  as  when  it  was  interrui)ted  by  the  entrance  of  the 
senators;  which  was  agreed  to.

Whereaa,  the  General  Assembly  of  ^'irginia,  in  behalf  of  the 
people  of  this  Commonwealth,  desires  to  make  a  record  of  its  approval 
of  the  course  pursued  by  the  Congress  and  the  President  of  the  United 
States  in  declaring  and  prosecuting  the  war  against  Germany  and 
Austria. 

Xow,  therefore.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  the 
Senate  concurring,  that  we  commend  the  Congress  of  the  I'nited  States 
in  its  declaration  of  war  against  Germany  and  Austria,  and  President 
Woodrow  \ni3on  in  his  wise  prosecution  of  this  jnst  war  against  the 
forces  inimical  to  our  free  institutions  and  our  conceptions  of  free 
gwemment. 

We  commend  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  an<l  all  asso- 
ciated with  him  in  his  patriotic  support  of  the  National  government 
in  this  crisis  and  we  give  to  the  President  and  Congress  our  pledge 
of  unswerving  loyalty  and  support ;  which  was  agreed  to.

Sec  117,  General  laws  for  the  organization  and  government 
of  cities  and  towns  shall  be  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  and 
no  special  act  shall  be  passed  in  relation  thereto  except  in  tlic  man- 
ner provided  in  ai-ticle  four  of  this  Constitution,  and  then  onlj  by 
a  recorded  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house; 
and  except  also  in  the  case  of  cities  having  more  than  fifty  thousand 
inhabitants,  as  hereinafter  provided.  But  each  of  the  cities  and 
to\vn9  of  the  State  having  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amend- 
ment a  municipal  charter,  may  retain  the  same,  except  so  far  as  it 
shall  be  repealed  or  amended  by  the  General  Assembly ;  provided, 
that  every  such  charter  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  conform  to  all 
the  provisions,  restrictions,  limitations  and  powers  set  forth  in  this 
article,  or  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution. 

Notwithstanding,  however,  anything  in  this  article  contained 
thp  General  Assembly  may,  by  general  law  or  by  special  act  (passed 
as  prescribed  in  article  four  of  this  Constitution),  depart  in  any 
respect  (except  as  otherwise  in  this  section  expressly  provided)  from 
the  form  of  organization  and  government  prescribed  by  this  article 
for  cities  and  towns,  and  may  provide,  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
various  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  such  form  or  forms 
t.f  municipal  government  as  the  General  Assembly  may  deem  best; 
but  no  form  or  forms  of  government  authorized  by  the  second  par- 
agraph of  this  section  shall  become  operative  except  as  to  such  cities 
or  towns  as  may  thereafter  adopt  the  same  by  a  majority  vote  of  its 
qualified  electors  at  an  election  to  be  held  as  may  be  prescribed 
therefor  by  law.  All  the  limitations  on  the  powers  of  the  councils 
of  cities  and  towns  imposed  by  this  article  shall  apply  in  like  man- 
ner to  the  principal  legislative  authority  under  any  form  of  gov- 
ernment which  may  be  authorized  hereunder.  The  term  "council'' 
aa  used  in  sections  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  one  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  construed  to  include 
the  body  which,  under  any  form  of  municipal  government,  shall  be 
nested  with  the  principal  legislative  authority  of  such  municipally. 

The  General  Assembly,  for  the  purpose  of  this  article,  may 
classify  cities  according  to  their  population,  but  the  maximum  pop- 
ulation prescribed  for  any  class  shall  exceed  the  minimum  popula- 
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tion  for  the  same  class  by  at  least  ten  thousand.  The  Gmeral  As- 
sembly, at  the  request,  made  in  manner  which  may  be  prescribed 
by  law,  of  aDy  city  having  a  population  of  over  fifty  thousaDd  inhab- 
<tants,  may  grant  a  special  form  of  government  for  snch  city. 

Any  laws  or  charters  enacted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  relating 
expressly  to  judges  and  clerks  of  courts,  attorneys  for  the  Com- 
monwealth, commissioners  of  revenue,  city  treasurers  and  city  ser- 
iceants.

Delegates  concurring)  that  there  be  created  a  special  ]'oint  committee 
of  the  General  Assembly  to  be  known  as  the  committee  on  farm  la- 
bor, which  shalKbe  composed  ■of  two  uiembers  of  the  State  Senate, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  three  memben' 
of  the  House  of  Delegates,  to  he  appointed  by  the  Speaker.  The  duty 
of  this  conunittee  shall  be  to  investigate  farm  labor  conditions  and 
requirements  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  in  co-of>eration  with 
the  agencies  of  the  govenunent  of  the  I'nited  States,  with  the  view 
of  establishing  a  practical  system  of  obtaining  the  necessary  labor 
required  by  the  farmers  of  this  State  in  order  effectively  to  conduct 
the  agricultural  industries  of  the  State ;  was  taken  up  and  agreed  to.

No  script,  certificate,  or  other  evidence  of 
State  indebtedness,  shall  be  issued,  except  for  the  transfer  or  re- 
demption of  stock  previously  issued,  or  for  such  debts  as  are  expressly 
anthorized  in  this  Constitution.

The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  by  the  Clerk. 
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A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  tlieir  Clerk, 
was  received  and  read  as  follows : 

In  House  of  Delegates,  February  5,  1918. 

The  House  of  Del^ates  has  dismissed  Senate  WU  entitled  an  act 
to  amend  and  re-enact  chapter  2')-i  of  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
1906,  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  tlie  se\'eral  school  boards  of  the 
school  districts  in  this  State  to  borrow  money  belonging  to  the  literary 
fund  for  certain  piirpoees  and  to  authorize  the  loan  of  said  funds 
to  each  district,  as  amended  by  chapter  82  of  the  Acts  of  1908  and 
chapter  359  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  and  further  amended  bv  chapter 
187  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  ]S"o.

64 ;  an  act  to  presenile  who  may  administer 
an  oath  or  affidavit  to  the  ])urchaser  of  fuel,  provisions,  or  other 
thing,  and  the  effect  of  such  oath  or  affidavit,  \o.  71 ;  an  act  to  vali- 
date certificates  of  acknowledgment  to  deeds  and  other  writings  re- 
corded in  Virginia,  taken  before  certain  officials  in  foreign  countries. 
No,  72 ;  an  act  to  repeal  section  141  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  raise 
revenue  for  the  support  of  the  government  and  public  free  schools, 
and  to  pay  interest  on  the  public  debt  and  to  provide  a  s[)ecial  tax  for 
pensions,  as  authorized  by  section  189  of  the  Constitution,  approved 
April  16,  1903,  as  heretofore  amended,  and  to  prohibit  g;vpsie3  and 
other  strolling  companies  of  persons  pretending  to  tell  fortunes  and 
practice  magic  arts  for  money,  Xo,  82  :  an  act  to  prohibit  the  killing 
of  quail  or  pheasants  in  the  coimty  of  AVashington,  for  the  period 
of  two  years,  Xo.  86;  an  act  to  amend  and  re-epact  section  32-a  of 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Portsmouth,  approved  j\farch  13,  1912, 
as  heretofore  amended,  in  reference  to  the  issue  of  bonds.  Xo.  S8 ;  an 
act  to  prevent  the  setting  or  using  of  fish  nets  or  fish  traps  within

97 ;  an  act  to  allow  public  offi- 
cials in  Virginia,  both  State  and  local,  to  depoeit  records  in  the  Vir- 
ginia State  Libraiy,  No.  106;  an  act  to  ajJpropriate  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  to  the  State  fann  to  meet  the  deficit  in 
maintenance  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Febniary  28,  1918,  No,  100; 
an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the 
woriting  and  keeping  in  repair  the  public  roads  of  Amherst  county,  as 
amended  and  re-enacted  by  an  act  approved  JVlarch  2,  1898,  and 
as  further  amended  by  an  act  approved  March  15,  1904,  which  latter

Whereas,  Food  will  ivin  the  war,  and  failnre  to  secnre  labor 
suificient  for  our  agrienltnral  indnstries  will  lie  a  aonrce  of  destruc- 
tive disaster  for  our  people,  our  armies  and  onr  allies. 

Now,  Therefore,  lie  it  Resolved  bv  the  TTouwe  of  Delegates  (the 
JBenate  concniring).  That  there  be  created  a  special  committee  on 
farm  labor,  to  consist  of  not  more  than  fifteen  members,  to  be  ap- 
pointed bv  the  Governor,  from  the  State  at  large,  who  shall  serve 
without  compensation,  except  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling 
e/xpeaaea,  which  shall  be  paid  eqnallv  out  of  the  contingent  funds  of 
the  House  and  Senate  npon  the  certificate  of  the  Governor  to  the 
Clerks  of  the  two  houses. 

The  diit\-  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  investigate  farm  labor  con- 
ditions and  requirements  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  in  co- 
operation with  the  agencies  of  the  government  of  the  li'nited  States, 
with  a  liew  of  establishing  a  practical  system  of  obtaining  the  nec- 
essary labor  required  by  the  farmers  of  this  State,  in  order  to  effec- 
tively conduct  the  agricultural  indnstries  of  the  State.  Which  was 
laid  over  for  futnre  consideration.

This  building  is  very  poorly  adapted  to  use  as  an  office  building,  is 
badly  lighted  and  ventilated  and  is  most  hazardous  as  a  Are  risk.  Should 
the  building  take  Are.  heavy  loss  would  be  Incurred  by  the  State  in  the 
destruction  of  valuable  records,  many  of  which  could  not  be  replaced,  and 
would  entail  a  heavy  expenditure  to  replace  them,  even  where  this  would, 
be  possible.  It  is  my  belief  that  the  work  of  these  departments  I?  greatly 
hindered  by  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  under  which  It  is  being  conducted 
in  this  building. 

On  September  19,  1916,  the  Davis  building  was  leased  by  the  then  Gov- 
ernor for  a  period  of  two  years  for  the  sum  of  |4,000,00,  with  the  option 
of  purchaisng  upon  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  for  $:i9.0(H).0O:  and  about 
$8,000.00,  I  am  informed,  has  been  spent  upon  the  building  in  the  Installa- 
tion of  electric  light  and  heating  apparatus,  et  cetera. 

The  State  must  now  determine  whether  it  will  purchase  under  the  op- 
tion referred  to;  whether  the  location  Is  suitable  for  the  erection  of  a  State 
building.  If  the  purchase  Is  to  be  consummated,  provision  should  he  made 
for  the  tearing  down  of  the  present  building  and  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
offlce  building  when  the  price  of  selling  material  and  labor  will  permit. 

If  it  should  be  decided  to  purchase,  but  not  to  build,  it  should  be  deter- 
mined whether,  in  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  referred  to.  the 
departments  that  are  now  housed  in  the  building  should  remain  there,  or 
whether  offices  should  be  had  for  them  elsewhere. 

I  am  BO  deeply  impreEsed  with  the  gravity  of  the  situation  created  by 
the  gathering  of  su  many  departments  of  State  government  in  a  biHldlhg 
that  Is  so  hazardous  as  a  fire  risk,  and  which  Is  not  conducive  to  efficient 
work,  that  I  am  inviting  your  attention  to  the  subject  with  the  reiiuest 
that  a  satisfactory  solution  may  be  had  by  you  of  the  serious  problem  with 
which  the  State  Is  now  confronted.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  TiTOinia: 

Gentlemen, — On  March  3.  1916.  by  a  Joint  resolution  of  the  House  and 
Senate,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  was  adopted: 

"Whereas,  the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
General  Aasmbly  of  Virginia  will  occur  on  July  30,  1919;  and, 

"Whereas,  the  House  of  Burgeeaes,  a  part  of  that  Assembly,  was  elected 
In  July,  1619.  by  the  people  of  the  colony  of  Virginia,  and  marked  the  birth 
of  representative  government  on  the  western  hemisphere;   and. 
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"Whereas,  tbe  Governor  of  VIrglnta,  In  his  blenDial  meesage  to  tbis 
body  has  directed  attention  to  tbe  approacblns  ttaree  bundredtb  aonlTer- 
eary,  and  has  urged  that  an  appropriate  celebration  be  held;  now,  there- 
fore, be  It 

"Resolved  by  Ibe  Senate  (the  House  ol  Delegates  concurring),  That  a 
commission  be.  and  is  hereby,  created,  conipoBed  ot  tbe  Qovemor  of  Vir- 
ginia, one  member  appointed  by  tbe  President  of  tbe  Senate  and  two  mem- 
bers appointed  by  tbe  Speaker  of  tbe  House  of  Delegats,  to  recommend  an 
appropriate  Inexpensive  celebration  of  our  birthday  in  July,  1919,  and  to 
present  sucb  recommendations  to  the  General  Assembly  at  Its  seaeton  in 
the  year  1918." 

In  accordance  wltb  the  above  resolution,  Norvell  L,  Henley  and  W.  W. 
Baker  were  appointed  by  tbe  Speaker  ot  the  House,  and  Jullen  Gunn  by 
tbe  President  of  tbe  Senate,  as  members  of  said  commission. 

The  commission  finds  that  under  existing  conditions,  due  to  tbe  world 
war,  it  is  impossible  to  present  a  program  for  the  appropriate  celebration 
of  tbe  event  mentioned  in  the  resolution,  and  recommends  that  tbe  com- 
mission be  authorized  and  directed  to  arrange  a  program  consistent  with 
conditions  existing  at  tbe  time  of  the  celebration,  and  that  an  adequate 
appropriation  be  made  therefor.

Strike  out  from  the  ("onatitntion  of  Virginia  section  one  hun- 
dred and  eight.v-flix.  which  is  in  the  following  words: 

Section  IHC,  All  taxes,  licenses,  and  other  revenne  of  the  State, 
shall  be  collected  by  its  ])roper  officers  and  paid  into  the  State 
treasim-  except  in  jiursuance  of  appropriations  made  by  law;  and

Whereas,  farm  laborers  have  been  taken  away  from  the  rural 
districts  of  this  State  until  the  shortage  of  labor  on  the  farm  has 
become  so  acute  that  there  is  danger  that  there  will  not  be  enough 
foodstuff  produced  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen  to  feed 
our  own  people;  now,  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates/the  Senate  concurring), 
That  the  efforts  of  the  Virginia  senators  to  have  farm  laborers  tem- 
porarily exempted  from  drift  is  commended  by  this  body. 
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Secondly.  That  this  body  is  convinced  that  uolesa  this  is  accom- 
plished that  it  will  be  utterly  impossible  for  Virginia  to  produce 
even  a  normal  crop  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and 
that  this  body  further  recommends  that  all  laborer*  who  are  actively 
and  oontinuously  engaged  in  farm  work  should  be  exempted  from 
the  draft,  with  the  proviso,  however,  that  in  the  event  that  any  man 
Bo  exempted  shall  leave  fann  work  and  go  to  some  calling  which  is 
Dot  necessary  to  the  war  that  such  exemption  shall  be  immediately 
cancelled,  and  he  shall  be  at  once  subject  to  draft. 

That  this  body  respectfully  requests  that  pending  such  time  the 
district  boards  of  review  shall  exercise  the  utmost  leniency  in  hearing 
cases  of  exemption  claimed  by  farm  laborers. 

That  this  body  is  convinced  that  more  is  to  be  gained  by  permit- 
ting the  laborers  now  on  the  farms  to  remain  there  than  could  pos- 
eibly  be  accomplished  by  drafting  men  and  putting  them  on  the  farm. 

That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  transmitted  by  the  clerk  of  tKis 
bouse,  to  the  district  boards  of  review  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  to 
the  United  States  senators  from  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  to  the 
members  of  Congress  from  this  State.

Whereas,  the  sudden  release  of  this  large  number  of  atizens'  to 
seeki  employment  when  this  war  shall  have  been  ended  will,  unless 
adequate  provision  to  meet  the  situation  is  made,  doubtless  entail 
hardships  botii  among  our  returning  soldiers  and  the  people  at  lai^ ; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurring), 
That  a  commission  composed  of  five  members  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, appointed  by  the  Speaker,  five  members  of  the  Senate,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Pbesidekt  of  that  body,  and  five  members  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  he  constituted,  whose  duties  shall  be:

Senate  Bill  No.  113:  I  approve  the  general  purpose  of  this  bill,  but 
disapprove  the  part  allowing  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  flz  the  salary 
of  the  Health  Commissioner  as  high  as  Ave  thousand  dollars. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  high  standard  of  learning  and  technical 
knowledge  that  should  characterize  the  chief  health  officer  of  Virginia,  but 
1  do  not  deem  it  Just  or  wise  to  markedly  distinguish  the  compensation  of 
this  officer  from  that  of  other  State  officers,  heads  of  departments,  who  are 
also  pre-eminent  in  the  lines  of  tbelr  endeavor,  nor  do  I  think  that  tn  these 
war  times  material  increase  of  salaries  as  high  State  officers  should  be  en- 
couraged. The  salary  of  the  Health  Commissioner  ol  Virginia  now  exceeds 
that  ot  many  other  States  of  similar  wealth  and  population. 

I  recommend  that  the  bill  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "Qve" 
in  line  five  from  bottom  of  page  one  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word

The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  by  the  Clerk. 
A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  their  Clerk, 
was  received  and  read  as  follows: 

In  the  House  of  Delegates,  March  5,  1918. 

The  House  of  Delegates  has  agreed  to  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Conference  on  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two  houses  on

The  House  of  Delegates  has  passed  House  bills  entitled  an  act  to 
ratify  and  confirm  certain  acts  of  Henr\'  C.  Stuart,  former  Governor 
of  Virginia,  in  relation  to  the  securing  of  options  in  the  name  of 
the  State  of  Virginia,  on  certain  lands  to  be  used  for  military  pur- 
poses, situated  in  Prinfu  George  county,  Virginia,  and  to  authorize 
the  proper  officers  of  the  State  of  Virginia  to  assign  such  options 
to  the  United  States  Camp,  Inc.,  No.  411 ;  an  act  to  appropriate, 
upon  certain  conditions,  the  sum  of  $630.00  for  the  installation  of 
three  automatic  flue  cleaners  (one  for  each  boiler)  for  the  Virginia 
State  Power  Plant,  Richmond,  Virginia,  No.  321 ;  an  act  to  provide 
for  the  removal  of  certain  justices.  No.  .383;  an  act  for  the  relief  of 
Martha  E.  Hensley.  J.  C.  Larkey  and  S.  E.  Head,  No,  415;  an  act 
to  allow  the  supervisors  of  Amelia  county  to  increase  the  salarj'  of 
the  county  clerk  of  said  county,  No.  421 ;  an  act  to  authorize  and 
empower  the  council  of  the  town  of  Columbia,  in  the  county  of  Flu- 
vanna, to  elect  the  treasurer  of  said  county  collector  for  said  town, 
No.  423 ;  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  amend 
and  re-enact  section  509  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  in  reference  to 
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commiBsioners  of  the  revenue  extending  levies  and  taxes,  and  com-

No.  10;  and  in  relation  to  the  drafting  of  agricultural  laborers,  No. 
IS;  and  to  designate  a  floral  emblem  for  the  State  of  Virginia,  No.  8. 
They  have  concurred  in  the  amendments  recommended  by  the 
Governor  to  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  sec-  . 
tiona  2  and  3  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  sec- 
tions 1,  2,  3  and  4  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  State  board  of  health  and  of  local  board  of  health,  defin- 
ing the  duties  and  powers  and  compensation  thereof,  and  of  their 
members,  officers  and  agents  in  connection  with  the  preservation  of 
public  health ;  and  prescribing  penalties  against  witnesses  failing  to 
obey  subpoenas  issued  by  said  State  board  of  health,  or  any  author- 
ized member  thereof,  for  refusing  to  testify  or  otherwise  acting  in 
cOTitempt  of  said  State  board  or  its  duly  authorized  members,  approv- 
ed March  7,  1900,  (section  1713-d,  Code  of  1904)  ;  to  repeal  sections 
1714,  1715,  1716.  1717  and  171S  of  the  Code  of  Virginia  1887.  and 
all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith ;  to  provide  for 
the  appointment  of  a  health  <^mmissioner  and  assistants,  to  define 
their  duties,  to  provide  for  their  compensation  and  to  appropriate 
monev  to  carry  the  provisions  of  this  act  into  effect,  approved  March 
14,  1908,  No.'  113.

On  February  27,  1918,  I  addressed  to  the  General  Assembly  the  follow- 
ing message  In  regard  to  House  Bill  370  and  Senate  BUI  S92: 

In  my  address,  delivered  apon  the  day  of  my  Inanguratlon.  I  called 
your  attention  to  section  166  of  the  Virginia  Constitution,  which  says: 

"The  General  Asaembly  shall  enact  laws  preventing  all  trusts,  combi- 
nations and  monopolies  Inimical  to  the  public  welfare." 

In  compliance  with  this  mandatory  provision  of  onr  Constitution,  and 
to  give  effect  to  my  recommendation  upon  the  subject,  companion  bills 
have  been  Introduced  Into  the  House  and  Senate:  House  Bill  No.  370  and 
Senate  Bill  No.  292. 
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On  Pebniarr  8.  1918,  by  Joint  rosolntlon,  the  Oeneral  ABsembly  prpt-  , 
fered  tbelr  services  to  me,  tbat  tbe  forces  and  resources  of  the  State  mlKht 
b«  thoroughly  organtced  to  help  win  tlie  war. 

The  OenersI  Asaembly  will  soon  adjourn,  and  tbe  ft'rcea  of  greed  and 
aggrandizement,  seeking  Inordinate  gain,  and  placing  profit  abore  patriot- 
Ism  through  nnlair  and  unpatriotic  meana,  will,  in  tbe  time  of  scarcity 
and  of  high  prices,  haye  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  State  In  defense  of  the 
rights  of  what  may  be  a  sorely  oppressed  people,  whose  proper  protection 
demands  a  check  upon  trusts,  combinations  and  monopolies  Inimical  to  their 
welfare. 

In  these  troublous  times  we  should  be  prepared  tor  emergencies  at 
home  as  well  as  abroad. 

I  regard  the  enactment  into  law  of  these  bills,  which  are  preventive  in 
Intent,  as  a  necessary  war  measure,  the  adoption  of  which  I  earnestly  urge 
upon  yon. 

House  Bill  3TS  passed  the  House  by  an  overwhelming  majority  and  Is 
with  you  for  legislative  action. 

Feeling  deeply  Che  necessity  for  the  enactment  Into  law  of  these  com- 
panion bills,  I  am  constrained  to  bespeak  for  them  your  earneat  and  Im- 
mediate attention;  they  will  serve  to  protect  the  public  and  cannot  Injure 
those  who  hold  patriotism  above  profit.

Senate  Bill  No.  1S4:  The  Vallej'  Turnpike  Company  Is  owned  as  to  lu 
capital  stock  three-fifths  thereof  by  the  State  and  the  balance  by  Individual 
stockholders. 

This  bill,  which  I  return,  and  the  general  purposes  of  which  I  approve, 
provides  for  the  sate  of  Its  assets  to  the  State,  to  become  part  of  the  State 
highway  system.  Its  roadbed  extends  ninety  miles,  from  Winchester  to 
Staunton,  and  all  ot  its  assets,  upon  payment  to  the  stockholders,  other 
than  the  State,  ot  $4S,000  now  In  Its  treasury,  vlH  become  the  property  ot 
the  State. 

The  bill  purports  to  make  a  tnll  financial  statement  ot  the  company, 
but  fails  to  refer  to  an  Indebtedness  of  the  Valley  Turnpike  Company  to 
the  State  of  IllG.SOO,  which  was  created  as  follows: 

In  1841  the  Valley  Turnpike  Company  borrowed  from  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia S2G,000,  giving  a  mortgage  on  Its  property  to  secure  tbe  loan  with 
accruing  interest;  on  January  31,  184S,  the  State  subscribed  126,000  to  the 
capital  stock  ot  tbe  Valley  Turnpike  Company,  but  required  a  guarantee 
from  that  company,  protected  by  the  tlen  of  the  mortgage  referred  to,  of 
an  annual  dividend  or  other  payment  of  11.600  a  year  with  accruing  In- 
terest; It  was  provided  that  no  dividend  should  be  declared  upon  the  capital 
stock  of  said  Turnpike  Company  until  said  dividend  or  payment  referred  to 
should  be  made  to  tbe  State  with  accruing  Interest 

It  appears  that  the  Valley  Turnpike  Company  has  never  made  pay- 
ment upon  such  Indebtedness,  principal  or  Interest,  and  that  it  now  owes 
tbe  State  ot  Virginia  tllG.500,  being  principal  and  accrued  Interest. 

As  this  Indebtedness  of  $116,600  Is  not  set  forth  or  referred  to  in  this 
bill,  I  presume  that  the  General  Assembly  was  not  aware  of  the  existence 
of  this  claim  ot  the  State  against  tbe  Turnpike  Company,  and  I  deem  It 
my  dnty  to  appraise  them  of  all  tbe  facte  that  are  in  my  knowledge. 

II  It  still  be  the  desire  ot  the  General  Assembly  to  acquire  for  tbe  State 
the  Valley  Turnpike  on  the  terms  outlined  in  the  bill,  In  order  that  It 
may  appear  that  they  are  fully  In  possession  of  all  the  facts  In  the  case,  I 
recommend  that  there  be  inserted  In  tbe  bill  after  the  title  thereof,  and 
before  the  word  "whereas"  In  the  fourth  line  tberaot,  the  following  para- 
graph: 

"Whereas,  the  Valley  Turnpike  is  indebted  to  tbe  SUte  ot  Virginia  in 
the  sum  of  (26,000  with  accrued  Interest  from  February,  1841,  which  to  date 
amounts  to  the  sum  of  (116,600,  amount  ot  which  Is  secured  by  mortgage 
on  the  property  thereof,  and" 

This  toll  turnpike  Is  a  valuable  property,  and  I  do  not  seek  to  frustrate 
the  sale  to  the  State;  my  purpose  Is  to  advise  the  General  Aaaembly  of  the 
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ficts  BD  that  the  beet  Interest  of  the  Commonwealth  may  be  guarded  and 
subserved  by  the  representatiTes  of  the  people.

Senate  BUI  No.  212:  I  approve  the  general  purposes  of  thU  bill,  but 
disapprove  that  part  approprtatins  $50,000  per  annum  for  Its  enrorcement. 

After  a  caretui  study 'ol  the  methods  of  prohibition  admlnlBtration  and 
enforcement  In  each  of  the  other  twenty-two  States  of  the  Union,  in  which 
the  use  of  liquor  Is  Inhibited,  1  find  that  Virginia  Is  proposing  to  expend 
more  for  the  enforcement  of  Its  prohibition  laws  than  any  of  the  other  States. 

Only  one  Stated-South  Carolina — has  an  annual  appropriation  of  more 
than  (40.000,  and  that  State  expends  less  than  (50,000;  while  only  five  States 
provide  any  special  appropriation  at  all  for  the  enforcement  of  their  pro- 
hibition laws. 

Two  States  only — South  Carolina  and  South  Dakota— have  special  State 
prohibition  officers,  and  In  two  others  extsting  State  oScere  are  constituted 
•z-offlcio  State  prohibition  oOlcers — 1.  e.,  in  West  Virginia,  the  State  Tax 
Commissioner  Is  ex-ofBcio  the  State  prohibition  officer;  and  in  Michigan, 
the  State  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner  Is  charged  with  the  enforcemenc 
of   these   laws. 

That  a  more  Intelligent  understanding  may  be  had  of  this  question,  I 
have   secured   through    the  respective   governors,  or   attorneys  general,    ot 
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the  prohibition  States  special  reportB  within  the  past  few  days  from  each 
and  all  of  these  States.    A  digest  of  these  reports  tollowa: 

A lahama.— Enforced  bb  other  laws;  no  special  salaried  State  prohibition 
officer;  no  special  appropriation;  annual  cost  of  enforcement  not  reported 
separately. 

Arizona. — Enforced  as  other  laws  by  attorney  geaeral  and  local  offi- 
cials; no  special  salaried  State  prohibition  officer;  no  special  appropriation: 
annual  cost  of  enforcement  not  reported  separately. 

Arkansas. — Enforced  as  other  laws;  no  special  salaried  State  prohibition 
officer;  no  special  appropriation;  annual  cost  of  enforcement  not  reported 
separately. 

Colorado. — Enforced  by  Oovernor;  no  special  salaried  State  prohibition 
officer;  annual  appropriation  $10,000,  which  is  the  annual  coBt  of  en- 
forcement.

— Enforced  by  State  sheriff,  who  receives  annual  salary 
of  13,000;  annual  appropriation  923,000;  law  has  not  been  in  effect  a  year, 
BO  annual  coat  of  enforcement  Is  not  yet  known. 
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TenneBBee. — Enforced  by  all  State  and  local  offlciale;  no  special  salaried 
State  prohibition  ofScer;  annual  appropriation  ot  SIO.OOO  at  dlaposal  of  tne 
Governor,  all  of  vhlch   la  not  utilized. 

Waeblngton. — Enforced  by  local  ofQclals;  no  Special  salaried  State  pro- 
hibition officer;  no  special  appropriation;  annual  cost  of  enforcement  not 
reported  separately- 

West  Virginia. — Enforced  by  State  Tax  Commissioner,  who  Is  ex-ofllcio 
commissioner  of  prohibition;  annual  appropriation  for  flseal  year  ending 
June  30,  1918,  Is  (27,600,  which  Is  the  approximate  annual  cost  of  en- 
forcement. 

Virginia  should  not  be  put  to  the  expense  of  a  multiplication  of  office- 
holders. We  have  a  rigid  Federal  law  against  Interstate  liquor  traSlc,  and 
the  "ouster  law"  should  be  used  when  local  officials  fall  of  their  duty. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Commissioner  of  ProblbltloD  In  Virginia 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  2S,  191S,  amounted  to  135,971,  which, 
when  compared  with  the  coat  of  prohibttioa  enforcement  In  other  States,  is 
greatly  in  exceas  of  the  average,  and  I  therefore  consider  the  propoaed 
annual  appropriation  of  950,000  In  Virginia  to  be  excessive  and  without 
either  moral  or  economic  justification.  I  cannot  bring  myself  to  believe  that 
the  people  of  Virginia  are  less  obedient  to  law  than  the  citizens  In  tkeae 
other  States,  and  I  therefore  think  tbat  the  appropriation  for  the  Com- 
missioner of  Prohibition  should  not  exceed  {40,000  for  each  year  In  th« 
ensuing  blennium,  segregated  as  follows:

Our  lives  and  our  property,  however,  are  safe  In  the  hands  of  our  State, 
eounty  and  city  oflcUIs,  and  the  Prohibition  Commlsaloner  should  learn  in 
a  spirit  of  genuine  co-operation  to  use  in  Virginia  edectively  the  same  agen- 
cies that  enforce  the  prohibition  laws  satlsfactorllr  in  other  States.  Tax- 
payers should  not  be  called  upon  biennially,  in  progressive  ratio,  to  bear 
the  Increasing  burden  of  the  enforcement  of  this  law. 

I  am  sending  this  memorandum  by  way  of  recommendhtlon,  but  I  stiall 
accept  upon  the  subject  of  this  appropriation  the  decision  of  tSe  General 
Assembly,  it  they  still  hold  fBO,000  annually  necessary  to  law  enforcement

In  addition  to  the  money  appropriated  to  be  paid  under  this 
Appropriation  bill,  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  at  the  session  of  1918 
bas  passed  acts  appropriating  monies  for  other  purposes,  which  must  be  paid 
out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  Commonwealth,  aggregating  t5S4,U86.97,  ot 
which  167,600.00  bad  been  paid  prior  to  March  1,  1918,  leaving  to  be  pafd 
after  that  date  (468,686.97,  making  the  total  charge  upon  the  general  fund 
of  the  Commonwealth  tor  special  appropriations  and  to  pay  the  appropria- 
tions provided  in  the  general  appropriation  bill  (20.528,427.68.

The  act  of  Assembly  approved  March  15,  1918.  which  Imposee  a  special 
tax  of  8  cent  for  roads,  for  schools  and  for  the  prevention  and  eradication 
of  tuberculosis,  will  yield  about  a  million  dollars  annually,  and  that  act 
Bpecilcally,  directly  and  expressly  appropriates  the  money  raised  thereunder 
as  fallows; 

"three-eighths  to  the  construction  or  reconstruction  of  the  roads  and 
projects  comprised  in  the  State  highway  system,  four-eighths  to  the  main- 
tenasce  of  the  public  free  schools,  of  the  primary  and  grammar  grades  from 
the  first  to  the  seventh  grades.  Inclusive;  and  one-elghtb  for  tbe  prevention 
nntt  eradication  of  tuberculosis  among  the  people  of  this  State."

way system  construction  fund,  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  construction  of 
the  roads  and  projects  comprising  the  State  highway  system,  aa  created 
and  established  by  an  act  of  the  Genera]  Assembly  of  Virginia,  approved 
January  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  to  no  other  pur- 
pose, warrants  for  the  expenditures  of  the  State  highway  construction  fund 
shall  be  issued  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  upon  certificates  of  the 
State  Highway  Commlsaloner  that  the  parties  In  whose  favor  such  war- 
rants are  proposed  to  be  drawn  are  entitled  thereto  and  shall  be  paid  by 
tbe  State  Treasurer  out  of  the  moneys  constituting  the  said  State  highway 
system  construction  fund.  Four-elghtba  thereof  shall  compose  and  con- 
stitute a  special  fund  to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  the  public  free 
's  of  the  primary  &nd  grammar  grades,  from  the  first  to  the  seventh 
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grades,  Inclusive,  to  secure  longer  scbool  terms  and  increased  compensation 
tor  teachers  of  euch  schools,  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  the  people  of  tha 
State,  to  be  apportioned  on  the  baala  of  school  i^opulatlon,  the  niunber  of 
chlldrert  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  twenty  years  In  each  school  district 
to  be  the  basis  of  such  apportionment,  ooe^lgOth  thereof  sbalt  compose  and 
constitute  a  special  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  tuberculosis  fund,  which  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  segregate  each  year  in  each  city  and 
county,  reapecttyely,  and  keep  the  same  separate  and  subject  to  the  orders 
of  the  said  State  Board  of  Health,  which  may  draw  out  such  funds  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act  upon  such  forme  as  the  said  board  and  the  said  Auditor 
may  prescribe." 

Therefore,  the  revenue  provided  tor  by  this  act  must  be  credited  upon 
the  boobs  of  Ibis  otBee  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and 
not  a  dollar  of  that  money  can  be  used  to  pay  an  Item^  contained  In  the 
general  appropriation  bill.

by  the  resolution  of  the  house  agreed  to  on  March  IK,  1^18,  that  house  reject 
the  recommendation  of  the  Governor  for  amendment  to  No.  357  House  bill, 
contained  In  his  roeseago  of  March  18.

This  resolution  wes  rendered  necessary  to  meet  a  parliamentary  situa- 
tion and  to  render  effective  the  recommendations  of  the  executive  based 
upon  a  conference  had  between  him  and  a  Joint  committee  Of  the  two 
houses  of  the  General  Assembly.  looking  to  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
problem  presented  by  the  appropriation  of  t20,SZ8,427.6S,  an  amount  in 
excess  of  the  income  of  the  State  for  the  next  two  years,  as  estimated  by 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  of  |1,171,166.13. 

The  executive  and  a  joint  committee,  representing  both  branches  of 
tbe  General  Assembly,  have  met.  and  have  agreed  upon  tbe  reductions  in 
the  appropriation  bill  which  are  shown  Item  by  item  In  this  message.  The 
conference  has  resulted  in  a  reduction  In  the  appropriation  bill  of  |1,02S,- 
500.00. 

In  my  recommendation  to  the  General  Assembly  of  March  IS,  1918.  the 
suggestions  there  made  were  tentative,  and  I  have  been  glad,  in  a  spirit  Of 
co-operation,  as  far  as  poBslble.  to  adjust  them  to  the  wishes  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  chief  end  of  all  being  to  do  no  injustice  to  any  Individual  or 
institution,  but  to  have,  as  far  as  may  be.  all  share  In  the  reductions,  re- 
grettable though  they  be.  necessary  to  hold  the  expenditures  of  the  State 
within  Its  estimated  revenue  for  tbe  two  ensuing  years.

Mk.  Goolhick  moved,  as  a  substitute,  to  take  up  the  recommen- 
dations for  consideration,  item  by  item;  whereupon  Mb.  Andkkws 
made  the  point  of  order  that  the  Senate  could  not  ccaistitutionally 
80  take  up  the  items,  but  must  consider  the  recommendations  of  the 
Governor  without  separation  of  items,  and  the  chair  ruled  as  follows: 

The  determination  of  the  point  of  order  made  by  the  Senator  from 
the  city  o£  Eoanoke  is  one  of  first  impression  in  this  body.  I  regret 
that  there  are  no  precedents  to  aid  the  President  in  fonning  liis  con- 
clusion. Ordinarily  in  a  legislative  body  composed  of  two  branches 
there  are  two  methoda  by  which  a  bill  which  has  been  passed  upon 
by  both  houses  may  be  again  considered.  First,  where  each  body 
has  passed  upon  a  bill  but  cannot  reach  a  common  conclusion  there- 
<ai,  it  has  from  almost  time  immemorial  been  referred  to  a  confer^ 
ence  of  the  two  houses,  who  reach  a  common  conclusion,  adjusting 
the  differences,  and  report  their  conclusions.  This  conference  report 
can  cmly  be  considered  as  a  whole,  it  cannot  be  divided,  and  must  be 
adopted  or  rejected  as  presented,  without  amendment  or  change. 
Second,  when  the  two  bouses  agree  on  a  bill  and  submit  it  to  the  Gov- 
ernor or  the  Chief  Executive,  for  his  approval  or  disapproval,  be 
can  only  consider  it  as  presented  and  if  he  approves  he  signs  the 
bill ;  if  he  disapproves,  he  vetoes  it  and  returns  it  with  the  reasons 
ot  his  disapproval  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated  for  such  action 
as  is  required  by  law  or  the  rules  of  the  parliamentary  body. 

In  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  Vii^nia  of  1903  addi- 
tional powers  were  conferred  upon  the  Governor  of  the  State  with 
reference  to  the  disposition  of  bills  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  and  referred  to  him.  First,  it  was  provided  that  he 
should  have  the  power  to  veto  any  j  articular  item  or  items  of  ap- 
propriation hill,  provided  that  the  veto  should  not  affect  the  item 
or  items  to  which  he  does  not  object.    Second,  if  the  Governor  ap- 
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proves  tbe  general  purposes  of  auy  bill  but  dieapproves  any  part  oi 
parts  thereof  "he  maj  return  it  with  the  recommendatioDs  for  ita 
amendment  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated,"  whereupon  the 
same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in  the  ca^e  of  the  exercise  of  his 
right  to  veto.  The  hill  under  consideration  was  treated  in  the  man- 
ner last  referred  to  by  the  Qovemor.  His  message  sets  out  that  he 
approves  the  general  purposes  of  the  bill  but  disapproves  certain 
parts  thereof  and  gives  his  recommendations  for  amendment 

It  is  my  view  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Governor  are  sub- 
ject to  the  same  method  of  procedure  as  a  conference  report  and  that 
the  recommendations  are  not  divisible,  under  the  terms  of  section 
76  of  the  Constitution,  which  confers  upon  the  Governor  the  right 
to  take  the  course  mentioned.  This  section  in  part  provides  that  "the 
same  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  both  houses  upon  a  bill  and  hi* 
recommendations  in  relation  to  its  amendment  as  is  above  provided" 
(that  is  in  relation  to  the  exercise  of  the  veto  power).  And  it  is 
provided,  further,  "that  if  after  such  reconsideration  both  houses  by 
a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  present  in  each  shall  agree  to 
amend  the  bill  in  accordance  with  his  recommendations  in  relation 
thereto,  or  either  house  by  such  vote  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  so  amend  it. 
then,  and  in  either  case,  the  biU  shall  he  again  sent  to  him  and  he  may 
act  upon,  it  as  if  it  were  then  before  him  for  the  first  time. 

The  recommendations  under  consideration,  consisting  of  a  number 
of  distinet  and  several  items,  in  this  case  were  sent  to  the  House  of 
Delegates,  where  the  bill  originated,  and  if  it  should  be  dpterminoii 
that  they  are  divisible  and  may  be  considered  separately,  and  some 
are  agreed  to  and  others  rejected,  eould  it  be  said  that  the  bill  had 
been  amended  "in  accordance  with  his  recommendations,"  and  what 
disposition  should  be  made  of  the  bill  under  these  circumstances? 
Should  it  be  returned  to  the  Governor,  or  sent  to  the  Senate  to  pass 
upon  items  approved  by  the  House?  It  would  clearly  seem  that  un- 
less all  of  the  recommendations  are  adopted  the  bill  would  not  be 
amended  to  conform  to  the  views  of  the  Governor, 

The  Governor  derives  this  particular  power  solely  from  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Constitution  referred  to  and  the  exercise  of  the  power 
must  he  in  strict  pursuance  thereof.  No  provision  is  made  in  the 
Constitution  for  the  disposition  of  a  bill  in  the  case  just  mentionetl. 
where  part  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Governor  and  others  re- 
jected, but  if  all  are  rejected  or  all  are  adopted  the  procedure  is 
simple  and  plain. 

When  a  bill  is  sent  to  the  Governor  it  has  been  fully  considered 
and  acted  upon  by  both  houses  and  a  common  conclusion  reached. 
In  other  words,  it  is  entirely  satisfactory  to  both  houses  and  when 
sent  to  the  Governor  is  beyond  the  control  or  consideration  of  the 
General  Assembly  or  either  branch  thereof;  the  only  remaining  quea- 
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tion  to  be  determined  is  as  to  whether  the  bill  is  acceptable  to  the 
Governor.  Prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  constitutional  provision 
under  consideration,  however,  though  the  Governor  might  approve 
the  general  policy  or  principle  of  a  bill  if  he  should  object  to  any 
item  or  part  thereof  he  could  not  correct  the  bill  except  by  vetoing 
it  in  its  entirety.  The  clear  object  of  the  constitutional  provision 
was  to  permit  the  Governor  to  8u^;e8t  such  changes  in  the  bill  as 
would  make  it  acceptable  to  him,  so  that  he  would  not  be  obliged  to 
veto  it,  and  he  is  permitted  to  prescribe  the  conditions  which  will 
make  it  acceptable  to  him  by  submitting  recommendations  to  the 
General  Assembly.  To  make  it  acceptable  all  of  his  recommendations 
must  be  carried  out  or  airreed  to.  otherwise,  it  woTild  not  be  amended 
"in  accordance  with  his  recommendations."  The  General  Aasembly 
has  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  these  conditions  but  it  haa  been 
limited  to  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  them  in  their  entirety.  It 
cannot  and  ought  not  be  permitted  to  change  the  conditions,  because 
in  80  doing  they  would  not  conform  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Governor  and  the  object  of  the  provision  would  be  defeated.  For 
these  reasons  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
Governor  are  not  divisible  and  hold  that  the  point  of  order  is  well 
taken. 

While  I  am  satisfied  in  my  own  mind  that  the  conclusion  reached 
is  correct,  in  considering  the  question  I  have  had  misgivings,  and  as 
the  Senators  on  the  floor  have  argued  with  great  ability  the  opposite 
view,  and  in  the  absence  of  a  precedent  to  sustain  me,  I  would  gladly 
welcome  an  appeal  from  my  decision  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing the  opinion  of  the  Senate.

Gentlemen  of  tAe  Qeneral  Attetnltly. 

ReBpondlng  to  the  Invltatfon  just  extended  me  by  your  Joint  Conunlttee, 
and  In  comformlty  to  Section  73  of  the  ConBtltution,  I  here  present  my  hi- 
onnlfti  mesBBge  to  your '  honorable  body,  I  welcome  you  to  the  Capitol  ot 
your  State,  and  trust  that  your  deliberations  may  be  both  pleasant  and 
profitable. 

Although  we  are  a  beltlserent  nation  in  the  mightiest  war  ol  history,  our 
law-making  body  Is  privileged  to  hold  its  sessions  In  peace  and  security,  in- 
Bt4id  ot  in  exile  as  are  the  governments  ot  some  of  our  allies,  and  In  dally 
da  ger  ot  enemy  attacks,  as  are  the  capitals  of  others. 

The  causes  ot  the  war  in  which  we  are  engaged  have  been  generally  dls- 
cu  Bed  and  seem  to  be  clearly  understood,  so  that  It  Is  unnecessary  to  recount 
thi  m  here..  Sufflge  It  to  say,  we  are  to-day  in  the  tullness  of  our  strength 
at  war  rfarvtlfeti^e^emttaii  <rf  the  rights  which  were  won  for  us  by  our 
fat  lers  \A  mAr  ^^aUieEB,  and  transmitted  to  us  not  only  tor  ourselves  but 
lor  all  the  generations  that  are  to  follow  us.  Our  conflict  Is  with  a  power 
wl  ch  by  Its  autocratic  aggressions  has  challenged  the  civilised  world  to 
mi  tal  combat,  thus  constituting  itself  a  murderer  ot  peace  and  a  common 
da:  ger  to  the  security  and  liberty  ot  the  great  lamlly  ot  nations  in  which 
we  hold  so  large  a  place — a  power  which  In  Its  mad  lust  for  dominion  has  for- 
goi  .en  every  principle  of  honor,  of  talr  dealing,  and  of  ctvlllEed  warfare,  and 
ha  by  its  treatment  of  prisoners  and  civilians,  especially  women  and  children, 
tor  elted  all  right  t^  ^jcrTMDect  and  ^nsldel-^fa»f  of  neslclndA  The  good 
lor  une  of  Isolation  tifts'akvel  u4  Inorfr  iHipr^>fli^<fnns'fnniI  me  same  ruth- 
IcB  oess  that  the  German  Empire  has  visited  upon  the  unhappy  peoples  ot 
En  ope,  and  which  that  empire  stands  ready  to  administer  to  us  If  we  fall 
to  ;lve  prompt  and  adequate  aid  to  our  heroic  allies  and  thus  unite  firmly 
aE<    ettectlvely  the  forces  ot  democracy  against  the  forces  ot  autocracy. 

In  the  face  of  this  situation  It  tiedAti4b'a(  once  apparent  that  no  business 
wh  ch  your  honorable  body  is  called  upon  to  consider  at  this  time  Is  compara- 
ble in  Importance  to  the  duty  ot  strengthening,  so  tar  as  it  may  lie  in  our 
poi  er.  the  hands  ot  the  Federal  Government  In  the  prosecution  of  the  war 
to  successful  issue.  Our  natio;^!  t^rll,cuii^ot,b&lOQ  often  or  too  strongly 
em  haslzed.  nor  can  the  several  States  as  such  too  fully  recognize  this  peril 
as  (pproachlng  the  doors  of  each  of  them  and  threatening  every  home  and 
bea  -thstone  within  their  borders. 

Necessarily  the  executive  power  Id  lime  of  war  Is  concentrated  In  the 
hand  a  of  natloilftl  AUChorUy.  airf  yet  -Vtrgfnta"-  muatnot  fa  -thtB-emeigenCT- 
yleV  her  place  In  the  alHterhood  ot  States  as  a  leader  of  thought,  of  service 
and)  of  patriotic  devotion.  Whatever  t^eromay,  be  that  we  can  do  we  must 
do  Mth  our  might,  and  this  purpose  must  t^e  S^t  pl^  i^  pur  t49ughts. 
In  iur  alms  and  in  our  votes.  liVom  the  beginning  ot  the  war  1  have  kept 
stecklly  in  mind  the  duty  of  Virginia  to'the  nation,  and  have  endeavored 
^o  ^Ischarge  it  so  tar  as  it  could  be  discharged  by  executive  authority  la 
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Buch  manner  ae  I  believed  would  be  reBponEive  to  the  sound  Judgment  of 
patriotic  Vlrginlana. 

In  the  very  early -stages  ot  national  prepftredneas,  the  Importance  ot  hav- 
ing a  central  body  to  co-operate  with  national  agencies  became  evident.  In 
many  ot  the  States  the  leglslattve  body  was  In  aeaslon,  and  In  these  States 
legiBtatfon  was  immediately  enacted  creating  central  bodies  repreaentatlru 
of  the  State  for  co-operation  with  national  agencies  ot  like  character.  Reali- 
zing the  imperative  needs  of  the  State  In  this  direction,  It  became  necessary 
for  me  to  decide  tbe  question  whether  to  supply  these  needs  by  executive 
authority  at  moderate  expense  or  to  call  the  General  Assembly  In  extraordi- 
nary session  at  an  expense  greatly  In  excess  of  that  necessary  to  accomplish 
the  desired  ends.  Fiuding  the  sentiment  of  the  State,  as  ascertained  by  In 
qulry  and  as  reflected  In  the  press,  lavorable  to  the  use  of  executive  authority 
as  against  an  extra  seseioc  of  the  legislature,  thus  conflrmtng  my  own  Judg- 
ment, 1  constituted  by  appointment  a  number  of  councils  corresponding  to 
those  which  had  been  called  forth  In  other  States  at  tbe  suggestion  of  the 
national  authorities. 

First,  the  Virginia  Council  of  Defense,  which  took  over  and  exercised 
large  responsibilities  not  only  within  tbe  State  but  certain  highly  necessary 
functions  In  conjunction  with  the  Council  of  National  Defense.  This  Council, 
composed  of  leading  citizens,  possessing  large  experience  In  variotis  lines, 
tendered  Important  and  valuable  service  with  patriotic  zeal  and  conaplcuous 
ability. 

For  certain  speclflc  duties  of  importance  I  appointed  two  affiliated  bodies, 
one  known  as  tbe  Agricultural  Council  of  Safety,  and  the  other  as  the  Indus- 
trial Council  of  Safety.  The  Agricultural  Council,  composed  mainly  of  otB- 
clals  already  In  State  service,  has  done  splendid  work  in  bringing  Virginia 
in  line  with  her  sister  States  In  a  realization  of  the  Importance  of  increased 
agricultural  production,  and  in  arousing  and  educating  tbe  people  to  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  hour.  The  Industrial  Council  of  Safety  has  rendered  a  no  lees 
Important  service  in  handling  with  wisdom  and  discretion  many  problenu  of 
labor  supply,  which  were  vitally  important  at  a  time  when  so  much  depended 
on  the  products  of  mine,  shop  and  field,  both  for  our  own  uses  and  the  uses  ot 
our  allies. 

Subsidiary  councils  were  called  into  being  by  the  State  Council  as  instru- 
ments for  carrying  out  certain  specific  features  ot  the  national  program. 

A  member  of  the  faculty  ol  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  rendered 
v&luable  and  highly  efficient  service  as  secretary  ot  the  State  Council  of 
Defense  without  compenBation. 

To  each  and  all  of  these  Councils,  and  to  all  members  and  offidals 
thereof,  men  and  women,  is  due  the  thanks  of  the  Commonwealth  and  of 
the  Nation. 

Necessary  expenses  were  Incurred  by  these  councils,  hut  no  salaries  were 
paid  the  members.  In  the  emergency  I  authorized  tbe  payment  of  these 
expenses,  which  up  to  October  1,  1917,  as  shown  by  the  report  ot  tbe  Auditor 
of  Public  Accounts,  reached  the  total  of  $6,803.30.  I  have  also  autborieed 
tbe  payment  of  expenses  accruing  since  October  1  of  inconsiderable  amount. 

Against  these  flgures  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  each  State  whose 
legislature  has  been  In  session  since  the  declaring  of  war  against  Qermany 
has  constituted  councils  ot  like  character,  with  appropriations  ranging  In 
some  cases  up  to  three  million  dollars.    The  average  in  the  Eastern  States 
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ts  one  million  dollars,  i  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  re- 
port of  the  State  Counct),  which  sets  out  the  activities  and  accompllsbmoits 
of  these  several  bodies. 

I  recommend  the  creation  by  statute  of  a  Virginia  Council  of  Defense, 
with  an  adequate  appropriation,  to  be  composed  in  part  of  members  ex-ofOclo 
and  in  part  of  private  citizens  appointed  by  the  Governor,  to  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  co-operating  with  the  Council  of  National  E>efense,  and  with  affil- 
iating ^encies  of  nature  similar  to  the  State  Agricultural  Council  and  the 
Btate  Industrial  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  successfully 
the  various  necessary  war  activities. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  act  authorizing  the  Governor  and  the  Audi- 
tor to  draw  on  the  treasury  to  meet  extraordinary  criminal  expenses  not 
otherwise  provided  tor  by  law,  be  amended  so  as  to  extend  the  authority  of 
the  Governor  and  the  Auditor  to  meet  any  emergency  growing  out  of  the  war 
situation  at  such  times  as  the  General  Assembly  may  not  be  In  session. 

A  much  heavier  expense  than  those  hereinbefore  enumerated  was  placed 
on  the  State  by  the  call  of  the  Federal  Government  for  State  troops  to  guard 
Important  utilities  located  in  Virginia,  such  as  railroad  bridges,  tunnels,  in- 
duBtrial  plants,  wharves,  docks,  terminals,  etc.  The  acuteness  of  the  situa- 
tion, as  It  appeared  to  both  National  and  State  authorities  immediately  altpr 
our  country  entered  Into  the  war,  was  such  as  to  forbid  argument  as  to  the 
policy  or  advisability  of  Incurring  this  expense  on  State  account,  especially  as 
the  National  Guard  In  State  ECrvlce  was  the  only  force  available  pending  the 
return  of  the  Federalized  National  Guard  from  the  Mexican  border  and  the 
mobilization  of  various  military  organizations  into  Federal  service.  The  Stale 
expenditures  on  this  account,  less  about  $4,000  used  tor  guarding  State  prop- 
erty, amounted  to  about  $60,000,  which  I  treat  as  an  advancement  to  the  Fed- 
eral Government  for  vrbich  claim  should  be  made  ae  soon  as  may  be  appro- 
priate. In  this  connection  It  may  be  stated  that  high  ofDcIals  of  the  Federal 
Government  declared  the  purpose,  during  the  period  In  which  these  expenaes 
were  being  incurred,  to  recommend  that  the  several  States,  Including  Virginia, 
furnishing  protection  to  tbe  utilities  of  the  class  mentioned,  be  rsinbursed. 

Soon  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war  with  Germany,  our  National  Guard, 
which  had  been  on  duty  on  the  Mexican  border,  was  brought  back  to  Virginia 
and  later  retaken  into  the  Federal  service,  to  be  placed  in  training  camps, 
where  these  troops  remain.  Some  Virginians  are  at  the  front  In  France, 
either  as  members  of  tbe  "Rainbow  Division"  or  In  scattered  branches  of  the 
service.  Our  three  Infantry  regiments  were  speedily  made  ready  for  duty. 
Our  battalion  ol  field  artillery  was  Increased  to  a  regiment;  new  companies 
of  coast  artillery  were  formed  and  are  on  duty  at  Fort  Monroe.  We  are  rep- 
resented In  every  branch  of  war  work.  Virginia  has  raised  her  quota,  and 
more,  of  two  Liberty  Bond  Issues,  and  her  apportionments  for  the  Ked  Cross 
and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  War  Council,  The  State  has  responded  gallantly,  as  ever, 
to  the  patriotic  demands  of  the  hour.  The  spirit  of  sacrlflce  la  awnke.  and 
our  people  are  ready  to  give  themselves,  to  spend  and  be  spent.  In  the  cause 
of  liberty  and  humanity  and  civilization.    For  this  we  should  rejoice. 

Acting  under  the  war  legislation  passed  by  Congress,  the  President  put 
Into  operation  a  system  of  selective  draft  by  which  to  raise  an  army  for  tbe 
national  defense.  All  males  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  thirty-one, 
war*  required  to  register  on  June  B,  1917.  This  gigantic  task  was  accom- 
pllahed  In  Virginia  with  surprising  ease  and  celerity  considering  Ita  magnt- 
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tilde.  'Our  people  leaponded  to  ever;  call  for  aervlne  made  to  them  In  this 
connection.  Virginia  w&s  cal'td  upon  to  [urnlsta  13,T9i>  min  in  tlie  f.rst  draft. 
These  men  answered  the  call  of  the  country  promptly,  and  with  rare  excep- 
tions cheertully.  Local  and  district  boards  were  constituted  to  iia^is  upon  the 
selective  features  of  the  draft,  and  as  a  result  of  rheir  labors,  our  State's 
quota  was  at  Camp  Lee,  trainlne  for  service,  two  moiiths  ago.  bo  ihat  Vir- 
ginia enjoys  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  State  in  the  Union  to  fill  its 
quota.  We  are  now  well  Into  the  preparatory  work  in  connection  uttli  the 
Second  draft,  and  our  boards  are  dally  settling  the  status  of  registrants  with 
reference  to  their  availability  for  duty.  To  all  those  IndlTlduals,  firms,  cor- 
porations, and  especially  newspapers,  who  b}*;  tbelr  uneelflsh  and  patriotic 
efforts  co-operated  to  make  the  workings  of  the  draft  successful  In  our  State, 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  Nation  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  which  should  never 
be  forgotten,  and  which  should  be  held  second  only  to  the  debt  we  shall  owe 
the  brave  Virginians  who  go  to  the  camp  or  the  battle  front. 

In  this  connection  I  recommend  the  passage  of  suitable  legislation,  In 
accord  with  Federal  enactment,  for  the  protection  of  the  civil  rights  of  sol- 
diers and  sailors  In  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  so  that 
while  they  are  risking  their  lives  for  their  country,  their  property  may  not 
be  needlessly  sacrificed  at  home. 

Having  given  first  place  to  the  record  the  State  has  made  under  war  con- 
ditions, and  having  made  some  recommendations  of  obvious  importance,  with 
a  view  to  placing  the  State  in  proper  condition  to  meet  any  futurewar  emer- 
gencies that  may  arise.  I  shall  now  address  myself  to  matters  of  a  domestic 
nature,  some  of  which,  however,  will  be  deferred  for  a  later  message. 

TAXATION. 

The  policy  of  partial  segregation,  inaugurated  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly at  the  special  session  held  in  1915,  and  amended  at  the  regular  session  of 
1916,  has  justified  itself  abundantly.  The  State  rate  of  taxation  has  been 
subBtautialiy  reduced  on  all  ciaBses  of  property  except  as  to  public  service 
corporations.  For  the  information  of  those  wbo  are  uninformed,  or  misin- 
formed, of  whom  there  are  many  in  Virginia,  I' here  give  the  reduction  shown 
In  the  rates  of  taxation  on  the  several  classes  of  property  in  Virginia,  com- 
paring the  average  combinetl  rate.  State  and  local,  on  Intangible  property, 
prevailing  under  the  old  law,  with  the  fixed  or  limited  rates  prescribed  by 
the  segregation  law.  State  and  local  respectively.. 

Bonds,  fiduciary  property,  shares  of  stock,  etc.,  reduced  from  11.75  to 
65  cents  State  tax,  and  30  cents  optional  local  tax. 

Capital,  reduced  from  fl.T5  to  70  cents  State  tax,  and  30  cents  optional 
local  tax. 

Certificates  of  bank  stock,  reduced  from  f  1.75  to  a  maximum  rate  ot  $1.50 
State  and  local. 

Virginia  county  and  municipal  bonds,  reduced  from  fl.75  to  35  cents. 

Honey,  reduced  from  fl.76  to  20  cents. 

Merchants  license,  reduced  10  cents  per  $100  on  purchases  between  (60,- 
000  and  flOO.OOO. 

Real  estate  and  tangible  personal  property,  reduced  from  tbe  State  rate 
of  35  cents  to  10  cents.    No  limit  on  local  rates. 
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NotwithBtandiDg  these  reductions  In  rateii,  the  revenuea  of  tlie  State  are 
showing  a  steady  growth,  as  evidenced  by  a  healthy  balance  In  the  treasury 
at  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year,  and  with  revenuea  in  sight  tor  the  year  191S 
which  show  an  estimated  surplus  In  the  treasury  as  of  October  1,  1918,  of 
(1,041,133.51.  This  gratifying  condition  of  the  treasury  is  found  after  giving 
to  the  free  schools  of  the  State  for  the  past  two  years  (1,019,236.65  more  than 
for  the  last  two  years  of  the  old  taxation  system;  after  spending  approxi- 
mately (70,000  tor  war  emergencies  after  absorbing  a  loss  ol  revenue  amount- 
ing to  1500,000  per  annum  due  to  the  prohibition  of  liquor  licenses. 

It  la  proper  to  say  that  much  of  the  increased  revenue  comes  from  11' 
cense  fees  of  ordinary  business  corporations,  from  the  franchise  tax  levied  on 
corporations  of  all  kinds,  and  from  other  sources,  which  have  yielded  in- 
creases under  automatic  provisions  of  the  law,  but  more  than  all  else  the  In- 
crease is  due  to  the  fact  that  wltbln  the  last  two  years,  under  the  operation 
oF  the  segregation  act,  there  have  been  added  current  assessments  of  Intangible 
property  amounting  to  (155,000,000,  this  consisting  of  property  not  heretofore 
discovered  and  tased.  In  addition  to  this  large  increase  In  current  assess- 
ment, there  has  been  recovered  a  large  amount  from  Intangible  property 
omitted  for  years  previous  to  1915.  All  collections  of  back  taxes  have  gone 
directly  to  the  tree  schools. 

Many  people  at  the  time  this  legislation  was  enacted  were  teartul  that 
the  revenue  of  the  Commonwealth  would  be  Inadequate  for  her  needs.  So 
satisfactory  has  been  the  outcome  that  you  are  now  called  upon  to  decide 
bow  much  of  the  accumulated  surplus  and  how  much  of  the  surplus  coming 
into  the  treasury  this  year  you  can  afford  to  spend  under  war  conditions,  and 
what  public  demands  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to  compel  your  attention.  Fur- 
thermore^ you  are  to  decide  whether  the  present  rate  of  taxation,  which  yields 
revenue  considerably  above  the  normal  needs  of  the  State,  shall  be  main- 
tained with  a  view  to  larger  expenditures  In  the  future,  or  whether  the  rates 
should  be  reduced,  with  a  view  to  the  exercise  of  economy,  both  public  and 
private.  Considering  the  excessive  cost  of  labor  and  material  which  now 
prevails,  and  is  likely  to  prevail  for  some  time  to  come,  together  wtth  the 
present  need  for  both  labor 'and  material  In  essential  war  work,  it  would 
seem  unwise,  and  indeed  wasteful,  to  enter  upon  a  new  enterprise  or  construc- 
tive work  of  any  kind  except  such  as  may  be  accomplished  by  the  use  of  con- 
vict labor  or  by  the  use  of  prisoners  of  war,  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Federal  Government  may  prescribe  or  permit 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Federal  war  tax  will  of  necessity  bear 
heavily  on  every*  taxpayer  for  the  next  two  years  and  for  several  years  to 
come.  This  tact  admonishes  us  of  the  necessity  for  such  economy  in  the 
administration  of  State  government  as  will  better  enable  us  to  meet  the  para- 
mount demands  of  the  nation.  la  it  not,  therefore,  the  part  of  wisdom  to 
place  the  State  on  a  war_basis  as  tar  as  reasonably  possible,  thus  conforming 
to  the  policy  which  prudent  Individuals  all  over  the  world  are  adopting  for 
themselves?  Certain  of  our  State  Institutions  may  require  Increased  appro- 
priations to  meet  the  advanced  cost  of  living.  Others  may  present  claims 
upon  us  which  must  be  met  as  a  part  of  our  policy  of  conservation,  including 
the  conservation  of  human  life.  The  appeal  that  comes  to  us  from  our  un- 
fortunates must  be  heard  and  heeded.    Our  institutions  of  all  kinds  must  be 
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forced.  In  short,  we  must  keep  our  bouse  In  order.  We  roust  also  be  pre- 
pared for  extraordinary  war  emergencies.  How  then  can  wa  best  aubeerve 
the  ends  ot  economy.  eSlclency,  and  preparedness?  First,  by  leaving  In  tbe 
pockets  of  the  taxpayer  every  dollar  not  needed  for  the  economical  admin- 
istration of  tbe  State  Government  on  a  war  basis.  Second,  by  keeping  In 
tbe  treasury  a  liberal  balance,  such  as  we  now  bave.  to  meet  such  war  emer- 
gencies as  I  have  mentioned.  Carrying  out  these  policies,  I  recommend  tbe 
Following  reductions  In  the  present  rates  ot  taxation: 

Reduce  State  rate  on  bonds,  notes,  fiduciary  property  and  shares  ot  stock 
from  65e  to  50c  on  the  |100,  ot  assessed  valuation. 

Reduce  State  rate  on  capital  from  TOc  to  50c  on  the  flOO  of  assessed  val- 
uation. 

I  would  further  recommend  the  release  of  tbe  10  cent  tax  now  levied  by 
the  State  upon  tangible  personal  property,  so  that  tbe  State  would  not  tax 
this  property  at  all.  This  relief  would  go  to  tbe  benefit  of  tbe  Individual  tax- 
payer, except  in  communities  where  tbe  local  taxing  bodies  might  think  It 
proper  to  Incorporate  this  tax  in  their  local  rates  with  a  view  to  increased 


Should  tbe  rate  reductions  on  intangible  property  be  made.  It  can  be  con- 
fidently expected  that  still  larger  returns  will  be  reatlzed  from  this  class  of 
property. 

Other  recommendations  will  be  made  by  tbe  State  Tax  Board  In  its  re- 
port to  which  I  invite  attention,  together  with  some  suggested  amendments. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  segregation  marked  a  new  departure  in  our  tax 
laws,  and  was  dependent  at  every  stage  on  friendly  and  efficient  adminis- 
tration, I  feel  It  is  not  invidious  to  say,  with  due  regard  to  the  valuable  and 
faithful  services  of  many  other  State  officials,  that  no  small  share  ot  the  credit 
tor  the  success  of  eegrei^tlon,  especially  the  administrative  features  of  the 
pystem.  Is  due  to  my  associate  members  of  the  State  Tax  Board,  and  the  offi- 
cers and  appointees  of  that  Board,  State  and  local,  and  particularly  to  the 
Auditor  ot  Public  Accounts,  whose  record  of  fidelity,  efficiency  and  ability 
marks  him  as  an  official  of  rare  value  to  the  Commonwealth. 

PROHIBITION. 
Prohibition  In  Virginia  of  the  licensed  traffic  In. Intoxicating  liquor  under 
a  vigorous  and  rigid  enforcement  has  succeeded  even  beyond  the  hope  ot  lbs 
proponents  and  has  disarmed  and  converted  most  of  Its  opponents.  Tbe 
recognized  results  of  this  wholesome  and  beneflcent  reform  afford  an  unan- 
swerable argument  In  favor  of  prohibition  as  a  State  policy  and  abundantly 
lustity  the  belief  that  the  best  interests  of  our  own  people  and  of  all  tbe  peo- 
ple w«uld'be  promoted  by  tbe  adoption  of  prohibition  as  a  national  policy.  > 
3oTi.n  anuBBdmcnta  to  the  law  are  needed  without  doubt.  One  to  which  I  in- 
vite ycur  attefltlnn  is-  to  prevent  the  waste  ot  alcohol  contained  In  liquor 
Bfirzed  CO'  vio'allon  ot  the  law.  Valuable  food  stuffs  were  used  In  the  manu- 
facture.©!: anch  lliiuor  and  In  view  of  tbe  national  necessity  it  Is  desirable  that 
tbey.ibould  bo  utilijicd  In  the  pnMIc  interest.  I  suggest  an  act  whereby  Jlquor 
BO  aalccd  may  M  sold  nud^r  the  supervision  ot  tbe  Commissioner  ot  Prohtnl- 
tion,  preferably  to  the  War  Department  tor  use  In  the  manufacture  of  mu- 
nitions of  war,  In  which  such  liiaLerial  has  a  valuable  part.  Provision  ;ihould 
also  be  made  whereby  V.iiuds  lawfully  held  by  p'.rsonal  reprnautatives  «r 
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esCatM  may  be  dlspoaed  of  In  a  manner  Blmllar  to  tbat  above  mentlone-l  tor 
the  credft  of  the  beneflclarlea  of  nucb  petates. 

SCHOOLS. 
The  educattonal  Bystem  of  the  State  1b  In  fair  condltton.  tiae  to  the  gen- 
eroQS  provisions  made  under  the  segregation  system  the  public  free  schools 
(luring  the  last  two  years  bave  enjoyed  an  Increased  Income  from  the  State 
of  more  than  one  million  dollars  as  compared  with  any  other  two  years  In 
the  history  of  Virginia.  Some  of  tbls  Increase  has  hean  derived  from  taies 
collected  from  properties  In  arrears,  commonly  known  as  "back  taxes."  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  this  source  of  revenue  will  be  gradually  dimlnlshinK,  I 
trust  the  General  Assembly  will  make  ample  provlelon  to  compensate  the 
school  fund  on  tbls  account.  We  should  not  be  content  merely  to  maintain 
our  schools  according  to  our  preBent  standards  but  should  Insist  upon  such 
a  steady  advance  In  the  usefulness  and  efflclency  of  the  system  as  will  be 
fully  responsive  to  the  enlightened  demands  of  a  virile  and  progressive  citi- 
zenship. 

GOOD  ROADS. 

What  I  have  said  as  to  schools  Is  equally  applicable  to  roads.  The  peo- 
ple cannot  enjoy  the  full  benefit  of  their  achools  except  as  roads  and  school 
houses  keep  pace  with  each  other.  The  General  Assembly  should  pl^  com- 
prehensively, with  a  view  to  Judicious  utilization  ot  Federal  aid  and  euch  lo- 
cal aid  SB  may  be  available.  Attention  should  be  first  g:lven  to  highways  ot 
State  Importance,  and  especially  to  those  which  will  serve  to  connect  zones 
of  roads  already  built  by  the  several  counties.  The  East  and  West  Highway 
should  tie  completed  as  soon  as  possible  by  the  building  of  such  connecting 
links  as  I  bave  mentioned.  A  North  and  South  Highway  is  much  needed  not 
only  as  a  matter  of  State  utility  but  as  a  matter  of  State  pride.  I  here  apply 
to  roads  a  general  principle  already  mentioned  by  the  su^estlon  that  road 
work  should  be  accomplished  by  the  use  of  convicts  and  jail  men,  together  with 
prisoners  of  war  as  far  as  may  be  possible.  No  conditions  should  be  created 
or  allowed  tending  to  prevent  the  maintenance  ot  roads  already  built.  I  am 
of  opinion  that  road  building  and  road  maintenance  has  now  become  suffi- 
ciently understood  by  superintendents  of  convict  camps  to  Justify  the  with- 
drawal of  expensive  engineers  from  much  of  the  work  of  construction  and 
maintenance  now  being  done.  Engineers  are  always  necessary  in  original 
locations,  estimates  and  specifications. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  STATE. 
Speaking  generally,  the  health  of  our  people  has  been  excellent,  the  pub- 
lic order  good,  the  prosperity  general.  The  public  business  In  our  State  is 
transacted  honestly,  without  graft.  In  general  with  earnest  purpose.  That 
improvement  can  be  made  here  and  there,  there  Is  no  doubt.  It  occurs  to 
me  that  there  ts  little  need  for  new  legislation  In  Virginia.  Quality,  rather 
than  quantity,  in  the  making  of  statutes  Is  to  be  sought.  Some  laws  are 
highly  advisable  for  the  common  weal,  but  In  general  I  trust  that  bills  will 
be  carefully  scrutinized  and  tbeir  necessity  made  apparent  before  passage.

1  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Virginia  Mineral,  Timber  and 
HlBtorlcal  Museum: 

This  exhibit  had  its  actual  beginning  at  the  St.  Louis  exposition  of  1903, 
but  at  Its  close  there  was  no  place  available  for  Its  Installation  In  Richmond, 
so  that  H  was  stored  In  part  to  await  the  opening  of  the  Jamestown  Expo- 
sition of  1907,  which  was  already  projected.  Moat  of  our  people  remember 
well  the  very  creditable  exhibit  we  made  at  Jamestown.  There  was  a  gen- 
eral feeling  that  many  of  tbe  specimens  should  find  a  permanent  resting 
place  In  Richmond  for  public  Inspection,  and,  acting  upon  this  public  een- 
liment.  the  General  Assembly  in  1908  appropriated  (85,000  tor  the  erection 
of  an  addition  to  the  State  Library  building,  in  the  following  words: 

"Addition  to  the  Library  bolldfng,  the  sum  of  eighty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  ne^eaeary.  be  and  the  same 

la  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  In  the  treaaui^  nob 
Dtherwlae  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  addition  to  the 
Stato  Library  building  in  which  to  display  the  mineral  and  timber  ex- 
hibit of  Virginia  at  Jamestown  espoaltlon,  the  aald  eum  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  supervision  of  a  commisstOQ  consisting  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, who  shall  be  ex-officlo  chairman,  and  four  commissioners  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor.     The  said  commissioner  shall  have  power

to  erect  the  said  bulldlnK,  which  aball  be  sufllclenti;  large  to  accom- 
modate  said  mloeral  and  timber  exhibit  and  such  other  productions  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  collected  by  the  agricultural  department 
of  the  State.  The  firat  and  second  stories  of  said  building  to  be  nsed 
for  the  purpose  of  said  exhibit.  The  other  stories  of  said  buUdfog 
shall  be  adapted  to  the  use  of  such  departments  ot  the  State  Qovem- 
ment  as  are  not  at  present  adequately  provided  tor." 

The  building  was  completed  about  April  15,  1910,  Governor  William 
Hodges  Mann,  being  Governor  and  chairman  of  the  commission,  arrai)ge<l 
with  the  Norfolk  and  Western  railway,  and  secured  the  services  ot  Ur.  E. 
A,  Schubert  to  assist  In  Installing  the  exhibits,  which  Installation  was  com- 
pleted March  1,  1911. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Jamestown  exposition  commission,  held  at  the 
cfflce  of  the  Governor,  in  Richmond,  at  eleven  o'clock  A.  H.  on  the  14th  of 
March,  1910,  the  following  members  being  preswit:  Governor  W,  H.  Mann. 
Chairman;  W.  W.  Baker,  A.  H.  Bowman  and  N.  B.  Early,  Jr.  On  motion 
of  the  Governor,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

"Resolved.  That  Hon  W.  W.  Baker  be  authorized  to  move  the 
mineral  and  timber  exhibit  from  the  Jamestown  exposition  building, 
and  have  It  stored  In  the  room  prepared  for  the  exhibit  in  the  Library 
building  at  Richmond.  And  that  the  Governor  of  Virginia  Is  reqaested 
to  correspond  with  the  railroad  companies  which  will  have  the  trans- 
portation of  the  exhibit  and  ask  that  they  transport  the  said  ex- 
hibit to  Richmond  free  ot  cost" 

In  accordance  with  the  above  resolution,  I  caused  the  exhibit  to  be  re- 
moved to  the  city  ot  Richmond,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  commission, 
through  Governor  Hann.  secured  the  services  of  Hr.  E.  A  Schubert  to  take 
chat^  of  Its  proper  installation,  which  was  completed  March  1,  1911,  as 
above  stated. 

After  the  Installation  was  completed,  It  was  suggested  that  the  care  of 
the  exhibit  should  be  placed  with  the  Geological  Survey.  The  Geological 
Commission  took  the  matter  up  at  a  meeting  held  on  January  25,  191S,  th  t 
fallowing  being  an  extract  from  the  minutes: 

"Oovernor  Mann  suggested  that  some  permanent  arrangement 
should  be  made  by  which  the  legislature  should  formally  transfer-  to 
the  Geological  Survey  the  .Virginia  Mineral,  Timber  and  Historical 
Exhibit,  and  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  said  exhibit. 
"Dr.  Barrlnger  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 
"Resolved,  That  the  State  be  requested  to  authorise  the  State  Geo- 
logical Survey  to  continue  the  control  ot  the  Virginia  Mineral,  Tim- 
ber and  Historical  Exhibit,  and  to  appropriate  one  thousand  dollani 
Co  provide  for  Its  care  and  maintenance,  and  that  such  money  as  ha* 
been  advanced  for  this  purpose  to  be  returned  to  the  GeologicaJ  Sar- 
vey  fund." 
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"Oeneral  Nichols  oBAred  Uie  following: 

"Reaolved,  That  In  the  event  of  the  passaKs  by  the  leelslatiir« 
of  aa  act  making  the  above  appropriation,  that  the  chairman  of  the 
commtsalon  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  curator  who  will  be  empowered 
to  appolDt  a  caretaker  at  a  salary  not  more  than  seventy-five  doUarB 
per  month.    Adopted." 

The  action  proposed  la  the  above  resolatlons  waa  never  taken  by  the 
legislature.  It  was  then  suggested  b^  Oovemor  Mann  that  as  I  had  per 
hbps  manifested  more  Interest  than  anyone  else  in  the  collection  and  ex- 
ploitation of  the  resources  of  the  State,  that  I  continue  in  control  of  the 
mineral  and  timber  ekblblts  until  some  future  action  might  be  taken.  There- 
fore. I  have  from  that  time  until  the  present  continued  to  overlook  and  su- 
pervise, as  curator,  the  interests  of  the  museum. 

it  appears  to  me  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  State  Mineral, 
Timber  and  Historical  Exhibit  should  be  made  a  live,  active  agency  In  'x 
ploltlng  the  undeveloped  resources  of  the  State,  instead  of  simply  being  a  re- 
pository of  specimens  ot  mineral,  timber,  etc,  collected  from  ten  to  fifteen 
ypars  ago,  and  allowed  to  remain  as  it  is,  more  of  a  historical  exhibition 
ot  what  Virginia  posBPssed  fifteen  years  ago,  than  what  the  State  offers  to 
the  world 'today.  However,  In  consequence  of  the  small  appropriations  made 
^since  that  time,  it  has  no^  been  possible  to  secure  and  install  but  few  new 
specimens  of  either  mineral  or  timber  from  the  newly  opened  mines  and 
timber  lands,  in  the  various  parts  of  the  State.  The  appropriations  since 
1310  are  as  follows:

This  fund  tor  contingent  expenses  has  only  been  sufficient  to  provide 
materials  with  which  to  keep  the  museum  Intact,  and  prevent  the  specimen* 
from  deterloratinK,  and  keeping  the  museum  in  a  cleanly  condition  and 
keeping  the  t^aes  and  receptlcles  In  repair.  PVom  1912  to  1916,  the  appro- 
priation was  sufficient  to  allow  the  purchase  of  a  tew  additional  cases  for 
new  specimens  and  furniture,  but  since  that  time  no  new  cases  have  been 
bought  as  the  fund  was  only  sufficient  to  secure  materials  with  which  to 
keep  cloan  and  Intact  the  present  specimens. 

After  a  visit  made  by  me  to  Raleigh,  N.  C,  recently,  and  a  most  ex- 
haustive Investigation  of  the  North  Carolina  museum,  I  am  impressed  that 
Virginia,  should  at  an  early  date  Imitate  our  sister  State  in  keeping  before 
the  public  the  wonderful  unlimited  resources  possessed  by  us  in  an  up-to- 
date  and  attractive  form,  instead  of  merely  a  historical  exhibit  ot  what  we 
possessed  from  ten  to  fifteen  years  ago.  In  order  that  this  may  be  eSect- 
hely  and  creditably  done,  the  museum  should  be  placed  by  law  under  the 
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control  of  tbe  Geological  Surrey,  which  sbould  appoint  a  competent  mah 
SB  curator  of  tbe  museum  wltli  an  asslstaot  oompetent  to  keep  In  order  tbe 
preeent  exhibits  and  able  to  preserve  and  Install  all  new  specimens  that  may 
from  time  to  time  be  secured,  and  that  a  sufficient  sum  be  annually  appro- 
priated tor  salaries  of  the  curator  and  assistant,  and  for  purchase  of  new 
cases  and  materials  for  proper  Installation  of  the  new  speciuens  as  they 
may  be  secured.

I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  proposed  report  and  draft  of  a  workmen's 
compeusatlon  bill  to  be  presented  to  the  Qovemor  and  the  present  session 
of  the  General  Assembly.  1  regret  very  much  my  Inability  to  attend  the 
last  two  Beastons  of  the  commission,  but  owing  to  conditions  on  the  railroads, 
brought  about  by  the  war.  It  was  imposelble  for  me  to  attend. 

I  regret  to  advise  that  I  cannot  concur  in  the  report  as  a  whole,  nor 
In  the  bill  as  drafted.  My  position  regarding  section  9  has  been  stated  to 
the  commlsBton  several  times,  and  I  have  not  been  changed. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  to  Include  employees  of  steam  railways  In  a 
workmen's  compensation  law  would  Ik  in  conDict  with  the  Constitution  of 
Tirgtnia,  because  It  would  deprive  them  of  their  rights  of  liability  as  guar- 
anteed by  the  ConBtlttttioD. 

Section  77  would  also  repeal  the  liability  laws  enacted  In  1912  and  1916, 
and  the  other  liablltty  laws  enacted  for  the  benefit  and  protection  of  rail- 
road employees. 

I  do  not  concur  In  the  rates  ot  compensation;  that  Is,  1  da  not  favor 
the  maximum  rates  as  1  consider  them  very  unfair  to  employees  earning 
ninety  dollars  per  month  and  upwards. 

1  am  In  favor  of  exclusive  State  Insurance. 

1  an  satlsfled  that  If  the  bill  Is  presented  to  the  legislature  In  Its  pres- 
ent form  It  will  be  opposed  by  representatives  of  the  transportation  em- 
ployees. 

I  would  appreciate  it.  If  you  would  Include  this  letter  in  your  report.

Tbe  resolution  above  mentioned,  provided  that,  "The  duties  of  such 
commission  wilt  be  to  Investigate  and  report  upon  the  subject  of  work- 
Uien's  CMnpensatlon,  to  examine  the  laws  or  the  various  States  upon  tUit 
subject  and  to  recommend  to  the  next  Qeneral  Assembly  such  legislation 
as,  having  regard  to  the  t>ecuUar  conditions  of  Virginia,  wil)  do  Justice  to 
botb  employers  and  employees." 

Your  commission  began  Its  work  early  In  February,  1917,  bae  had  a 
number  of  meetings,  for  consideration  of  the  subject,  as  well  as  the  laws 
of  other  States,  and  In  addition  has  held,  after  due  publication  In  the  leading 
papers  of  the  State,  two  public  hearings,  the  first  at  Roanoke  on  June  1st, 
and  the  second  at  Richmond  on  September  ZTth.  Prior  to  these  hearingB. 
several  hundred  copies  of  a  tentative  bill,  providing  for  workmen's  com- 
pensation, were  mailed,  upon  or  without  request,  to  employers  and  em- 
ployees throughout  the  State,  and  In  response  to  invitations  your  com- 
mission has  received  many  valuable  suggestions  and  much  substantial  help 
from  leading  attorneys  representing  large  groups  of  employers,  from  prom- 
inent employers  themselves,  from  recognized  repreaentattves  of  employees. 
and  we  have  been  much  Impressed  by  the  almost  unanimous  expressions  from 
them  In  favor  of  the  principle  ot  workmen's  compensation,  as  well  as  the 
eeqeral  harmony  In  approval  of  the  tentative  bill  submitted  for  tbeir  oon- 
fllderatlon,  with  some  suggestions  for  slight  clianges  here  and  there,  many 
ol  which,  your  conunlsBlon  has  Incorporated  In  the  proposed  act  which  Is 
now  submitted. 

In  addition,  we  have  received  many  communications  by  mall  with  sug- 
gestions and  endorsements  of  the  proposed  law. 

Furthermore,  your  commission  baa  considered,  in  one  way  or  another, 
some  of  the  features  of  all  of  the  compensation  laws  of.  the  other  Btstm. 
cad  It  Is  unanimous  In  the  endorsement  of  the  accompanying  draft  for  fa- 
vorable legislative  action  in  Virginia. 

In  tba  United  States,  workmen's  compensation  laws  have  been  ^uebtA. 
by  thlrty«even  States  and  four  Territories  and  Federal  compensation  law  for 
civilian  employees  of  the  Government  was  adopted  In  September,  191S.  The 
States  and  Territories  now  having  compensation  laws  In  fOroe,  and  the  date* 
of  their  approval,  respectively,  are  aa  follows;

'  From   the  above   tabulation  it  will  he  observed  that  more  than  a  ma- 
jority of  the  States  have  supplanted  employers  liability  lawa  with  copipen- 

sation  acta.     Indeed  your  commission  believes  that  every  kin4  of  emplor- 
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era  liability  leKlalatlOD  has  proven  a  tallnre  In  every  civilized  nation,  and 
It  is  t«pareot  tbst  public  opinion  haa  determined  upon  the  adoption  of  tbd 
principle  of  compensation  for  the  following  reasons,  via: 

FIRST:     That  baalneaa,  commerce  and  intenalfled   industrr  should 
provide  relief  for  Injured  emptorees. 
SECOND;     That  the  Utlsatlon  attending  Injury  by  accident  leavea  a 
'   majorit)'   unprovided   for,    la    expenalve,  tedious,   and    an 
ecanomlc  waate. 

THIRD:  That  the  prevention  of  %ccldenta  ehonld  be  promoted  and 
encouraged. 
FOURTH:  That  provision  should  he  made  to  Insure  immediate  medi- 
cal ai^  surgical  care  of  the  injured  employee  so  as  to  re- 
duce Sis  disability  and  return  him  to  his  productive  vo- 
cation aa  quickly  aa  possible. 

FIFTH:  That  lump  sum  awards  of  (sometimes  excessive)  damagee 
are  Inefficient  and  wasteful,  but  that  certain  compensa- 
tion to  injured  employees  during  their  Impairment,  based 
upon  a  definite  schedule,  Is  not  only  efficient  and  ben^- 
clal  to  the  employee  and  dependents,  but  also  enables  hla 
employer  to  measure  his  liability  and  to  provide  for  same 
In  the  production  and  distribution  of  his  product. 

The  compensation  principle  then  recognizes  the  substitution  of  a  defi- 
nite and  certain  measure  of  relief  for  the  former  uncertainties  of  redress 
through  litigation,  and  this  relief  Is  provided  for  In  the  terms  of  the  losa  of 
services.  When  the  principle  is  accepted  the  employer  knowa  when  an  ac- 
cident occurs,  tbe  limit  of  the  amount  he  must  pay,  the  employee  knows  the 
limit  of  tbe  amount  he  will  certainly  receive  and  both  know  tbat  what  the 
employer  pays  will  be  received  by  tbe  employee  without  a  large  portion  be- 
ing expended  In  the  unnecessary  litigation,  expense  and  incidental  loaa  of 
time. 

As  against  the  waiting  period  which  the  employee  contributes,  the  em- 
ployer contributes  adequate  surgical  and  medical  aid  for  relief  of- the  in- 
jured employee.  As  against  the  right  of  action  In  damages  which  the  em- 
ployee waives,  the  empldyer's  measure  of  a  compensation  Is  limited,  but  as- 
sured to  the  employee.  As  against  excessive  recoveries  In  a  minority  of  ac- 
cident litigants,  adequate  compensation  Is  paid  for  all  injuries  by  accident 
arietog  out  of  and  In  the  course  of  employment  and  so  distributed  as  to  give 
tbe  greatest  measure  of  relief. 

With  this  brlel  preliminary  statement  your  commission  presents  the 
attached  draft  of  compensation  act.  and  the  following  expianatlona 
and  comparisons  of  some  of  Its  provisions.  The  following  comparative 
references  are  taken  largely  from  Bulletin  No.  203,  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau 
of  Lat>or  Statistics,  and  from  bulletins  issued  by  F.  RobertstHi  Jones;  the 
American  Aasoclatloa  for  Labor  Legislation;  the  National  Industrial  Con- 
ference Board,  and  others;  and  such  subsequent  revisions  of  State  laws 
of  which  your  commission  Is  advised.  It  is  believed  that  the  information 
la  generally  accurate,  but  as  the  various  State  laws  have  been  ameaded 
in  some  Instances.  It  Is  possible  that  some  of  the  latest  amendments  are  no: 
included. 
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ADinNIBTRATIONf 

The  law  in  tbe  following  States  is  admlalstered  .by  commiiwioq  or 
boards,  vir;' 

California.   Connecticut,   Colorado,   Illinois,   Indiana,   Maine,    Maiyland,    , 
kUssachuBetta,  Mlcblgan,  ifontana,  KeVoda,  New  Jersey,  New  Vork,  Ohio. 
OUahoma,  Oregon,   Pennsylvania,   Texas,  Vermont, '  WaahlngtoD   and   Wis- 
consin. 

In  Iowa  and  West  Virginia,  a  single  commissioner  is  provided. 

In  Kansas,  Minnesota,  Nebraska.  New  Uampehire  and  Rhode  Island, 
the  departments  of  labor  supervise  the  administration  of  the  law. 

In  Louisiana,  the  secretary  of  State;  In  Wyoming,  the  State  treasurer,, 
and  in  Arizona,  the  attorney  general  exercises  li  ml  tod  supervision. 

In  Virginia  It  Is  proposed  that  the  law  be  administered  by  a  commis- 
sion. 

ELECTIVE  OR  COMPULSORY. 

In  sixteen  States  and  Territories,  the  law  is  optional  or  "elective"  as  to 
al)  classes  ot  employees  affected.  In  ten  States  the  law  is  elective  as  to  private 
employers,  but  compulsory  as  to  public  employers,  such  as  the  States,  coun- 
Uea  and  municipalities.  In  nine  States  <md  "nrrltorles  the  law  Is' compul- 
sory as  to  public  and  private  employers.-  In  Virginia  the  proposed  law  Is 
elective  as  to  private  employer  and  compulsory  as  to  public  employers,  such 
as  the  State,  counties  and  municipalities.  In  the  latter  case  this  requirement 
is  baMd  on  the  belief  that  when  a  State  snacts  a  law  for  the  benefit  of  em- 
ployees.  Its  own  servants  and  those  of  Its  created  subdivisions,  should  b« 
compelled  to  set  the  example  of  Immediate  application.  As  to  private  em- 
ployers and  employees,  the  proposed  law  provides  for  "Election"  by  both, 
but  limits  the  rights  of  action  and  defense  of  both  In  case  of  refusal.  The 
constitutionality  of  sucb  a  measure  has  been  passed  upon  so  many  times, 
that  an  eminent  attorney  commenting  upon  a  long  summary  of  such  deci- 
sions recently  said:  "As  a  result  of  these  rarlone  decisions,  •  •  •  the 
constitutional  questions  Involved  In  workmen's  compensation  acts  have  been 
greatly  clarlOed.  The  general  power  of  a  State  to  enact  compensation  legis- 
lation Is  no  longer  open  to  question." 

EHPLOTEES  INCLUDE^D. 

Nearly  all  of  the  compensation  acts  cover  all  employees,  except  farm 
!aborere,  domestic  servants  and  casual  employees,  where  more  than  from 
three  to  six  (varying  in  some  States)  persons  are  regularly  employed. 
The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  sucb  a  principle  is  cor- 
rect in  law.  This  Is  apparently  on  the  theory  that  the  necessity  for  this  leg- 
islation does  not  exist  where  the  number  of  employees  Is  so  small  that  the 
conditions  accompanylpg  intensified  Industry  and  commerce  do  not  exist 
Your  commission  believes  that  the  proposed  Virginia  act  should,  for  the 
present,  reconcile  In  this  respect  with  the  majority  of  other  acts,  and  there- 
fore we  provide  the  exclusion  of  farm  laborers,  domestic  servants,  casual 
employees,  steam  railway  employees  actually  eng^ed  in  movement  of  in- 
terstate and  intrastate  commerce^  and  employers  who  have  less  than  three 
amployees  regularly  employed.

Mon  WW  tuwble  wltb  tbo-4Df<maaUoa  before  them,  to  dearir  detoradae- and 
ezprew  the  provisions  ol  ^etr  law.  ,  In  zaoit  of  tbe  State*  the  aame  per- 
centage te  paid  for  total  4iBahllIl7  aa  for  partial  dlsablUtr,  but  the  period 
Is  generally  extended,  so  la  ^e  tiroposSd  Virslpla  act,  we  provide  for  the 
aame  percentage  ot  weekly  wages,  but  provide  for  a  maximum  period  of 
five  hundred  (600)  weeka,  but  a  mazlmum  limit  ot  total  payment  of  (4,000.00. 

In  the  event  of  death  from  accident  tbe  attached  bill  provides  for  th« 
payment  to  the  employee  with  dependents  of  50%  ot  the  average  weekly 
wages  over  a  period  of  three  hundred  (SOO)  weeka  with  the  same  mtnlmum 
oT  Sve  dollars  (t&.OO)  and  a  maximum  of  ten  dollars  (110.00)  per  week, 
as  well  aa  burial  expenses. 

Taking  the  average  benefits  provided  Is  the  laws  ot  other  States,  tt  Is 
believed  that  the  benefits  provided  for.  In  the  attached  draft  proposed  for 
the  Virginia  act,  will  compare  very  favorably  Indeed,  and  It  la  hoped  that 
the  legtslature  will  not  undertake  to  change  these  provisions  when  the  law 
Is  considered  for  final  action. 

INSURANCE. 

Payments  of  beneflta  under  a  compensatiim  act  must  be  assured.  These 
should  be  as  certain  as  the  Interest  on  government  bonds  and  every  safe 
method  of  approved  Insurance  should  be  permitted.  State  mutual  and  stock 
insurance  should  be  encouraged  and  none  ot  them  should  be  barred.  Self 
Insurance  should  also  tw  permitted  under  the  terms  and  ccndltlona  provided 
In  tbe  proposed  law.  This  one  feature  of  Insurance  hsa  been  given  more  con- 
■Ideratlon  and  discussion  at  the  public  bearings  than  any  other  feature  of 
the  tentative  bill.  Representatives  of  the  largest  employers  In  the  State 
have  persistently  requested  that  they  be  not  deprived  of  the  right  to  insure 
their  liability  under  tbe  proposed  compensation  act  In  stock  or  mutual  com- 
panies authorized  to  transact  such  business  in  our  State  or  to  carry  their  own 
Insurance  after  satisfying  the  Industrial  commission  ot  their  financial  sol- 
vency and  ability  to  do  so.  On  the  other  hand  the  representatives  of  an 
Important  industry,  namely,  coal  production,  have  Just  as  persistently  ad- 
vocated exclusive  State  insurance.  Tour  commteslon  has  been  unable  to 
make  this  latter  recommendation,  and  the  proposed  act  aa  presented  provides 
In  section  slxty-elght  as  follows: 

"Every  member  who  accepts  tbe  provisions  of  this  act  relative  to  the 
payment  ot  compensation  shall  Insure  and  keep  insured  his  liability  thereun- 
der in  some  corporation,  association,  organization  or  State  Insurance  fund 
authorised  to  transact  the  business  workmen's  compensation  Insurance  In 
this  State,  or  In  some  mutual  insurance  association  formed  by  a  group  of 
employers  so  authorised,  or  shall  furnish  to  tbe  industrial  commission  sat- 
isfactory proof  ot  his  financial  ability  to  pay  direct  the  compensation  In  the 
amount  and  manner  and  wben  due  as  provided  for  In  this  act.  In  the  lat^ 
ter  case  the  commission  may  In  Its  discretion  require  the  deposit  of  an  ac- 
ceptable security,  indemnity  or  bond  to  secure  the  payment  of  compensa- 
tion liabilities  as  they  are  Incurred." 

In  addition  to  the  above  provision  for  insurance  your  commission  has 
provided  In  section  TG,  tor  the  approval  of  rates  by  the  commission  as  It  dow; 
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in  many  other  States  and  tba  Bolvenoy  ol  Insnrance  carriers  by  tbe  commlo- 
sioner  of  Insurance. 

We  contemplate  tbat  this  feature  will  receive  much  dlscusBlon  before 
the  leKlslatnre,  and  for'  this  reason  we  believe  that  our  report  should  con- 
ver  further  information  upon  this  subject. 

From  the  report  of  Mr.  P.  Robertson  Jones,  we  quote  the  following  in- 
formation concerning  Insurance  conditions  In  other  States: 

"In  tweaty-flve  States  (Colorado,  Connecticut,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa, 
Kentucky,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Montana,  Nevada, 
New  Hampshire,  New  Tork,  Ohio.  Oklahoma,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode 
Island,  Texas,  Vermont,  Washington,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin  and  Wy- 
oming) the  employer  who  elects  or  is  compelled  to  pay  compensation  must 
either  secure  the  payment  thereof  to  his  employees,  or  demonstrate  his  A- 
nancla]  ability  to  pay  losses  without  Insurance. 

In  seven  States  (Alaska,  Arizona,  California,  Kansas,  Louisiana,  Minne- 
sota, Nebraska  and  New  Jersey),  Insurance  or  other  security  Is  optional. 

In  four  States,  (Nevada,  Oregon,  Washington,  and  Wyoming)  insurance 
la  compulsory  In  a  "fund"  administered  (but  not  guaranteed)  by  the  State. 

In  seven  States  (California,  Colorado,  Maryland,  Michigan,  Montana, 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania)  there  Is  a  State  Insurance  fund  which  com- 
petes with  private  companies;  while  In  two  States,  Ohio  and  West  Virginia, 
which  also  maintain  State  Insurance  funds,  employers  are  permitted  t«  as- 
sume their  own  hazard  under  very  stringent  regulations,  and  after  being 
accorded  such  a  right  they  are  permitted  to  Insure  that  hazard  In  private 
companies. 

In  two  States  (Massachusetts  and  Texas)  Insurance  is  compulsory  either 
in  private  companies  or  in  a  semt-state  mutual  association.  A  similar  situ- 
ation exits  In  Kentucky,  except  tbat  employers  may.  In  lieu  of  Insurance, 
furnish  satisfactory  proof  of  financial  respouslhlllty,  together  with  acceptar 
ble  security. 

In  the  following  sixteen  States  and  two  Territories  compensation  in- 
surance is  written  solely  by  duly  licensed  private  companies,  there  being 
neither  competitive  nor  monopolistic  State  funds  nor  semi-state  mutuals: — 
Alaska,  Arizona,  Connecticut,  Hawaii,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Louis- 
iana, Maine,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  Oklahoma, 
Rhode  Island,  Vermont  and  Wisconsin. 

From  the  above  statement  It  Is  observed  that  in  twenty-Bve  (26)  Statetf 
the  employer  must  secure  payment  of  compensation  claims,  or  demonstrate 
hia  financial  ability  to  pay  losses. 

Our  proposed  law  provides  the  same  conditions.  It  will  be  noted  that 
only  in  four  States,  In  the  Northwest,  that  Insurance  is  compulsory  in  a 
fund,  administered  (but  not  guaranteed)  by  tbe  State.  These  States  are 
not  important  Industrially,  and  much  criticism  has  been  published  broad- 
cast concerning  the  administration  of  the  Insurance  funds  of  one  of  these 
States.  One  of  the  many  booklets  received  by  yonr  commission  contains 
the  following  title  on  the  front  cover  page — "A  State  Monopoly  of  Work- 
men's Compensation  Insurance — plns^A  Political  Administration  of  same 

eqoalB — tbe  ultimate  bankruptcy  of  the  whole  scheme." 
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Tour  commiBsioQ  does  not  believe  tbat  sucb  a  result  could  happen  in 
VlrglDta,  it'B  ralth  and  confldence  la  the  high  Integrity  and  ability  of  Vtr- 
Slnla  officials  and  ber  citizens  would  never  contemplate  sueb  a  calamit7 
for  a  Virginia  State  Ineurance  fund.  Out  proposed  law  permita  the  pro- 
vision of  a  State  fund,  and  we  recommend  lU  consideration. 

Our  commission  has  been  furnished  with  statements  and  arguments 
as  to  the  lower  rates  secured  by  employers  through  the  Ohio  and  Vest 
Virginia  State  funds.  We  believe  that  employers  In  these  States  have  tem- 
porarily paid  lower  rates.  We  also  believe  that  the  rates  have  been  steadi- 
ly Increased  each  year,  because  of  the  revenue  derived  therefrom  being  In- 
sufficient to  meet  the  compensation  payments  due  under  their  respective 
lews.  We  do  not  possess  eufflclent  actuarla]  knowledge  and  experlebce  to 
intelligently  comp^e  or  discuss  the  requirements  of  these  acts,  nor  the  ade- 
quacy of  their  rates.  But  the  last  published  reports  of  the  West  Virginia 
funds  would  indicate  a  large  deflclt  for  the  three  years  ending  June  30, 
1916,  and  your  commission  Is  Impressed  witb  the  belief  that  the  benefits 
under  the  West  Virginia  law  do  not  compare  favorably  with  many  of  our 
other  State's  compensation  acts.  This  statement  Is  not  made  in  a  spirit 
of  criticism  at  all.  but  It  should  be  considered,  when  the  general  claim  is 
made  of  lower  prevailing  rates, — In  other  words,  whenever  rates  are 
considered  we  believe  that  benefits  and  service  should  be  also  considered. 
In  Pennsylvania  we  understand  that  rates  In  the  State  fund  are  about  tea 
-per  cent  less  than  charged  by  the  private  Insurance  companies.  In  Mary- 
land, which  also  provides  a  State  fund.  In  the  commission's  first  annual  re- 
port for  period  ending  October  31.  191G,  page  32,  the  statement  Is  made  that 
-out  of  12,000  employers  carrying  compensation  insurance  under  the  Mary- 
land law,  only  S42  are  carrying  their  Insurance  in  the  State  fund,  while  11,03S 
are  Insured  by  stock  companies,  and  123  are  self -Insurers.  Evidently  Mary- 
land employers  did  not  find  the  State  fund  the  most  beneficial. 

But  to  return  to  the  Ohio  State  insurance  fund.  Tour  commission  has 
been  in  correspondence  witb  the  representative  employers  In  that  Stats 
during  the  past  thirty  days.  We  find  some  of  them  entirely  satisfied,  and 
others  who  do  not  feel  entirety  comfortable  under  the  provisions  of  the  OUo 
act.  We  quote  from  these  employers,  most  of  whom  are  representative,  Ions 
established  companies,  as  follows; 

No.  1.  "We  would  prefer  the  right  to  insure  either  under  the  Stat« 
plan,  or' with  duly  authorized  Insurance  companies,  as  we 
might  elect" 

No.  2.  "We  favor  exclusive  State  Insurance.  First  from  the  econ- 
omy standpoint:  second,  settlements  are  Invariably  satis- 
factory to  Injured  parties." 

No.  3.    "We  favor  exclusive  State  Insurance." 

No.  4.  "Ohio  Is  the  only  State  in  which  we  pay  insurance  direct  to 
the  State,  and  we  believe  it  Is  beneficial  to  both  employers 
and  employee." 
No.  6.  "In  our  four  or  five  years  with  the  State  plan  the  rates 
have  varied  from  year  to  year.  In  Some  instances  they 
were  higher  and  in  some  lower.    We  find  that  Investigation 
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OS  settlements  are  usnftlly  quite  prompt,  slthough  we  have 
on  t.  tew  occasions  assisted  our  emplofera  In  tracing  set- 
tlements which  appeared  to  be  a  little  bit  deluded.  Per- 
sonally the  writer  Is  very  well  satisfied  with  the  State 
plan." 

"Under  the  Ohio  workmen's  o(»npenBatlon  act  <sectlon  22) 
the  option  Is  reserred — under  stipulated  conditions — where- 
by  employers  may  remain  out  of  the  State  Insurance  fund. 
This  company  has  never  Indured  with  the  State  fund  tor 
two  chief  reasons: 
Firtt: 

We  think  that  the  State  should  confine  its  activities  to 
regulating  and  governing  tbe  public  allalre  ot  tbe  people 
but  do  not  believe  it  should  engage  In  an;  kind  of  business, 
particularly  the  Insurance  busiuesB,  which  Is  a  highly  spe- 
cialized department  ot  expert  activity.  Without  making 
any  reflection  whatsoever  upon  the  gentlemen,  who  may  bf! 
entrusted  with  the  handling  of  tbe  State  insurance  fund, 
we  believe  that  a  responsible  insurance  company,  repre- 
sented by  capable  and  trained  agents  and  claim  men.  will 
be  in  position  to  furnieh  ub  much  better  service  and  pro- 
tection than  any  organization  conetructed  and  maintained 
along  political  lines.  . 
Second: 

Waiving  entirely  the  aociallstlc  aspect  of  the  scheme, 
the  Ohio  State  Insurance  plan  Beems  to  us  unsound,  because, 
it  Is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  a  mutual  fund  contributed 
to  by  employers  with  a  really  unlimited  liability  to  increase 
rates  or  assessments  through  a  system  ot  rate  penaliza- 
tions for  certain  classes  of  accidents,  which  may  occur 
wholly  without  fault  of  tbe  employei:.  Since  the  fund  has 
no  cash  capital  and  since  the  State  of  Ohio  does  not  guar- 
antee either  tbe  solvency  or  continuity  ol  tbe  fund,  but 
merely  acts  as  its  custodian  and  distributor  it  stands  to 
reason  tbat  the  only  source  of  original  revenue  enjoyed  by 
the  fund  Is  from  tbe  collections  made  upon  Its  subscribera 
and,  obviously,  it  tbe  original  collections  are  not  eufllclent 
to  meet  the  losses.  It  Is  necessary  to  pass  tbe  bat  under 
some  form  or  another  In  order  to  meet  tbe  obligations  to 
tbe  injured." 

Investigations  and  settlements  are  made  by  the  Ohio  in- 
dustrial commission  quite  promptly  if  tbe  claims  are  filed  In 
a  proper  manner. 

Tbe  principal  objection  which  manufacturers  have  to  the 
present  Ohio  workmen's  compensation  law  is  tbe  "open 
liability;  that  1^  the  feature  of  the  law  which  renders  It 
optional  with  the  workman  whether  he  files  bis  claim  with 
the  Industrial  commission  or  seeks  redress  at  law.  Under 
Ohio  statutes  it  is  Impoaslble  tor  the  manufacturer  to  cover 
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this  "open  liability"  feature  wltb  ineurance,  coneeqaentlT 
most  of  them  feel  that  adequate  protection  la  not  afforded." 
No.  8.  We  wieh  to  state  that  we  are  not  opposed  to  the  vorkmen 
GompenaatloD  under  the  rlgbt  kind  of  a  Iftw,  aa  we  believe 
Industrial  conditions  would  be  better  served.  The  present 
Ohio  law  iB  so  extremely  drastic  that  It  is  most  dltBcult  to 
operate  under  the  same.  We  have  a  very  low  rate  covering 
both  inside  and  outside  work,  but  there  Is  no  reason  why 
we  should  not  have  an  extremely  low  rate  for  the  simple 
reasos  that  a  man  It  in)nred  Is  not  compelled  ta  accept 
the  State's  settlement,  on  the  contrary  if  he  does  not  ap- 
prove of  the  offer  made  by  that  State  he  can  sue  the  em- 
ployer under  two  acts,  namely,  a  wilful  act  and  tellure  to 
observe  the  statutes  ol  the  State  or  the  ordinance  of  the 
city.  On  the  face  of  It  this  does  not  appear  to  be  an  oa- 
jectlonable  factor,  but  the  actual  working  make  It  most 
vicious  Indeed. 

If  a  man  elects  to  sue  his  employer  the  State  steps  down 
and  out,  washes  Its  hands  of  tbe  entire  transaction,  aad  It 
does  not  cost  the  State  one  penny.  The  employer  is  re- 
quired to  stand  all  the  expense  of  tbe  trial  and  pay  dam- 
ages If  same  are  secured. 

We  have  two  defenbea  "fellow  servant"  and  "contributory 
negligence,"  but  this  amounts  to  so  little  when  an  em- 
ployer is  placed  at  the  mercy  of  a  Jury,  especially  In  this 
State,  that  you  might  Just  as  well  not  have  the  defense. 
Tou  see  from  this  that  we  pay  our  money  Into  the  State 
fund  for  protection  and  we  do  not  secure  the  protection 
at  the  same  time  we  are  forced  to  do  this  under  the  law 
and  cannot  place  any  Insurance  with  the  liability  com- 
panies. 

Now  the  above  statements  are  not  theories  on  this  law  but 
are  taken  from  our  own  actual  experience. 
We  have  been  under  the  workman's  law  for  three  (3)  or 
four  (4)  years,  inside  the  shop  and  one  year  covering 
erection  work  outside.  Unfortunately  we  had  a  severe  ac- 
cident happen  to  a  man  In  Cleveland  where  we  were  erect- 
ing ft  tank,  he  did  not  accept  the  State's  settlement,  and 
Bued  us,  we  thought  we  were  safe  under  the  law,  but  it  was 
no  trouble  whatever  to  go  behind  the  Intent  of  the  law  and 
secure  a  verdict. 

We  appealed  tbe  case  and  carried  It  aa  far  as  we  were 

allowed   hut  were   defeated  at   all   times  simply  because 

the  law  was  entirely  defective  and  not  fair.    This  ewe 

cost  us  120,000. 

Prom  the  above  statements  It  would  appear  that  half  are  is  favor  of 

an  exclusive  State  fund  and  half  are  bitterly  opposed  to  it  under  the  Ohio 

law.    These  expressions  all  come  from  dllterent  sections  of  the  State  of 

Ohio  and  the  companies  were  advised  that  the  infonnation  was  desired  tor 

consideration  of  the  State  Insurance  feature  by  your  com: 
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Therefore,  the  concluBioiiB  of  your  commlulon,  readied  after  careful 
tuTeetlgatlon  and  conalderatlons  of  the  Inaurance  feature,  are  expressed  In 
SecUons  Nob.  11,  68,  69.  70h  71,  7S,  73,  74,  and  76,  of  the  proposed  law  as 
follows: 

FIRST:     That  the  emplojer  must  secure  the  payment  of  compensa- 
tion claims. 
SEICOND:     That  he  may  Insure  In  a  State  fund,  or  In  stock  or  mu- 
tual organizations,  or  that  he  may  become  a  self-Insurer. 
THIRD:     That    he   must   file    evidence    with    the    commission    that 

claims  are  secured. 
FOURTH:     That  forma  of  policies  muat  be  approved  by  the  commis- 
sion. 
FIFTH:     That  rates  must  be  approved  by  the  commission  and  sol- 
vency of  Insurers  by  the  commissioner  of  Insurance. 

WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION  IN  VIRGINIA. 
Tour  commission  has  been  strongly  Impressed  by  the  apparent  deelre 
on  the  part  of  our  citizens  for  a  compensation  law.  As  waa  to  be  expected 
your  commission  has  heard  very  little  opposition  to  the  enactment  of  sucb 
leglBlatlon.  At  the  public  hearluKS.  employers  and  employees  from  all  over 
the  State  have  endorsed  the  moremeDt,  as  well  as  the  tentative  bill  sub- 
mitted for  discussion.  It  seems  to  be  realized  that  as  our  sister  States  of 
Maryland,  West  Virginia  and  Kentucky,  along  with  all  the  other  States 
herein  enumerated,  have  adopted  compensation  acts,  that  Virginia  must 
adopt  this  progressive  policy  in  providing  for  work  accidents.  Not  a  word 
ol  opposition  has  been  heard  by  your  commission  from  Richmond,  Nor- 
folk, Petersburg,  Portsmouth,  Newport  News,  Lynchburg  and  the  many 
smaller  cities.  At  one  of  our  hearings,  the  following  statement  signed  by 
twenty-two  concerns  was  presented,  vis: 

To  (he  Honorable  Commiasion  to  Draft  Workmen'*  OompentatiOT*. 
OKHTLCUsn: 

The  tentative  draft  of  a  bill  providing  for  workmen's  compensation  In 
Virginia,  as  compared  with  similar  laws  In  thirty  or  more  other  States  of 
our  Union  may  be  regarded  as  fairly  moderate  in  Its  provisions. 

The  fundamental  objection  to  this  bill,  as  to  similar  enactments  In 
other  parts  of  our  country,  are  found  In  Its  undemocratic  and  therefore 
dangerous  character.  This  proposed  law  is  obviously  class  legislation.  It 
does  not  spring  from  the  hearts  of  the  people  in  an  Intnitive  demand  tor 
Justice.  Its  origin,  as  similar  laws  elsewhere,  may  be  traced,  we  think,  to 
intereets  which  are  not  seeking  the  public  welfare. 

In  considering  tble  proposed  law,  we  wish  tO'  point  out  an  inconsist- 
ency between  its  fundamental  principle  and  the  application  of  this  prin- 
ciple. As  we  understand  It.  the  idea  underlying  the  law  is  the  belief  that 
the  workman's  risk  should  not  be  borne  by  himself,  but  by  the  community 
at  large.  The  economic  and  social  Justice  of  this  principle  Is  freely  ad- 
mitted. But  tbe  proposed  law  does  not  assign  the  risk  to  society  in  gen- 
eral, bnt  Imposes  It  as  a  burden  on  a  part  of  the  employing  class.  This 
Inconsistency  and  injustice  call  for  important  modifications  of  the  pro- 
posed law. 
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The  schedule  of  compensation  as  speclfled  In  section  31  of  the  pro- 
posed law  tna;  be  accepted  as  fairly  equitable,  but  a  moment's  reflection 
win  show  It  fixes  a  beavy  burden  on  the  shoulders  ot  the  emidoyer.  It 
taxes  him  with  one-half  of  the  Injured  employee's  wages  for  periods  tsit- 
1ns  from  five  months  to  approximately  ten  years,  or  with  amounts  ranKloE 
from  (100.00  to  f4,000.00. 

Under  favorable  circumstances  and  perhaps  In  a  majority  of  cases,  tbie 
burden  would  not  prove  Intolerable,  but  In  the  case  of  the  small  employer 
three  or  four  cases  of  total  and  permanent  disability  occnrrlng  wltbln  a 
period  of  approximately  ten  years  would  hang  over  him  as  a  source  of 
dread,  and  might  at  any  time  put  him  out  of  business.  It  seems  neither 
wise  nor  Just  to  enact  a  law  liable  to  such  disturbing  and  dangerous  results. 

The  present  Is  a  time  when  our  legislators  need  to  consider  carefully 
every  law  aOectlng  the  Industrial  Interests  of  our  State.  This  careful  con- 
'  slderatloD  Is  due  the  public  welfare,  for  with  the  increasing  burden  ot  tax- 
ation, both  State  and  Federal,  and  with  workmen's  compensation  laws  Im- 
posing heavy  and  uncertain  liabilities,  the  conservative  Investor  Is  Blow 
at  the  present  time  to  put  his  money  Into  Industrial  enterprise.  His 
profits  are  constantly  In  Jeopardy;  and  as  a  consequence,  sooner  or  later, 
the  demand  for  skilled  labor  will  be  diminished. 

Furthermore,  In  our  legislation  of  today,  we  should  be  mindful  of  world 
conditions.  The  present  abnormal  condition  of  American  manufacture  and 
commerce  will  continue.  After  the  great  war  Is  over,  we  shall  be  In  keen 
competitions  with  the  nations  of  the  Old  World.  Approximately  one-halt  ot 
the  Industrial  products  of  this  country  to-day  are  absorbed  In  foreign  trade. 
Our  Industries,  aa  far  as  possible,  must  be  kept  In  a  position  to  compete  for 
the  trade  of  the  world.  Otherwise,  we  sball  lose  our  commerce,  our  Industrial 
enterprises  will  languish,  hours  will  be  shortened,  and  multitudes  will  be 
thrown  out  of  employment.  In  view  of  these  grave  poBsiblltttes,  to  place  any 
burdens  on  Industrial  enterprises  further  than  are  required  by  considerations 
ot  Justice  and  public  policy  appear  to  be  an  economic  blunder. 

Tbe  tentative  bill  we  have  under  consideration  appears  frankly  bos- 
tile  to  Industrial  enterprises  employing  skilled  labor.  In  section  9  It  ex- 
cludes casual  laborers,  farm  bands,  domestic  servants,  and  other  workmen 
In  the  employ  of  au  Individnal  or  firm  when  their  number  does  not  exceed 
three.  In  section  10  It  exempts  the  workmen  from  responsibility  from  bis 
own  negligence.  In  section  12,  though  employer  and  employee  elect  not  to 
operate  under  this  act,  the  employer,  In  case  of  an  accident,  la  prohibited 
from  availing  himself  of  any  of  tbe  common  law  defenses.  In  section  13 
the  employer  Is  forbidden  to  make  any  settlement  with  his  employee  nnlees 
the  terms  of  such  settlement  in  aibount,  time,  and  manner  ot  payment  are 
In  accordance  with  this  act.  In  section  14  a  principal  is  made  liable  tor 
compensation  to  workmen  employed  by  a  sub-contractor.  In  section  15 
the  employer  and  employee  are  prohibited  from  making  any  contract  or 
agreement  by  which  the  employer  may  be  relieved  In  whole  or  In  part  of 
the  obligation  Imposed  by  this  act. 

These  are  but  samples  of  tbe  unfriendly  and  Inequitable  spirit  that 
pervades  the  whole  bill  and  makes  It  an  example  of  special  legislation. 

Furthermore,  the  class  of  skilled  workmen  tor  whom  this  special  legls- 
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latlon  iB  sought  to  be  enacted  are  In  no  need  of  beneflclar;  legislation. 
Skilled  labor  In  oar  State  to-dar  receives  from  $3.00  to  |G.0O  per  Aaj,  or  from 
(900.00  to  11,500.00  a  year.  This  income  Is  considerably  above  that  of  iiearl7 
every  other  class  of  our  cltlzena.  Teachers  receive  on  an  average  approxi- 
mately 1630;  preachers  $650;  doctors  $7E0;  farmers  and  day  laborers  much 
less. 

The  foregoing  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  reasons  we  have  for  belns 
unalterably  opposed  to  the  enactment  of  such  a  measure,  and  we  ask  to 
be  recorded  In  opposition  to  same." 

Since  the  above  was  presented,  one  of  the  signers,  who  is  believed  to 
be  the  author  of  the  statement,  has  verbally  advised  a  member  of  your 
commlsBion  that  he  would  not  oppose  the  enactment  of  a  compensation  act, 
provided  the  Interests  of  employers  is  properly  safe-guarded  by  State  in- 
surance. 

It  the  other  signers  are  still  opposed  to  the  principle  of  compensation 
it  Is  presumed  they  will  be  heard  from  before  the  legislature. 

In  contrast  to  these  expressions,  have  been  very  many,  from  employers 
and  employees,  strongly  endorsing  the  movement,  and  generally,  the  pro- 
visions of  the  proposed  law. 

There  are  many  other  features  of  the  law  upon  which  your  commission 
mlgbt  give  further  expression,  but  it  Is  hoped  that  what  has  been  written  and 
a  careful  reading  of  the  proposed  act  will  be  sufficient  to  give  a  clear  con- 
ception of  the  results  of  your  commission's  action.  It  has  spent  many 
days  in  dllligent  effort  to  present  an  act,  clearly  expr^aed  and  therefore 
more  expediently  administered,  fair  and  Just  to  employer  and  employee,  there- 
fore, promising  and  encouraging  harmonious  Industrial  relationship  between 
them,  sate  and  secure  in  its  ptovlslons  for  payment  of  compensation  claims, 
thereby  eliminating  possible  controversy  and  defeat  of  Ita  purpose,  and  fi- 
nally for  its  administration  by  a  commtssloo  whose  entire  talents  and  time 
will  be  devoted  to  ita  Just  and  successful  application. 

We  trust  that  we  have  complied  with  the  duties  assigned  to  us  In  the 

resolutions  of  the  Genera]  Assembly,  we  are  not  undenuindful  of  the  honor 

and  confidence  Imposed  by  your  appointment,  and  we  earnestly  hope  that  the 

legislature  may  enact  the  law  as  presented,  or  without  any  drastic  changes.

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegatee  of  Vlrgtola  (tbe  SenB,te  concurring), 
that  the  Governor  of  Virginia  Is  authorized  and  requested  to  appoint  not  leas 
than  three  nor  more  than  seven  persons  who  Shall  be  known  as  the  "Com- 
mission on  Workmen's  Compensation." 

The  duties  ot  such  commission  -wilt  he  to  Investigate  and  report  upon 
the  subject  of  workmen's  compensation,  to  examine  the  laws  of  the  T&riouB 
States  upon  this  subject  and  to  recommend  to  the  next  Oeneral  Assembly 
sach  legislation  as  having  regard  to  the  peculiar  conditions  of  Vlrglida 
win  do  Justice  to  both  employers  and  employees. 

The  members  ot  the  commission  shall  serve  without  compensation  and 
without  payment  of  expenses;  which  was  agreed  to.

Section    1.    Be    It    enacted    by    the    Oeneral    Assembly    of    Tirginia. 
That  this  act  shall  be  known  as  "The  Virginia  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act." 

Section  2.  In  this  act  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 
(a)  "Employers"  shall  Include  the  State  and  any  municipal  corporation 
«ithln  the  State  or  any  political  division  thereof,  and  any  Individual,  firm, 
association  or  corporation,  or  the  receiver  or  trustee  of  the  same,  or  the 
legal  representative  ot  a  deceased  employer,  using  the  service  of  another  for 
pay.  If  the  employer  is  Insured  It  shall  Include  his  Insurer  so  far  as  appli- 
cable. 

(&}  "Employee"  shall  Include  every  person.  Including  a  minor.  In  the 
serrlce  of  another  under  any  contract  of  hire  or  apprenticeship,  written  or 
implied,  except  one  whose  employment  Is  not  In  the  usual  course  of  the 
trade,  business  occifpatlon  or  profession  of  the  employer.  Any  reterence  to 
an  employee  who  has  been  injured  shall,  when  the  employee  Is  dead.  Include 
also  his  legal  representatives,  dependents  and  other  persons  to  whtHU  com- 
pensation may  be  payable. 

(c)  "Average  weekly  wages"  shall  mean  the  earnings  of  the  Injured 
employee  in  the  employment  In  which  he  was  worklng>  at  the  time  of  the 
Injury  during  the  period  of  lltty-two  weeks  immediately  preceding  the  dat^ 
of  the  Injury,  divided  by  fifty-two;  but  It  the  Injured  employee  lost  more 
than  seven  consecutive  calendar  days  during  such  period,  although  not  In 
the  same  week,  then  the  earnings  tor  the  remainder  of  such  i(tt^-^^,waeks 
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sball  be  divided  by  tb«  number  of  weeks  remalalng  after  Uie  time  so  Itwt 
has  been  deducted.  Where  tbe  einplorment  prior  to  the  Injury  extended 
over  a  period  of  leas  than  flfty-two  weeks,  the  method  ot  dividing  the  earn- ' 
Ings  during  that  period  "by  the  number  of  weeks  and  parts  thereof  during 
which  the  employees  earned  wages  shall  be  followed;  provided  results  fair 
and  Just  to  both  parties  will  be  thereby  obtained.  Where  by  reason  of  a 
shortness  of  time  during  which  the  employee  has  been  In  the  employment 
of  his  employer  or  the  casual  nature  or  terms  of  his  employment,  It  la 
Impracticable  to  commute  the  average  weekly  wages  as  above  defined,  regard 
ehall  be  had  to  the  average  weekly  amount  which  during  the  fifty-two 
weeks  previous  to  the  Injury  was  being  earned  by  a  person  ol  the  same 
grade  and  character  employed  In  the  same  class  of  employment  In  the  same 
locality,  or  community. 

But  Where  for  exceptional  reasons  the  foregoing  would  be  unfair  either 
to  the  employer  or  employee,  such  other  method  of  computing  average 
weekly  wages  may  be  resorted  to  as  will  most  nearly  approximate  the 
amount  which  the  Injured  employee  would  be  earning  were  It  not  tor  the 

Wherever  allowances  of  any  character  made  to  an  employee  In  lieu  of 
wages  are  specified  part  of  the  wage-contract,  they  shall  be  deemed  a.  part 
of  his  earnings. 

(d)  "Injury"  and  "Personal  Injury"  shall  mean  only  Injury  by  acci- 
dent arising  out  of  and  In  the  course  ol  the  employment  and  shall  not  In- 
clude a  disease  In  any  form,  except  where  It  results  directly  from  the 
accident 

(e)  In  all  claims  for  oompensatliHi  for  hernia  resulting  from  Injury 
by  accident  received  In  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  tbe  employee's  em- 
ployment. It  must  be  definitely  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  'Industrial 
Commission." 

Firit:       That  there  was  an  Injury  resulting  in  hernia. 

Second;    That  the  hernia  appeared  suddenly. 

Third:      That  It  was  accompanied  by  pain. 

Fourth:    That  the  hernia  Immediately  followed  an  Injury. 

Fifth:  That  the  hernia  did  not  exist  prior  to  the  Injury  for  which 
compensation  Is  claimed. 

All  hernia,  l&gulnal,  femoral  or  otherwise,  so  proven  to  be  the  result 
of  an  Injury  received  In  the  course  of  and  resulting  from  tbe  employment, 
shall  be  treated  in  a  surgical  manner  by  radical  operation.  If  death  results 
from  such  operation,  tbe  death  shall  be  considered  as  a  result  of  the  Injury,  and 
compensation  pUd  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  thirty-nine. 
In  non-fatel  cases,  time  loss  only  shall  be  paid,  unless  it  is  shown  by  special 
examination,  as  provided  In  section  twenty-eight,  that  the  injured  employee 
has  a  permanent  partial  disability  resulting  after  the  operation.  If  so,  com- 
pensation shall  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  thirty- 
one  with  reference  to  partial  disability. 

In  case  the  injured  employee  refuses  te  undergo  the  radical  operation 
for  the  cure  of  said  hernia,  no  compensation  will  be  allowed  during  the  time 
such  refnsa]  continues.  If,  however,  it  is  shown,  that  the  employee  has  some 
chronic  disease,  or  Is  otherwise  in  such  physical  condition  that  the  com- 
mission considers  It  unsafe  for  the  employee  to  undergo  said  operation,  th« 
employee  shall  be  paid  as  provided  In  section  thirty.one.  dOO^^iC 
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Section  3.  The  prOTleions  of  tbie  ut  ibsll  not  affect  peiidlng  llUgS' 
tlos. 

Section  4.  From  and  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  every  employer 
and  employes,  except  as  herein  stated,  ehal]  be  presumed  to  have  accepted 
the  provisions  of  tbid  act  respecUTely  to  pay  and  accept  Monpenaatlon  for 
personal  injury  or  death  by  accident  arlatng  out  of  and  in  the  course  of 
the  employment,  and  shall  be  bound  tiiereby,  anlesa  he  shall  have  given 
prior  to  any  accident  resulting  In  Injury  or  death  notice  to  the  contrv? 
In  the  manner  herein  provided. 

Section  6.  Ellther  an  employer  or  an  employee,  who  has  exempted  him- 
self, by  proper  notice,  from  the  operation  of  this  act,  may  at  any  time,  waive 
such  e^cemptlon  and  thereby  accept  the  provlalona  of  this  act  by  giving  no- 
tice as  herein  provided. 

The  notice  of  exemption  and  the  notice  of  acceptance  heretofore  referred 
to  shall  be  given  thirty  days  prior  to  any  accident  resulting  In  injury  or  death, 
provided  that  If  any  such  injury  occurred  less  than  thirty  days  after  tbe  dat« 
of  employment,  notice  of  Bucb  exemption  or  acceptance  given  at  the  time  of 
employment  shall  be  sufficient  notice  thereof.  The  notice  shall  be  In  writing 
or  print  In  substantially  the  form  prescribed  by  the  IndUBtrial  commission 
and  shall  be  given  by  the  employer  by  posting  tbe  same  In  a  conspicuous 
place  In  the  shop,  plant,  office,  room  or  place  where  the  employee  is  employed, 
or  by  serving  it  personally  upon  him;  and  shall  be  given  by  the  employee 
by  sending  the  same  in  registered  letter,  addressed  to  the  employer  at 
his  last  known  residence  or  place  of  business,  or  by  giving  it  personally  to 
the  employer  or  any  of  hts  agents  upon  whom  a  summons  in  civil  action  may 
be  served  under  tbe  laws  of  the  State. 

A  copy  of  the  notice  in  prescribed  form  shall  also  be  filed  with  the  InduB- 
trial  commission. 

Section  G.  E^ery  contract  of  service  between  any  employer  and  em- 
ployee covered  by  this  act,  written  or  implied,  now  in  operation  or  mads 
or  Implied  prior  to  tbe  taking  effect  of  this  act.  shall,  after  the  act  has 
taken  effect  be  presumed  to  continue,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
and  every  sncb  contract  made  subsequent  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act 
shall  be  presumed  to  have  been  made  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
unless  either  party  shall  give  notice,  as  provided  in  section  S,  to  the  other 
party  to  such  contract,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  other  than  sections 
16,  17,  18  and  67  are  not  Intended  to  apply. 

A  like  presumption  shall  exist  equally  In  tbe  case  of  all  minors  unleaa 
notice  of  the  same  character  be  given  by  or  to  tbe  parent  or  guardian  of  the 
minor. 

Section  7.  No  contract  or  agreement,  written  or  implied,  no  rule,  regu- 
lation or  other  device,  ebsll  In  any  manner  operate  to  relieve  any  employer  in 
whole  or  In  part  of  any  obligation  created  by  this  act,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  expressly  provided. 

Section  g.  Neither  the  State,  nor  any  municipal  corporation  within  the 
State,  nor  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  nor  any  employee  of  the  State 
or  of  any  such  corporation  or  subdivision  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  tbe 
provisionii  of  this  act  relative  to  payment  and  acceptance  of  compensation; 
and  the  provisions  of  sections  G,  6,  16.  17  and  IS  shall  not  apply  to  them. 

Section  9.  This  net  shall  not  apply  to  employees  actually  engaged  In 
Interstate  or  foreign  commerce,  nor  to  their  employers  in  caae.Ualun  of 
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the  United  States  provide  for  campensatlon  or  for  liability  for  Injury  or 
death  by  accident  of  such  employees. 

Section  10.  The  provlBlons  of  this  act  Bhall  not  apply  to  Injuries  or 
death,  nor  to  acoldentB  which  occurred  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act 

Section  11.  Kvery  employer  who  accepts  the  compensation  proTlsIons 
of  thU  act  shall  insure  the  payment  of  compensation  to  bis  employees  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  and  while  such  Insurance  remains  in  force 
he  or  those  oonductlne  his  business  shall  only  be  liable  to  any  employee 
for  personal  Injury  or  death  by  accident  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner 
herein  specified. 

Section  12.  The  rights  and  remedies  herein  granted  to  an  employee 
where  he  and  bis  employer  have  accepted  the  prOTlslons  of  this  act  respec- 
tlTely  to  pay  and  accept  compensation  on  account  of  personal  Injury  or  death 
by  accident  shall  exclude  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of  such  employee, 
his  personal  representatives,  parents,  dependents  or  next  of  kin,  at  common 
law  or  otherwise  on  account  of  such  Injury,  loss  of  service  or  death. 

Section  13,  Nothing  In  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  any  em- 
ployer or  employee  from  penalty  for  failure  or  neglect  to  perform  any  stat- 
utory duty. 

Section  U.  No  compensation  shall  be  allowed  for  an  Injury  or  death 
due  to  the  employee's  wilful  misconduct.  Including  intentional  eelf-lnfiicted 
Injury,  or  growing  out  of  bis  attempt  to  injure  another,  or  due  to  intoxi- 
cation or  wilful  failure  or  refusal  to  use  a  safety  appliance  or  perform  a 
dnty  required  by  statute,  or  the  wilful  breach  of  any  rule  or  regulation 
adopted  by  the  employer  and  approved  by  the  industrial  commission,  and 
brought  prior  to  the  accident  to  the  knowledge  of  the  employee.  The  burden 
of  proof  shall  be  upon  him  who  claims  an  exemption  or  forfeiture  under 
thlB  section. 

Section  16.  This  act  Bbatl  not  apply  to  casual  employees,  steam  railway 
employees  actually  engaged  In  movement  of  interstate  and  intrastate  com- 
merce, farm  laborers  and  domestic  servants,  nor  to  employers  of  such  per- 
sons, nor  to  any  persons,  firm,  or  private  corporation,  including  any  public 
service  corporation  that  has  In  service  less  than  three  operatives  regularly 
in  the  same  business  within  this  State;  unless  such  employees  and  their  em- 
ployers voluntarily  elect  in  the  manner  berelnafter  specified  to  be  bound  by 
this  act 

Section  16.  Every  employer  who  elects  not  to  operate  under  this  act, 
shall  not  In  any  suit  at  law  Instituted  by  an  employee  subject  to  this  act 
to  recover  damages  for  personal  Injury  or  death  by  accident,  be  permitted 
to  defend  any  such  suit  at  law  upon  any  one  or  all  of  the  following  pounds: 

(a)  That  the  employee  was  negligent. 

(b)  That  the  Injury  was  caused  by  the  negligence  of  a  fellow  employee. 

(c)  Tliat  the  employee  had  assumed  the  risk  of  the  Injury. 

Section  17.  Every  employer  who  elects  not  to  operate  under  this  act 
Bhall,  in  any  action  to  recover  damages  for  personal  injury  or  death  brought 
against  any  employer  accepting  the  compensation  provisions  of  this  act,  pro- 
ceed at  common  law,  and  tbe  employer  may  avail  himself  of  the  defenses  of 
contributory  negligence,  negligence  of  a  fellow  servant  and  assumption  of 
risk,  as  such  defenses  exist  at  common  law. 

Section  18.  When  both  the  employer  and  employee  elect  not  to  operate 
under  thlsi  act,  the  liability  of  the  employer  shall  be  the  same  as  though 
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be  alone  rejected  the  terms  of  thla  act,  and  In  an;  Bult  brou^t  against  Um 
tbe  employer  ataall  not  be  pemiitt«d  to  avail  bimself  of  any  of  the  common 
lav  defenaes  dted  In  section  17. 

Section.  19.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  pre- 
vent settlements  made  by  and  between  the  employee  and  employer,  but  rather 
to  encourage  them,  so  long  as  the  amount  oC  compensation  and  the  time 
and  manner  of  payment  are  in  accordance  with  the  prorlslons  of  this  act.  A 
copy  of  such  settlement  agreement  eball  be  died,  by  the  employer,  with  the 
commission. 

Section  20.  (a)  Where  any  person  (In  this  section  referred  to  as 
principal  contractor)  undertakes  to  execute  any  work,  wbicb  is  a  part  of 
his  trade,  business  or  occupation  or  which  he  has  contracted  to  perform,  and 
contract  with  any  other  person  (In  this  section  referred  to  as  aub«ontractor) 
for  the  execution  by  or  under  the  sub-contractor  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  work  undertaken  by  such  principal  contractor,  the  principal  contractor 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  any  workman  employed  in  the  work  KOf  compen- 
sation under  this  act  which  he  would  have  been  liable  to  pay  If  that  work- 
man had  been  inmiedlately  employed  by  him;  and  where  compensation  is 
claimed  from  or  proceedings  are  taken  against  the  principal  contractor, 
then,  in  the  application  of  this  act,  reference  to  the  principle  contractor  shall 
be  substituted  for  reference  to  the  sub-contractor,  except  that  the  amount  of 
compensation  ahall  be  calculated  with  reference  to  the  eandngs  of  the  work- 
man under  the  sub-contractor  by  whom  he  is  Immediately  employed. 

(b)  Where  the  principal  contractor  Is  liable  to  pay  compensation  under 
this  section,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  indemnity  from  any  person  who  would 
hare  been  liable  to  pay  compensation  to  the  workman  Independently  of  this 
section  or  from  an  intermediate  contractor,  and  shall  have  a  cause  of  action 
therefor.  '        'I 

(c)  Nothing  In  this  section  ahall  be  construed  as  prerentlng  a  work- 
man from  recovering  compenBatlon  under  this  act  from  sub-contractor  in- 
stead of  from  the  principal  contractor,  but  he  shall  not  collect  from  both. 

(<t>  A  principal  contractor  when  sued  by  a  workman  of  a  sub-con- 
tractor, shall  have  the  right  to  call  in  that  sub-contractor  or  any  inter- 
mediate contractor  or  contractors  as  defendant  or  co-defendant. 

Section  21.  All  rights  of  campensation  granted  by  this  act  shall  have 
the  sams  preference  or  priority  for  the  whole  thereof  against  the  assets  of 
the  emrloyer  as  Is  allowed  by  law  for  any  unpaid  wages  for  labor. 

Section  ti.  No  claim  for  compensation  under  this  act  shall  be  assign- 
able, and  all  compensation  and  claims  thereof  shall  be  exempt  from  all  claims 
of  creditors. 

Section  23.  Elvery  injured  employee  or  his  representatlvs  shall  Imme- 
diately on  the  occurrence  of  an  accident  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practica- 
ble, give  or  cause  to  be  given  to  the  employer  a  written  notice  of  the  acci- 
dent and  the  employee  shall  not  be  entitled  to  pbysidan's  fees  nor  to  any 
compensation  which  may  have  accrued  under  the  terms  of  this  act,  prior 
to  the  giving  of  such  notice;  unless  It  can  be  shown  that  the  employer,  Us 
agent  or  representative,  bad  knowledge  of  the  accident,  or  that  the  party 
required  to  give  such  notice  had  been  prevented  from  doing  so  by  reason 
of  physical  or  mental  incapacity  or  the  fraud  or  deceit  of  some  third  per* 
■on;  but  no  compensation  shall  be  payable  nnleas  such  written  notice  ii 
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glTen  wltbln  thirty  days  aft«r  the  occurrence  of  the  accident  or  death,  uiUmb 
reasonable  excuse  1b  made  to  the  eatlsfacUon  of  the  Induatrlal  commlaslon 
tor  not  giving  such  notice. 

Section  24.  The  notice  provided  In  the  foregoing  section  shall  state  In 
ordinary  langui^re  tbe  name  and  address  of  the  employee,  the  time,  place, 
nature  and  cause  of  the  accident  and  of  the  resulting  Injury  or  death,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  employee  or  by  a  person  on  his  behalf,  or  In  tbe 
event  of  his  death  by  any  one  or  more  of  bis  dependents  or  by  a  person 
In  their  behalf. 

No  defect  or  Inaccuracy  in  the  notice  shall  be  a  bar  to  compensatlMi 
unless  the  eifiployer  shall  prove  that  bis  Interest  was  prejudiced  thereby, 
and  then  only  to  such  extent  as  the  prejudice. 

Said  notice  sball  be  given  personally  to  tbe  employer  or  any  of  bis 
ofcents  upon  whom  a  summons  In  ctvlt  action  may  be  served  under  tbe  laws 
of  tbe  State,  or  may  be  sent  by  registered  letter  addressed  to  the  employer 
at  his  la^  known  residence  or  place  of  business.  ' 

Section  25.  Tbe  right  to  compensation  under  this  act  shall  be  forever 
barred,  unleas  a  claim  be  filed  with  the  Industrial  commission  wltbLo  one 
year  after  the  accident,  and,  if  euch  death  results  from  the  accident,  nnlesa 
F  claim  therefor  be  also  flied  with  tbe  commlslon  within  six  months  tbere- 
after. 

Section  26.  .For  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days  after  an  injury 
the  employer  shall  furnish  or  causa  to  be  fumlsbed  free  of  charge  to  tbe 
Injured  employee  such  necessary  medical  attention  as  tbe  nature  of  the  ac- 
cident may  require,  and  the  employee  shall  accept,  and  during  tbe  whole  or 
any  part  of  the  remainder  of  his  disability  resulting  from  the  Injury,  the 
employer,  may  at  bis  own  optton.  continue  to  famish  or  cause  to  be  fur- 
nished, free  of  chaise  to  the  employee,  and  the  employee  shall  accept,  an 
attending  physician,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  industrial  commission, 
and  In  addition  such  surgical  and  hospital  service  and  supplies  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  by  said  attending  physician  or  the  industrial  commission. 

The  refusal  of  the  employee  to  accept  such  service  Then  provided  by 
the  employer  shall  bar  said  employee  from  further  compensation  until  such 
refusal  ceases,  and  no  compensation  shall  at  any  time  be  paid  for  a  period  of 
suspension  unless  in  the  opinion  of  tbe  indnetrlal  commission  tbe  circum- 
stances justified  in  tbe  refusal.  In  which  case  the  industrial  commission 
may  order  a  change  In  tbe  medical  or  hospital  service. 

If  In  an  emergency  on  account  of  tbe  employer's  failure  to  provide  the 
medical  care  during  the  first  thirty  days,  as  herein  specified,  or  for  other 
good  reasons,  a  physician  other  than  that  provided  by  the  employer  is  called 
to  treat  the  Injured  employee,  during  tbe  first  thirty  days,  the  reasonable 
cost  of  such  service  ■shall  be  paid  by  the  employer  if  so  ordered  by  the  In- 
dustrial commission. 

Section  2t.  The  pecuniary  Uablllty  of  the  employer  tor  medical,  sur- 
gical and  hospital  service  herein  required  when  ordered  by  tbe  commis- 
sion shall  be  limited  to  such  charges  as  prevail  In  the  same  community  tor 
similar  treatment  of  Injured  persons  of  a  llhe  standard  of  living  when  snch 
treatment  Is  paid  for  by  the  Injured  person,  and  tbe  employer  shall  not  be 
liable  In  damages  for  malpractice  by  a  physician  or  surgeon  famUhed  by 
him  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  bnt  tbe  consequenoes  of  any 
such  malpractice  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  Injury  resulting  from  the 
accident  and  shall  be  compensated  for  as  such. 
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Section  28.  After  aa  injury  and  so  long  as  he  dalma  camitensatlon, 
the  employee.  If  eo  requested  by  bis  employer,  or  ordered  by  the  Indostilal 
commlaalon,  aball  aubmlt  blmself  to  exaul&ation,  at  reasonable  times  and 
places,  by  duly  qualifled  pbyelclan  or  surgeon  designated  and  paid  by  the 
employer  or  the  industrial  commission.  The  employee  sliall  have  the  right 
to  have  present  at  such  examination  any  duly  qualified  physician  or  surgeon 
provided  and  paid  by  him.  No  fact  communicated  to,  or  otherwise  learned 
by  any  phslctan  or  eargeon  who  may  hava  attended  or  examined  the  em- 
ployee, or  who  may  have  been  present  at  any  examination,  shall  be  privi- 
leged, either  In  hearings  provided  for  by  tbla  act,  or  any  action  at  law  brought 
to  recover  damages  against  any  employer  who  may  have  accepted  the  com- 
peoBatlon  provisions  of  this  act  If  the  employee  refuses  to  submit  himself 
to  or  in  any  way  obstructs  Such  examination  requested  by  and  provided  for 
by  the  employer,  his  right  to  compensation  and  his  right  to  take  or  prosecute 
any  proceedings  under  this  act  shall  be  suspended  until  such  refusal  or  ob- 
jection ceases,  and  no  compensation  shall  at  any  time  be  payable  for  the  pe- 
riod of  suspension  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  industrial  conunission  the 
circumstances  Justify  the  refusal  or  obstruction.  The  employer,  or  the  In- 
dustrial commission,  shall  have  the  right  In  any  case  of  death  to  require 
an  autopsy  at  the  expense  of  the  party  requiring  the  same. 

Section  29.  No  compensation  shall  be  allowed  tor  the  first  fourteen 
calendar  days  of  disability  resulting  from  an  Injury  except  the  benefits  pro- 
vided for  in  section  26;  but  if  disability  extends  beyond  that  period  com- 
pensation shall  commence  with  the  fifteenth  day  after  Injury. 

Section  30.  Where  the  Incapacity  for  work  resulting  from  the  injury 
Is  total,  the  employer  shall  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
to  the  Injured  employee  during  such  total  incapacity  a  weekly  compensation 
equal  to  one-half  his  weekly  wages,  but  not  more  than  ten  dollars,  nor  lesa 
than  five  dollars  a  week;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  period  covered  by  such 
compensation  be  greater  than  five  hundred  weeks,  nor  shall  the  total  amount 
of  all  compensation  exceed  four  thousand  dollars. 

Section  31.  fixcept  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  next  section  hereafter, 
where  the  incapacity  for  work  resulting  from  the  injury  is  partial,  the  em- 
ployer shall  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  the  Injured 
employee  during  such  incapacity  a  weekly  compensation  equal  to  one-half 
the  difference  between  his  average  weekly  wages  before  the  injury  and  the 
average  weekly  wages  which  he  Is  able  to  earn  thereafter,  but  not  more  than 
ten  dollars  a  week,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  period  covered  by  such  comp^tsa- 
tlon  be  greater  than  three  hundred  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  injury.  In 
case  the  partial  Incapacity  begins  after  a  period  of  total  Incapacity,  the 
latter  period  shall  be  deducted  from  the  maximum  period  herein  allowed  for 
partial  incapacity. 

Section  32.  In  casee  included  by  the  following  schedule,  the  incapacity 
In  each  case  shall  be  deemed  to  continue  for  the  period  specified,  and  the  com- 
pensation so  paid  for  such  injury  shall  be  as  specified  therein,  and  Shall  be 
In  lieu  of  all  other  compensation,  to-wit: 

a.    For  the  loss  of  a  thumb,  fifty  per  centum  of  the  average  weekly 

wages  during  sixty  weeks. 
0.    For  the  loss  of  a  finger,  firet,  commonly  called  the  index  finger, 

fifty  per  centum  of  the  average  weekly  wages  during  thirty-five  weeks. 
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e.    For  the  loM  of  a  BecontI  finger,  fifty  per  centum  at  average  weekly 
wages  during  thirty  weeks. 

d.  For  the  Iobb  of  a  third  finger,  fifty  per  centum  of  average  weekly 
wages  during  twenty  weeks. 

e.  For  the  loss  of  a  fourth  finger,  commonlr  called  the  little  finger, 
fifty  per  centum  of  average  weekly  wages  during  fifteen  weeks. 

/.  The  loss  of  the  first  phalange  of  the  thumb  or  any  finger  Bball  be 
considered  to  be  equal  to  the  loss  of  one-half  of  such  thumb  or  fln< 
ger,  and  the  compensation  shall  be  for  one-half  of  the  periods  of 
time  above  specified. 
g.  The  loss  of  more  than  one  phalange  Shall  be  considered  the  loss  of 
the  entire  finger  or  thumb;  provided,  however,  that  in  no  case  shall 
the  amount  received  for  more  than  one  finger  exceed  the  amount 
provided  In  this  schedule  for  the  loss  of  a  hand. 
h.    For  the  loss  of  a  great  toe,  fifty  per  centum  of  the  average  weekly 

wages  during  thirty  weeks. 
j.     For  the  loss  of  one  of  the  toes  other  than  a  great  toe,  fifty  per  centum 

of  average  weekly  wages  daring  tea  weeks. 
k.    The  lose  of  the  first  phalange  of  any  toe  shall  be  considered  to  be 
equal  to  the  loss  of  one-batf  of  such  toe,  and  the  compensation  shall 
be  for  one-half  ol  the  periods  of  time  above  specified. 
I.     Ttie  loss  of  more  than  one  phalange  shali  be  considered  as  the  loss 

of  the  entire  toe. 
m.   For  the  loss  of  a  hand,  fifty  per  centum  of  the  average  weekly  wages 

during  one  hundred  and  fifty  weeks, 
n.    For  the  loss  of  an  arm,  fifty  per  centum  of  average  weekly  wages 

during  two  hundred  weeks. 
0.    For  the  loss  of  a  foot,  fifty  per  centum  of  average  weekly  wages 

during  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  weeks. 
p.    For  the  loss  of  a  leg,  fifty  per  centum  of  average  weekly  wages  dur- 
ing one  hundred  and  seventy-five  weeks. 
g.    For  the  lose  of  an   eye,  fifty  per  centum   of  the  average  weekly 

wages  during  one  hundred  weeks. 

r.    The  lose  of  both  hands,  or  both  arms,  or  both  feet,  or  both  legs,  or 

both  eyes,  or  any  two  thereof,  shall  constitute  total  and  permanent 

Incapacity,  to  be  compensated  according  to  the  provision  of  section  30. 

The  weekly  compensation  payments  referred  to  in  this  section  shall  all 

be  subject  to  tbe  same  limitations  as  to  maximum  and  minimum  as  set  oat 

in  aectlone  30  and  31. 

Section  33.  If  an  Injured  employee  refuses  employment  procured  for 
him  suitable  (o  his  capacity,  be  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  compensation 
at  any  time  during  tbe  continuance  of  such  refusal,  unless  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Industrial  commission  sncb  refusal  was  Justifiable. 

Section  34.  If  an  employee  has  sustained  a  permanent  Injury  In  an- 
other employment  than  that  in  which  he  received  a  subsequent  permanent 
injury  by  accident  such  as  specified  In  section  32,  he  shall  l>e  entitled  to 
compensation  only  for  the  degree  of  Incapacity  that  would  have  resulted  fr<nn 
the  later  accident  if  the-  earlier  injury  had  not  existed. 

Section  3G.  If  an  employee  received  an  injury  for  which  compensation  Ii 
payable  while  he  Is  still  receiving  or  entitled  to  compensation  for  a  previous 
injury  In  tbe  same  employment,  he  shall  not  at  tbe  same  time  be  entitled 
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to  compensatioii  for  both  Injuries,  unless  the  later  Injury  be  a  permanent 
Injury,  such  as  specified  In  section  32;  but  he  shall  be  entitled  to  compensa- 
tion [or  that  injury  and  from  tbe  time  of  that  Injury  which  wlU  oorer  the 
longest  period  and  the  largeet  amount  payable  under  this  act. 

Section  36.  If  an  employee  receives  a  pennanent  Injury  as  speclfled  in 
section  32,  after  bavins  sustained  another  permanent  injury  In  the  same 
employment,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  for  both  Injuries,  but  the 
total  compensation  shall  be  paid  by  extending  the  period  and  not  by  in- 
creasing the  amount  of  weekly  compensation,  and  In  no  case  exceeding  fire 
hundred  weeks. 

When  the  previous  and  subsequent  permanent  Injuries  received  In  the 
same  employment  result  In  total  disability,  compensation  shall  be  payable 
tor  permanent  total  disability,  but  payments  made  for  the  previous  Injury 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  total  payment  of  compensation  due. 

Section  37.  (a)  Where  an  accident  happens  while  the  employee  is  era- 
ployed  elsewhere  than  In  this  State,  which  would  entitle  him  or  his  depend- 
e.-.'ts  to  compensation  If  It  had  happened  In  this  State,  the  employee  or  hia 
dependents  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation.  If  the  contract  of  employment 
was  made  In  this  State;  If  the  employer's  place  of  business  la  in  this  State; 
or  if  the  residence  of  the  employee  U  In  thfa  State;  provided  bis  contract  of 
employment  was  not  expressly  for  sei^ice  exclusively'  outside  of  the  State. 

(b)  EVovlded,  however,  if  an  employee  shall  receive  compensation  un- 
der the  laws  of  any  other  State,  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
so  as  to  permit  a  total  compensation  for  the  same  Injury  greater  than  ta 
provided  for  In  this  act. 

Section  38.  When  an  employee  receives  or  Is  entitled  to  compensation 
under  this  act,  for  an  injury  covered  by  section  32,  and  dies  from  any  other 
cause  than  the  Injury  for  which  he  was  entitled  to  compensation,  payment 
of  the  unpaid  balance  of  compensation  shall  be  made  to  his  next  kin  de- 
pendent upon  him  for  support.  In  iteu  of  the  compensation  the  employee 
would  have  been  entitled  to  had  he  lived. 

Section  39.  If  the  death  results  from  the  accident,  the  employer  shall 
pay  or  cause  to  be  paid,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  the  other  sec- 
tions of  this  act,  tn  one  of  the  methods  hereinafter  provided,  to  the  depend- 
ents of  tbe  employee,  wholly  dependent  upon  his  earnings  for  support  at  the 
time  of  Injury,  a  weekly  payment  equal  to  one-half  his  average  weekly  wage, 
but  not  more  than  ten  dollars  nor  less  than  five  dollars  a  week  tor  a  period  of 
three  hundred  weeks  from  the  date  of  tbe  Injury,  and  burial  expenses  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars.  If  the  employee  leaves  dependents  only 
partly  dependent  upon  bis  earnings  for  support  at  the  time  of  the  Injury, 
the  weekly  compensation  to  be  paid  aa  aforesaid,  shall  equal  the  same  pro- 
portion of  the  weekly  payments  for  the  benellt  of  persons  wholly  dependent 
aa  the  amount  contributed  by  tbe  employee  to  such  partial  dependents  bears 
to  the  annual  earnings  of  the  deceased  at  the  time  of  his  Injury.  When 
weekly  payments  have  been  made  to  an  Injured  employee  before  his  death  tbe 
compensation  to  dependents  shall  begin  from  the  date  of  the  last  of  such 
payments,  but  shall  not  continue  more  than  three  hundred  weeks  from  the 
date  of  the  Injury.  If  the  employee  does  not'leaye  dependent,  dtlsens  of 
and  residing  at  the  time  of  the  accident  In  the  United  States  or  tbe  Do- 
minion of  Canada,  the  amount  of  compensation  shall  not  In  any  caae  ex> 
ceed  51,000.00.  .  .-,  , 
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Section  40.  Tbe  toUowlns  perona  «liall  be  conclualTsly  praaumed  to  be 
t&eiiext  of  Un  krhollr  dep«iid«ii't  fof  support  UDon  thfl  deceased  employee:

(c)  A  bor  under  the  age  of  eighteen,  or  a  girl  under  tbe  age  of  eighteen, 
npon  the  parents.  If  a  child  Is  over  the  ages  speclQed  above,  but  physically 
or  ntentatlr  Incapacitated  from  eafnlng  a  livelihood,  he  or  she  shall  be  pre- 
anmed  to  be  totally  dependent. 

As  used  In  this  section,  the  term  "boy,"  "girl"  or  "child"  shall  include 
stepchild,  legally  adopted  children.  pOBthumous  children,  aclinawledged  Ille- 
gitimate children,  but  shall  not  include  married  children;  the  term  "parent" 
shall  include  stepparents  and  parents  by  adoption.  In  all  other  cases  ques- 
tiona  of  dependency,  lu  whole  or  In  part,  shall  be  determined  in  accordance 
with  the  facta  as  tbe  facts  may  be  at  the  time  of  the  accident;  but  no  allow- 
ance shall  be  made  for  any  payment  made  in  lieu  of  board  and  lodging  itr 
services,  and  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed,  unless  the  dependency  existed 
for  a  )>ertod  of  three  months  or  more  prior  to  the  accident;  and  in  such 
«tber  cases,  if  there  Is  more  than  one  person  wholly  dependent,  the  death 
beneflt  shall  be  divided  among  them;  and  persons  partly  dependent,  If  any, 
shall  receive  no  part  thereof;  it  there  Is  no  <me  wholly  dependent  and  more 
than  one  person  partially  dependent,  the  death  beneflt  ahall  be  divided  among 
them  according  to  the  relative  extent  of  their  dependency. 

For  the  purposes  ot  this  act,  the  dependence  of  a  widow  or  widower 
of  a  deceased  employee  shall  terminate  witb  legal  or  common  law  remar- 
riage, and  the  amount  to  be  received  by  blm  or  her  shall  be  divided  among 
the  children  or  other  dependents  in  the  proportion  In  which  they  are  re- 
ceiving compensation,  and  the  dependence  of  a  child,  except  a  child  physi- 
cally or  mentally  Incapacitated  from  earning  a  livelihood,  shall  terminate 
with  the  attainment  of  eighteen  years  ot  age. 

Section  41.  If  the  deceased  employee  leaves  no  dependents,  the  em- 
ployer shall  pay  tbe  burial  expenses  of  tbe  deceased,  not  to  exceed  one 
nuDdred  dollars  (JIOO-OO). 

Section  42.  The  total  compensation  payable  under  this  act  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  tour  thousand  dollars   ((4,000.00). 

Section  43.  Any  payments  made  by  the  employer  to  the  Injured  em- 
ployee during  the  period  ot  his  disability,  or  to  his  dependents,  which  by 
the  terms  of  this  act  were  not  due  and  payable  when  made,  may,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Industrial  commission,  be  deducted  from  the  amount  to 
be  paid  as  compensation;  provided,  that  In  the  case  of  disability  such  de- 
ductions shall  be  made  by  shortening  the  period  during  which  compensation 
must  be  paid  and  not  by  reducing  tbe  amount  of  the  weekly  payment. 

Section  44.  The  Industrial  commission,  upon  application  of  either  party, 
may,  in  Its  discretion,  having  regard  to  the  welfare  of  tbe  employee  and 
the  convenience  of  the  employer,  authorise  compensation  to  be  paid  monthly 
or  quarterly  instead  of  weekly. 

Section  46.  Whenever  any  weekly  payment  has  been  continued  for  not 
less  than  twenty-six  weeks,  the  liability  therefor  may  In  unusual  cases,

Such  testimony  shall  be 
transmitted  in  writing  to  tbe  commleslon,  and  tbe  contialssion  shall  fix 
tbe  compensation  of  such  deputies. 

Sectit^n  66.  <a)  The  commission  may  make  rules,  not  Inoensistent  with 
thla  BiCt,  for  carrylnE  out  the  .  provisions  of  this  act.

(b)  Tbe  county  sheriff,  or  city  or  town  sergeant  or  sheriff,  and  tbelr 
respective  deputlea,  shall  serve  all  subpoenas  of  tbe  commission  or  its  depu- 
ties and  shall  receive  tbe  same  tees  as  are  now  provided  by  law  for  like  dvtl 
action;  each  witness  who  appears  in  obedience  to  such  subpoena  of  the 
commission  shall  receive  for  attendance  tbe  fees  and  mileage  for  witnesses 
in  civil  cases  In  courts. 

(c)  Tbe  circuit  or  corporation  court  shall,  on  application  of  the  com- 
mission or  any  member  or  deputy  thereof,  enforce  by  proper  proceedings  tbe 
attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  tbe  production  and  ezamlnatim 
of  boohs,  papers  and  records. 

Section  6S.  The  commission  shall  prepare  and  canse  to  be  printed,  and 
upon  request  furnish  free  of  charge  to  any  employee  or  employer,  aucb  blank 
rorms  and  literature  as  It  shall  deem  requisite  to  fadlitate  or  promote  the 
«fflelent  administration  of  this  act. 

The  commtaelon  shall  tabulate  the  accident  reports  received  from  em- 
ployers in  accordance  with  section  sixty-seven,  and  shall  publish  the  same 
In  tbe  annual  report  of  the  commiMlon  and  as  often  as  it  may  deem  ad- 
visable, in  such  detailed  or  aggregate  form  as  It  may  deem  beet  The  name 
of  tbe  employer  or  employee  shall  not  appear  In  such  publications,  and  tbe 
employers'  reports  themselves  shall  be  private  records  of  tbe  commission, 
and  shall  not  be  open  for  public  inspection  except  tor  the  Inspection  of  tbe 
parties  directly  Involved,  and  only  to  the  extent  of  such  Interest.  These 
reports  shall  not  be  used  as  evidence  against  any  employer  In  any  suit  at 
taw  brought  by  any  employee  for  the  recovery  of  damages. 

Section  67.  If  after  fourteen  days  from  tbe  date  of  tbe  Injury  or  at 
any  time  Id  case  of  death,  the  employer  and  the  Injured  employee  or  bis  de- 
pendents reach  an  agreement  In  regard  to  compensation  under  this  act,  a 
memorandum  of  the  agreement  In  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Industrial 
commission  ehall  be  filed  with  the  commission;  otherwise  such  agreement 
-shall  be.  voidable  by  the  employee  or  his  dependents. 

If  approved  by  the  commission,  thereupon  the  memorandum  shall  for 
-all  purpoMi  be  enforceable  by  tbe  court's  decree  as  hereinafter  specified. 

Section  68.  If  the  employer  and  tbe  Injured  employee  or  his  dependents 
tftll  to  reach  an  agreement  In  regard  to  compensation  under  this  act,  or  If 
they  huve  reached  such  an  agreement  which  has.  been  signed  and  died  with 
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the  conunlselon  and  compensatloD  has  been  paid  or  Is  due  Id  accordance 
therewith,  and  the  parties  thereto  then  disagree  as  to  the  continuance  of 
any  weehly  payment  under  such  agreement,  either  party  may  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Industrial  commission  tor  a  hearing  In  regard  to  the  mattera 
at  issue  and  for  a  rnllng  thereon. 

Immediately  after  such  application  has  bees  received  the  commission 
aball  set  the  date  for  a  hearing,  which  shall  be  held  as  soon  aa  practicable, 
and  shall  notify  the  parties  at  issue  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing. 
The  hearing  shall  be  held  in  the  city  or  county  where  the  ln]ury  occurred, 
unless  otherwise  agreed  to  by  the  parties  and  authorized  by  the  Industrial 
commission. 

Section  G9.  The  commission  or  any  of  Its  members  Shall  hear  the  par- 
ties at  issue  and  their  representatives  and  witnesses  and  shall  determine 
the  dispute  In  a  summary  manner.  The  award,  together  wltD  a  atatement 
of  the  flndlngs  of  fact,  rulings  of  law  and  other  matters  pertinent  to  the 
questions  at  issue  shall  be  filed  with  the  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  a 
copy  of  the  award  shall  Immediately  be  sent  to  the  parties  in  dispute.  The 
parties  may  be  heard  by  a  deputy,  In  which  event  he  shall  swear  or  cause 
the  witnesses  to  be  swom  and  shall  transmit  all  testimony  to  the  commis- 
sion for  its  determination  and  award. 

Section  60.  If  an  application  for  review  is  made  to  the  commission 
within  seven  days  from  the  date  of  the  award,  the  full  commission.  If  the 
first  hearing  was  not  held  before  the  full  commission,  shall  review  the  evi- 
dence, or,  if  deemed  advisable,  aa  sood  as  practicable,  hear  the  parties  at 
Issue,  their  representatives  and  witnesses,  and  shall  make  an  award  and  - 
file  the  same  in  like  manner  as  specified  In  the  foregoing  section. 

Section  61.  The  award  of  the  commission,  as  provided  In  section  fif^- 
nine,  if  not  reviewed  In  due  time,  or  an  award  of  the  commlaslon  upon  snch 
review,  as  provided  in  section  sixty,  shall  be  conclusive  and  binding  aa  to 
all  queBtloDB  of  tact,  but  either  party  to  the  dispute  may  within  fifteen  days 
from  the  date  ot  such  award,  or  within  fifteen  days  after  receipt  of  notice 
to  be  sent  by  registered  mall,  of  such  award,  but  not  thereafter,  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  said  commission  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  or  cor- 
poration court  ot  the  city  In  which  the  alleged  accident  happened  or  In  which 
the  employer  resides  or  has  his  principle  ofllce:  or  If  the  cause  be  In  the 
city  ot  Richmond,  then  to  the  circuit  or  law  and  equity  court  of  eald 
city;  the  form  and  manner  of  said  appeal  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia  within  thirty  days  ^ter  thta  act  takes  effect. 
The  Judge  shall  hear  and  determine  the  case  on  Its  merits  within  thirty  days 
after  the  granting  of  the  appeal  if  court  be  In  session,  and  It  court  be  not 
in  session,  the  Judge  granting  such  appeal  shall  bear  and  determine  the 
case  on  Its  merits  within  thirty  days  after  the  beginning  of  the  ensuing 
term.  The  commission,  of  its  own  motion,  may  certify  questions  of  law 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  for  decision  and  determination  by  the  said 
court. 

Section  62.  Any  party  In  the  interest  may  file  in  the  circuit  or  cor- 
poration court  of  the  county  or  city  In  which  the  Injury  occurred,  or  If  It 
be  In  the  city  of  Richmond,  then  In  the  circuit  or  law  and  equity  court  of 
said  city,  a  certified  copy  of  a  memorandum  of  agreement  approved  by  the 
commission,  or  ot  an  order  or  decision  of  the  commission,  or  of  an  award 
of  the  commlaslon  rendered  upon  appeal,  whereupon  said  court  shall  render 
Judgment  In  accordance  therewith  and  notify  the  parties.     Such  Judgment 
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•baU.ba:re  the  ume  effect,  »Dd  all  proceedings  la  mattontherto  nhall  ttiere- 
»ttar  be  the  same,  aa  though  said  Judgment  h«d  b«en  rendered  In  a  suit 
duly  beard  and  determined  by  said  court. 

Section  63.  If  the  Industrial  commlsalon  ot  any  court  before  whom 
any  proceedlngB  are  brought  under  tbls  act  shall  determine  tliat  Bucb  pro- 
ceedings bave  been  brouglit.  proseicuted  or  defended  without  reaaonable 
ground.  It  may  assess  the  vhole  cost  of  ttae  proceedings  upon  the  parfy  who 
has  brought  or  defended  them. 

Section  64.  The  commission  or  any  member  thereof  may,  upon  the  ap- 
plication of  either  party  or  upon  Its  own  motion,  appoint  s  disinterested 
and  duly  quall&ed' physician  or  surgeon  to  make  any  necessary  medical  ex- 
amination of  the  employee  and  to  testify  In  respect  thereto.  Said  physician 
or  surgeon  shall  be  allowed  traveling  expenses  and  a  reasonable  fee  to  be 
fixed  by  ttae  commlsBlon,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  examination  and 
report,  but  the  commission  may  allow  additional  reasonable  amounts  In  ex- 
traordinary cases. 

The  fees  and  expenses  of  such  physician  or  surgeon  shall  be  paid  by 
the  State. 

Section  66.  Fees  of  attorneys  and  physicians  and  charges  of  hospitals 
for  serrlces  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commission. 

Section  66.  All  questlona  arising  under  this  act.  If  not  settled  by 
agreements  of  the  parties  Interested  therein  with  the  approval  of  the  com- 
mission, shall  be  determined  by  the  commission,  except  as  otherwise  herein 
provided. 

Section  67.  (a)  Every  employer  shall  hereafter  keep  a  record  of  all 
injuries,  fatal  or  otherwise,  received  by*  bis  employees  in  the  course  of 
their  employment,  on  blanks  approved  by  the  commission.  Within  one 
week  after  the  occurrence  and  knowledge  thereof,  as  provided  In  section 
twenty-three,  of  an  injury  to  an  employee  causing  his  absence  from  work 
for  more  than  three  days,  a  report  thereof  shall  be  made  In  writing  and 
mailed  to  the  Industrial  commission  on  blanks  to  be  procured  from  the 
commission  for  this  purpose. 

(b)  The  records  of  the  commission.  In  so  far  as  they  refer  to  accidents, 
injuries  and  settlements,  shall  not  be  open  to  the  public,  but  only  to  the 
parties  satisfying  the  commission  of  their  interest  lii  sucb  records  and  the 
right  to  inspect  them. 

(c>  Upon  the  termination  of  the  dlsibUlty  of  the  Injured  employee,  or 
If  the  disability  extends  beyond  a  period  of  sixty  days,  then  also  at  the  ex- 
piration of  such  period  the  employer  shall  make  a  supplementary  report  to 
the  commission  on  blanks  to  be  procured  from  the  commission  for  the 
puitfoee. 

(d)  The  said  reports  shall  contain  the  name,  nature  and  location  of  the 
business  of  the  employer,  and  name,  age,  sex  and  wages  and  occupation  ot 
the  injured  employee,  and  shall  state  the  date  and  boar  of  the  accident 
causing  the  injury,  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  Injhry  and  such  other  Infor- 
mation aa  may  be  required  by  the  commission. 

(e)  Any  employer  who  refuses  or  neglects  to  make  the  report  required 
by  this  section  shall  be  liable  for  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty^ye  dol- 
lars for  each  refusal  or  neglect,  to  be  recoverable  In  any  court  of  competent 
Jurisdiction  In  a  suit  by  the  commission. 

Section  68.    Every  employer  who  accepts  the  provisions,^  tbls  a 
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;U*e  to  tiio  pBTment  of  covpansatlMi  aboil  lainro  and. keep  Inanredbli  U»- 
Ullty  tbereunder  ta  Bome  corporation,  asfloclatloi>>  orsuliatloa  or  Btato 
insurance  fund  authorlied  to  trapBact  ttae  buslaeu  of  workmen'*  compen- 
■atlon  Ininrance  In  tbta  State,  or  In  uoma  mutual  liuiuraiice  aosoclatlon 
formed  by  a  eroop  ol  employers  so.auttaorlEed,  or  shall  fumlsb  to  tbe  In- 
dustrial commission  satisfactory  proof  of  bis  financial  ability  to  pay  direct 
tbe  compensation  in  tba  amount  and  manner  and  wben  due  qa  provided  for 
in  tbls  act  In  tbe  latter  case  the  commission  may  In  Its  discretion  require 
tbe  deposit  ot  an  acceptable  security.  Indemnity  or  bond  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  compensation  liabilities  as  tbey  ar«  Incurred, 

Section  69.  (a)  Every  employer  accepting  the  compensation  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  within  thirty  days  after  this  act  takes  eSect  file  witb  tbe 
commission  In  form  prescribed  by  It,  and  thereafter  annually  or  as  often 
as  may  be  necessary,  evidence  of  his  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion siity-elgbt  and  all  others  relating  thereto. 

<b)  If  such  employer  refuses  and  neglects  to  comply  with  tbese  pro- 
TlSions  he  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  cents  tor  each  employee  at  tbe 
time  of  tbe  insurance  becoming  due,  but  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more 
than  flfty  dollars  tor  each  day  o(  such  refusal  or  neglect,  and  until  the  same 
ceases,  and  he  shall  be  liable  daring  continuance  of  sucb  refusal  or  neglect 
to  an  employee  either  (or  compensation  under  tbls  act  or  at  law  in  tbe  same 
manner  as  provided  in  section  sixteen. 

Section  70.  Whenever  an  employer  has  complied  with  tbe  provlstona 
of  section  slity-sigbt,  relating  to  selt-iUBurance,  the  industrial  commission 
sball  Issue  to  sncb  employer  a  certificate  which  sball  remain  In  force  for 
a  period  fixed  by  tbe  commiflslon,  but  tbe  commission  may  upon  at  least 
sixty  ilays'  notice  and  bearing  to  the  employer  revoke  the  certificate  upon 
satisfactory  evidence  for  sucb  revocation  bavloK  been  presented.  At  any 
time  after  sucb  revocation  the  commission  may  grant  a  new  certificate  to 
the  employer  upon  his  petition. 

Section  71.  (a)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  industrial  commission, 
any  employer  may  enter  Into  or  continue  any  agreement  with  bis  employees 
to  provide  a  system  of  compensation,  benefit  or  insurance  in  Ilea  of  tbe  com- 
pensation and  Insurance  provided  fay  tbls  act.  No  such  substitute  system 
shall  be  approved  nnlees  it  confers  benefits  upon  Injured  employees  at  least 
equivalent  to  the  benefits  provided  by  tbls  act.  nor  if  it  requires  contribu- 
tions from  the  employees  unless  It  confers  benefits  in  addition  to  those 
proved  under  this  act  at  least  oommensurate  with  such  contributions. 

(b)  Such  substitute  system  may  be  terminated  by  tbe  industrial  com- 
mission on  reasonable  notice  and  hearing  to  tbs  Interested  parties  If  It  sh^ 
appear  tbat  the  same  Is  not  fairly  administered  or  If-  Its  operation  shall 
disclose  defects  threatening  its  solvency,  or  If  for  any  substantial  reason  It 
fails  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  act;  and  in  this  case  the  commission 
sball.  determine  upon  tbe  proper  distribution  of  all  remaining  assets,  if  any. 
subject  to  the  right  of  any.  party  at  interest  to  take  an  appeal  to  the  circuit 
or  corporation  court  of  tbe  county  or  city  wberein  tbe  principal  office  or 
chief  place  of  bustseBS  oj  the  employer  le  located. 

Section  72.  All  policies  insuring  tbe  payment  ot  compensation  under 
this  act  must  contain  a  cIau8«.to  tbe  effect  that. as  between  the  employer 
and  the  Insurer  the  notice  to  or  knowledge  of  tbe  occurrence  ot  tbe  Injury 
«n  tbe  psrt  of  tbe  Insured  employer  sball  be  deemed  notice  or  knot^le^^ 
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u  the  case  may  be,  on  the  part  of  the  tnsm^r;  that  Jurisdiction  of  the  1b- 
snred  tor  tbe  purposes  of  this  act  sh^l'be  Jurisdiction  of  the  Insurer;  and 
that  the  Insurer  shall  In  all  things  be  bound  by  and  subject  to  the  awardo, 
Judgments  or  decrees  rendered  against  such  Insured  employer. 

Section  73.  Mo  policy  of  insurance  against  liability  arising  under  tbU 
act  shall  be  issued  unless  It  contains  the.  agreement  of  the  Insurer  that  It 
will  promptly  pay  to  the  person  entitled  to  same  all  benefits  conferred  by 
this  act,  and  all  Installmenta  of  the  compensation  that  may  be  awarded  or 
agreed  upon,  and  that  the  obligation  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  default  of 
the  Insured  after  the  Injury  or  by  any  default  in  givlnK  notice  required  by 
snch  policy,  or  otherwise.  Such  agreement  shall  be  constrned  to  be  a  direct 
promise  by  the  Insurer  to  the  person  entitled  to  compensation  enforceable 
In  his  name. 

Section  74.  (o>  Every  policy  tor  the  insurance  of  the  compensation 
herein  provided,  or  against  liability  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  made 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  No  corporation,  asaoclation,  or  organi- 
sation shall  enter  Into  any  such  policy  of  Insurance  unless  Its  form  ahall 
have  been  approved  by  the  industrial  commission. 

(b)  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  policies  of  Inearance  against  loss  from 
explosion  of  boilers  or  fly  wheels  or  other  similar  single  catastrophe  hazards. 

Section  76.  (a)  The  rates  charged  by  all  carriers  of  Insurance,  Indudlng 
the  parties  to  any  mutual,  reciprocal,  or  other  plan  or  scheme,  writing  In- 
surance against  the  liability  for  compensation  under  this  act,  shall  be  fair, 
reasonable  and  adequate,  with  due  allowance  for  merit  rating,  and  atl  risks 
of  the  same  kind  and  degree  of  hazard,  shall  be  written  at  the  same  rate  by 
the  same  carrier.  No  policy  of  insurance  against  liability  for  compensation 
under  this  act,  shall  be  valid  until  the  rate  thereof  has  been  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  nor  shall  any  such  carrier  of  insurance 
write  any  such  policy  or  contract  until  its  basis  and  merit  rating  schedules 
have  been  filed  with,  approved  and  not  sutnequently  disapproved  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Insurance. 

<b)  EJach  such  insurance  carrier  shall  report  to  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
surance In  accordance  with  such  reasonable  rules  as  the  Commissioner  of 
Insurance  may  at  any  time  prescribe,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
solvency  of  the  carrier,  and  the  adequacy  of  Its  rates;  for  such  purpose  the 
Commissioner  of  Insurance  may  inspect  the  books  and  records  of  such  insur- 
ance carrier,  and  examine  its  agents,  officers  and  directors  under  oath. 

Section  76.  If  any  sections  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  decided  by 
the  courts  to  I>e  unconstitutional  or  Invalid,  the  same  shall  not  aSect  tbe 
validity  of  this  act  as  a  whole  or  any  part  thereof  other  than  the  part  so 
decided  to  t>e  unconstitutional  or  Invalid. 

Section  77.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  Inconsistent  with  any  proTlstons 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  78.  For  tbe  purpose  of  paying  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  tbe 
meml>ers  of  the  industrial  commission  and  Its  employees,  tbe  sum  of 
$&0,000.00  per  year,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary.  Is  hereby 
appropriated. 

Section  79.  This  act,  except  as  prescribed  in  section  fifty-two,  shall 
become  effective  January  1,  1919,  and  section  fifty-two  shall  become  etfectlv* 
from  and  after  tbe  passage  of  this  act,  tbe  public  welfare  requiring  It.

In  discharge  of  the  duties  placed  upon  this  commission  by  tbe  provisions 
of  tbe  act  approved  March  27,  1914,  entitled: 

"An  act  to  create  a  commission  to  consider  the  compensation  of 
court  clerks,  examiners  of  records,  treasurers,  commissioners  of  the 
revenue,  sheriffs,  high  constables,  and  city  sergeants,  and  until  such 
action  upon  the  report  of  said  commission  to  fix  the  maximum  amount 
of  the  compensation  of  said  officers," 

we  beg  to  submit  the  following  report,  which  shows  in  detail  the  fees,  allow- 
ances, comraisslons,  salary,  etc.,  of  the  several  officers,  also  compensation 
and  expenses  ot  oSce  authorized  by  law;  also  excess  of  fees,  allowances,  com- 
missions, salary,  etc.,  required  by  law  to  be  paid  Into  tbe  State  treaanry, 
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In  Its  report  to  the  General  Assembly,  dated  February  21,  191S,  which 
was  printed  as  Senate  Document  No.  11,  the  commission  made  susseations 
and  expressed  opinions,  for  Information  respecting  which  reference  can  be 
had  to  Document  16,  Senate  Journal,  1916. 

In  the  prosecution  of  Its  work  during  the  year  1917  It  became  necessary 
to  secure  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  upon  several  proTlBions  of  the 
law  and  copies  of  the  opinions  of  that  officer  are  embodied  In  tbis  report. 

Reports  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  laid  before  the  com- 
mission, showed  that  a.  number  of  the  clerks  of  courts  reported  a  considerable 
amount  of  uncollected  fees.  "To  correct  thiu  condition  of  affairs  and  to  re- 
duce to  the  minimum  the  uncollected  fees,  the  commission  requested  the 
Attorney  General  to  advise  the  commlslson  If  there  be  any  .law  under  which 
payment  of  fees  in  advance  could  be  required,  and  the  commission  was 
advised  by  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  that  a  deposit  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  fees  could  be  required.  Thereupon  the  commission,  under  date  of 
May  19,  1917,  Issued  a  circular  letter  to  all  the  clerks  of  courts  bringing 
this  matter  speciflcally  to  their  attention.  With  that  circular  was  published 
the  opinion  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General,  and  copy  of  that  circular  la 
embodied  in  this  report. 

Section  6  of  the  act  authorizes  and  empowers  the  commiBslon,  on  appli- 
cation from  any  one  of  the  officers  coming  under  the  provisions  ot  the  act, 
on  good  cause  shown,  to  Increase  the  allowance  for  deputies,  assistants,  office 
expenses,  premium  on  bonds,  etc. 

Numerous  applications  were  made  under  this  section  to  the  commission, 
and  the  commission,  having  given  each  application  careful  consideration, 
authorized  the  following  expenses,  being  of  the  opinion  that  Increased  duties, 
responsibilities,  and  cost  of  living  Justified  such  action:

The  act  of  March  27.  1914,  fixes  tbe  expenses  of  office  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1913,  as  tbe  basis  of  expense  In  determining  the  excess  to  be 
paid  Into  the  State  trensury,  this  provision  being  quallSed  by  the  provision 
In  section  6  Just  above  mentioned,  which  authorizes  the  commission,  upon 
written  application,  to  authorlKo  an  Increase  for  expense  of  office,  etc.  It  is 
respectful];  submitted,  in  view  of  the  largely  Increased  expenses  now  exist- 
ing: In  all  lines  of  business,  larger  compensation  must  be  paid  employees 
because  they  are  under  greater  expense  than  heretofore,  that  the  General 
Assembly  should  provide  a  different  basis  upon  which  lo  determine  the 
authorized  expense  accounts. 

Tbe  commission  respectfully  represents  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
the  report  herewith  submitted  gives  a  full  Insight  as  to  the  fees,  allowances, 
commissions,  salary,  etc..  received  by  each  of  the. officers,  and  with  this  In- 
formation the  General  Assembly  can,  through  Its  appropriate  committee,  go 
into  the  subject  matter  thoroughly  and  completely  and  lay  down  a  Hxcd 
policy;  and  this  commission  respectfully  represents  that  the  large  amount 
of  detailed  work  Incident  to  the  execution  of  the  law  reQuIres  the  work  to  be 
placed  in  charge  of  a.  competent  clerk  to  be  appointed  b;  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts,  to  be  placed  in  hts  Office  under  hts  control  and  snpcivlalon, 
at  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly,  unless  the  General  Assembly 
consider  It  preferable  to  transfer  the  entire  matter  to  a  standing  committee 
of  the  General  Assembly  with  power  to  sit  during  the  recess  of  the  General 
Assembly.  The  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  a  member  of  the  commission, 
begs  leave  to  say  on  behalf  of  himself  that  the  varied  and  Important  duties 
now  Imposed  upon  him  by  law  do /not  permit  him  to  give  the  time,  which  Is 
raaentlal  to  proper  and  efficient  administration  which  this  matter  should 
have,  to  do  tbe  large  amount  of  detailed  work  which  he  has  had  personally 
to  do  In  1917  In  connection  with  this  matter  and  respectfully  submits  If  he  is 
to  give  official  supervision  the  clerical  assistance  suggested  Is  absolutely 
essential.

Acknowledgment  is  made  of  your  letter  ot  January  10,  to  the  Attorney 
General.  requeetlnE  an  opinion  on  the  following  question: 

"Should  a  county  or  city  treasurer.  In  the  report  which  he  Is  re- 
quired to  make  under  the  act  of  March  27.  1914,  as  amended  by  the 
acts  of  1916,  include  commlBsIons,  fees  and  allowances  which  relate 
Bolely  to  the  final  settlements  had  with  me  and  the  boards  of  super- 
TlBors,  or  should  they  relate  to  the  allowances,  fees,  commissions,  etc 
upon  collections  of  revenue,  both  State  and  county,  ot  two  different 
fiscal  years,  which  he  doea  collect  within  the  calendar  year?" 

I  am  of  opinion  that  a  county  or  city  treasurer  should  Include  eommla- 
Biona,  fees  and  allowances  which  relate  solely  to  the  final  settlements  had 
with  you  and  the  boards  of  aupervlsora  in  the  report  which  be  is  required 
to  make  nnder  the  act  of  March  27,  1914. 

Of  course,  the  treasurer  Is  entitled  to  commissions  upon  all  of  fala  col- 
lections, but  those  commissions  should  not  be  reported  by  the  treasurer  until 
his  final  settlement  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  taxes  were  charged 
and  for  which  he  was  required  to  make  his  settlement. 

For  instance,  in  the  settlement  of  H.  F.  Britain,  treasurer,  Tazewell 
county,  r  find  that  he  has  reported  a  statement  of  bis  fees,  allowances  and 
commissions  of  $6,416.68  for  fbe  month  of  December.  1916.  This  amount 
Bbould  not  l>e  reported  as  collected  by  the  treasurer  until  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  1916,  to-wit:  June  15.  1917,  and  will,  therefore,  go  In  the  report 
required  to  be  made  by  him  in  January,  1918. 

Another  instance  is  in  the  settlement  of  L.  H.  Kemp,  treasurer  of 
Henrico  county,  who  credits  himself  with  allowances,  commissions,  etc..  for 
November  and  December.  1916,  amounting  to  {6,060.46.  Of  course,  the 
treasurer  1b  entitled  to  these  credits,  but  they  should  not  be  reported  until 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  to-wit;  June  15.  1917.  and  would  get  In  his  Jan- 
uary report,  1918. 

This  construction  does  not  prevent,  of  course,  the  treasurer  from  retain- 
ing commlseions  on  his  collections,  but  simply  postpones  his  report  ontil 
the  final  settlement  of  his  account  when  the  auditing  oHlcers  will  know 
exactly  what  his  commisstona  were  and  will  prevent  a  great  deal  of  con- 
fusion In  the  auditing  of  the  books  of  the  county  and  city  treasurers.

Acknowledgment  is  made  of  yonr  letter  of  the  26th  Instant  to  the  At- 
torney General,  asking  his  opinion  on  the  following  state  of  facts: 

"Under  chapter  352,  Acta  1914,  as  amended,  by  the  act  approved 
March  22,  1916,  chapter  490,  Acts  1916,  It  IB  provided  that  each  of  the 
officers  named  In  said  act  shall  ajinually  within  fifteen  days  after  the 
close  of  each  anniversary  of  tbe  beginning  of  his  term  file  with  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  a  statement  showing  all  his  tees,  allow- 
ances, salary,  commissions,  etc.,  collected  by  him  and  a  like  statement 
of  ait  Buch  fees,  allowances,  salary,  commissions,  etc.,  chargeable  under 
the  law  but  not  collected  by  him.  It  la  further  provided  that  each  of 
the  said  officers  sbail  retain  as  his  compensation  out  of  tbe  said  fees, 
«  etc.,  amount  not  in  excess  of  the  sum  allowed  him  by  law  and  he  may 

also  deduct  certain  expenses  provided  for  In  the  act. 
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"The  State  Fee  CommlsBian  dealr«a  four  opinion  upon  the  rollow-- 
Ids  point: 

"In  determining  the  amount  to  be  paid  Into  the  State  treasniy 
by  the  officer,  must  he  be  charged  with  tbe  fees,  etc.,  reported  uncol- 
lected or  only  with  those  reported  collected? 

"A  concrete  case  will  Illustrate  the  ruling  desired:     A,  sheriff 

ot county,  reports  17.500.00  as  tees,  etc.,  collected 

by  him  and  $500.00  as  fees  uncollected.  He  la  allowed  fS.OOO.OO  under 
the  law  and  expenaea.  allowable  under'the  law,  12,000.00,  total  (7,000.00. 
Is  the  excess  to  be  returned  by  him,  (500.00  or  tl.OOO.OO?" 

By  reference  to,  section  3  of  chapter  3S2,  Acts  of  1914.  you  will  note 
that  it  la  provided  that  "each  of  said  oBlcers  shall  retain  as  hia  compensation 
out  ot  said  fees,  allowances,  commissions  and  salaries  an  amount  not  in  ex- 
cess of  the  same  hereinbefore  named"  (the  word  same  In  the  foregoing  quo- 
tation Is  evidently  a  clerical  error  for  the  word  "sum").  In  view  of  this 
provision  of  the  law.  It  seems  to  me  clear  that  the  officers  cannot  retain  an 
amount  not  yet  collected,  and  that  therefore  while  It  is  the  duty  of  the  offlcer 
to  report  his  uncollected  fees  be  cannot  be  charRed  with  those  uncollected 
fees  as  a  portion  of  the  maximum  compensation  to  he  retained  hy  him. 
Of  course.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  such  officer  to  report  next  year  any  sub- 
sequent collections  on  account  of  tbe  fees  reported  uncollected  for  the  year 
and  any  collections  made  since  his  report  thia  year  will  have  to  be  taken  Into 
consideration  In  making  up  the  maximum  compensation  of  such  officer  next

tor  1916,  show  uncollected  fees,  etc.  (and  In  some  instances  those  uncollected 
tees  are  a  considerable  amount),  the  State  Fee  Commission,  to  correct  this 
condition  of  affairs  and  to'reduce  to  the  minimum  uncollected  fees,  etc.,  re- 
quested the  Attorney  General  to  advise  the  commlsElon  If  there  be  any  law 
under  which  payment  of  fees  in  advance  can  be  required  and  the  commis- 
sion has  been  advised,  as  will  appear  by  the  opinion  rendered  It  on  Hay  5, 
1917,  by  Hon.  Leslie  C.  Garnett,  Asalstant  Attorney  General,  printed  herewith, 
that  deposit  can  be  required  and  that  officers  should  be  Instructed  to  require 
such  deposit. 

Thla  communication  le,  therefore,  sent  you  for  the  purpose  of  Instructing 
you  to  require  deposit  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  3615  of 
the  Code  bo  that  all  fees,  etc.,  wlU  be  collected,  thus  securing  to  the  Slattf 
and  to  the  locality  the  excess  fees.  etc..  If  any,  to  which  they  are  entitled 
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under  the  law,  the  )oM  of  which  they  abould  not  suffer  becauBs  at  the  lallure 
of  the  officer  to  secure  payment  by  requiring  the  deposit  authorized  and  re- 
quired by  the  law. 

The  commtsBlon.  in  luture,  In  passing  upon  the  reports  auhmltted  hy 
clerks  of  courts,  will  be  governed  with  respect  to  uncollected  fees  by  the  In- 
structions herein  given  and  by  the  opinion  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  Generaf 
conununicated  herewith.

Acknowledgment  is  made  of  your  letter  of  the  3d  Instant  to  the  Attorney 
General,  enclosing  letter  received  by  the  commission  from  Mr.  George  T. 
Tyson,  county  clerk  of  Northampton  county,  Va..  and  requesting  on  behalf 
of  the  State  Fee  Commission  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  on  the 
following  state  of  facts: 

"In  reviewing  the  reports  filed  by  State  officers  with  the  Auditor 
of  Public  Accounts  and  laid  before  the  commission  by  that  official.  It 
came  -to  the  attention  of  the  commission  that  several  of  the  clerks 
of  courts  reported  a  considerable  amount  of  fees  uncollected.  There- 
upon, the  commission  wrote  to  the  clerks  letters  similar  to  the  letter 
written  Mr.  Tyson,  copy  of  which  is  enclosed. 

"As  the  Commonwealth  Is  interested  In  having  the  fees  of  ofDcers 
collected  in  full  so  that  she  may  receive  the  excess,  if  any,  as  provided 
by  law,  kindly  Inform  the  commission  if  there  be  any  law  under  which 
the  clerks  of  the  courts  can  require  the  payment  of  all  their  fees  In 
advance  in  the  same  manner  as  they  are  required  to  collect  all  State- 
tases  In  advance." 

The  fees  of  officers  are  treated  In  chapter  173  of  the  Code  of  1904,  being 
sections  349S  to  3537,  Inclusive.  Sections  3505  and  3506,  as  amended  by  the 
Acts  of  1914,  apply  to  the  fees  of  clerks  of  courte,  section  3507,  to  the  fee^ 
for  the  clerks  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  section  3608  to  the  fees  of  sheriffs, 
sergeants,  criers,  coroners  and  constables.  _, 
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By  section  3616  It  Is  provided  that  no  person  eball  be  compelled  to 
pay  any  fees  before  mentioned  for  services  already  performed  until  a  tee 
bill,  signed  by  the  officer,  be  produced  to  him,  and  further  provides: 

"  *  *  *  nor  shall  such  officer  be  compelled  to  perform  any 
Bervlce  nnless  his  tees,  If  demanded,  be  paid  or  tendered  or  otherwise 
satisfactorily  secured  him,  except  In  criminal  cases  and  In  the  case 
of  persons  suing  as  provided  by  section  3538."  (Section  3638  pro- 
vides for  persons  suing  inforjna  pauperit.) 

\ 
It  would  seem  to  me  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  that  the  clerks 
of  courts  can  require  a  deposit  on  account  ot  fees  before  the  Institution  of 
the  suit.  Indeed,  as  you  suggest,  the  Commonwealth  Is  Interested  in  having 
the  tees  of  officers  collected  In  full  so  that  the  excess  fees  over  and  above 
the  maximum  compensation  allowed  the  officers  by  law  stiall  be  paid  into  the 
public  treasury,  and  tbe  clerks  ot  courts  In  the  State  should  be  Instructed 
to  require  a  deposit  on  account  of  fees  In  all  suits  instituted  In  their  courts. 
While  this  may  not  be  the  universal  practice  in  Virginia,  it  is  certainly 
very  largely  the  practice  and  Is  ttie  uniform  custom  in  the  clerks'  offices  of 
the  city  of  Richmond  and  throughout  many  of  the  Judicial  circuits  in  the 
State.  Added  to  the  plain  terms  of  section  3G15,  as  above  set  out,  we  have 
tbe  weight  of  the  almost  universal  practice  in  support  ot  tbe  proposition 
that  tbe  clerks  can  demand  a  deposit  on  account  of  fees  In  advance  In  suits 
Instituted  In  their  courts.

COUNTY  AND  CITY  TREASURERS. 
The  Auditor  ot  Public  Accounts  submitted  to  the  Attorney  Oeneral  the 
following  Inquiry: 

"Should  a  county  or  city  treasurer,  In  the  report  which  he  is  re- 
qlured  to  make  under  the  act  of  March  27,  1914,  as  amended  by  the 
Acts  ot  1916,  Include  cammlssions,  fees  and  allowances  which  relate 
solely  to  the  final  settlements  had  with  me  and  tbe  boards  of  super- 
visors, or  should  they  relate  to  the  allowances,  fees,  commissions,  etc, 
upon  collections  ot  revenue,  both  State  and  county,  ot  two  different 
fiscal  years,  which  he  does  collect  within  the  calendar  year?" 

■and  was  advised  by  that  officer  as  follows: 

"I  am  of  opinion  that  a  county  or  city  treasurer  should  Include 
commissions,  fees  and  allowances  which  relate  solely  to  the  flnal  set- 
tlements bad  with  you  and  the  board  of  supervisors  In  the  report 
which  he  Is  required  to  make  under  the  act  ot  March  27.  1914. 
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"Of  course,  the  treasurer  Is  entitled  to  commldeloDS  upoD  all  of 
hla  collections,  but  those  commissions  should  not  be  reported  by  the 
treasurer  until  his  final  settlement  tor  the  fiscal  year  in  vbich  the 
taxes  were  charged  and  tor  which  be  was  required  to  make  bis  set* 
tiemeut. 

"This  construction  does  not  prevent,  of  course,  the  treasurer  from 
retaining  commissions  on  hla  collections,  but  simply  postpones  hla 
report  until  the  final  settlement  of  his  account  when  the  auditing 
officers  will  know  exactly  what  bis  commissions  were  and  will  pre- 
Tent  a  great  deal  of  confueion  in  the  auditing  of  the  books  of  the  county 
and  city  treasurers." 

(Copy  of  opinion  attached  to  this  report.) 

As  reports  of  county  and  city  treasurers  made  In  accordance  with  this 
opinion  would  include  commissions  earned  in  1915  upon  taxes  and  le.vles 
assessed  and  collected  In  that  year  prior  to  January  1.  1916.  the  date  of 
the  act  of  March  27,  1914.  regulating  the  compensation  ol  county  and  city 
treasurers,  became  operative.  It  was  necessary  to  be  further  advised  If  those 
commissions  were  to  be  charged  against  the  treasurer  In  determining  the 
excess,  if  any,  the  treasurer  would  hava  to  pay  Into  the  State  treasury,  and 
the  Assistant  Attorney  General  advised  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts: 

"that  the  commlsalons  earned  by  a  treasurer  upon  State  and  local 
revenue  In  1916.  although  be  does  not  Anally  settle  with  State  and  lo- 
cality until  1916,  cannot  be  taken  into  consideration  In  computing  the 
maximum  allowed  blm  under  the  law  and,  therefore,  cannot  be  con- 
sidered In  determining  the  excess,  If  any,  he  is  to  pay  into  the  State 
treasury." 


(Copy  of  opinion  attached  to  this  report.) 


Under  these  constructions  of  the  law  there  was  no  excess  to  be  refunded 
on  commissions,  salaries,  etc.,  received  by  any  treasurer  during  the  year  1916 
except  by  John  T.  Fitzpatrlcfc.  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Nelson,  This  offi- 
cer went  Into  office  January  1.  1916,  and  the  uncollected  tax  tickets  turned 
over  to  him  by  his  predecessor  in  office  included  the  ticket  for  State  taxes 
and  county  levies  against  Thomas  F.  Ryan  for  omitted  taxes.

In  the  city  of  Norfolk,  corporation  and  law  and  chancery  courts,  the 
excess  to  be  refunded  Is  dependent  upon  the  amount  of  expenses  tor  conduct- 
ing those  ofDces  and  the  amount  of  these  expenses  must  be  determined  by 
the  court  because  the  clerk  of  these  courts  accompanied  his  report  with  a 
letter  stating  that  he  sent  no  check  to  cover  the  difference  between  the  re- 
ceipts shown  and  the  amount  of  annual  compensation  prescribed  in  the  set 
because  be  is  advised  by  counsel  that  he  Is  entitled  to  all  the  fees  collected 
and  he  does  not  admit  the  constitutionality  of  the  act.  The  Attorney  General 
was  dlrectad  to  proceed  under  the  law  to  recover  the  amount  which  the  law 
requires  to  be  paid  Into  the  State  treasury. 

In  the  city  of  Petersburg  the  excess  to  be  refunded  was  f36.07  and  this 
amount  was  refunded  by  the  clerk  and  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  and  one- 
half  of  the  amount  was,  as  required  by  law,  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury 
to  the  city  of  Petersburg. 

In  the  city  of  Portsmouth  the  excess  to  be  refunded,  f6S.72,  wad  not  re- 
funded and  the  Attorney  General  was  directed  to  bring  and  has  brought 
suit  for  Its  recovery. 

In  the  city  of  Richmond,  chancery  court,  the  excess,  $892.20.  was  not 
refunded  by  the  clerk  because  section  10  of  the  act  makes  the  provisions  ot 
the  act  not  applicable  to  incumbents  of  office  in  cities  having  a  population 
of  100,000  Inhabitants  or  more,  until  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  offlce  they 
were  Ulling,  This  provision  took  this  officer  out  of  the  requirements  of 
the  act. 

In  the  city  of  Richmond.  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  the  excess,  $714.50. 
was  not  refunded  because  the  clerk  claims  exemption  under  section  10  of 
the  act  because  his  present  term  of  office,  for  six  years,  commenced  January  1, 
1913,  therefore,  act  could  not  apply  to  him  UDtU  after  the  expiration  of  hie 
present  term.  The  Attorney  General  was  directed  to  bring  and  has  brought 
suit  for  its  recovery.

CITY  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  following  statement  flhows  the  fees,  etc.,  received  during  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1916.  by  the  commissioners  of  the  revenue  in  the  several 
cities  of  the  State.  With  the  L-Jtception  of  the  cities  of  Danville,  Lynchburg, 
Newport  Newa,  Norfolk.  Petersburg,  Richmond  and  Roanoke,  the  fees,  etc.,  did 
not  equal  the  allowance  authorl7,ed  by  law.  In  these  last  named  cHltea  the  state- 
ment shows  that  the  allowance  and  expenses  authorized  by  law  exceeded  the 
fees,  etc..  In  every  Instance  except  In  the  cities  of  Lynchburg,  Norfolk  and 
Richmond. 

In  the  city  of  Lynchburg  the  esceas  to  be  refunded  was  (1,348,77  and  the 
amount  was  refunded  by  the  commissioner  and  paid  into  the  State  treasury, 
and  one-half  of  the  amount  was.  as  required  by  law,  paid  out  of  the  State 
.  treasury  to  the  city  of  Lynchburg. 

The  commissioner  for  the  city  of  Norfolk  did   not  pay  Into^  the  State 
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treasury  the  excess,  f4.519.7T,  and  the  Attorney  General  was  directed  to  bring 
and  bas  brought  suit  for  Its  recovery.  ^ 

In  tbe  city  of  Rlcbmond  the  excess,  {1,681.32.  was  not  refunded  by  the 
commissioner  of  the  revenue  because  section  10  of  Uie  act  makes  the  provt- 
slons  of  the  act  not  applicable  to  Incumbents  of  office  in  cities  bavioK  a  popu- 
lation of  100,000  Inhabitants  or  more,  until  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  office 
they  are  filling.  This  provision  took  this  officer  out  of  tbe  requirements  of 
the  acL 

Tbe  commissioner  for  the  city  of  Clifton  Forge  made  no  report  and  the 
Attorney  General  was  called  upon  to  bring  suit  for  tbe  penalty  prescribed 
by  the  aqt  for  failure  to  report.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

STATE   ROAD   COMMISSION 

To  the  Oenenl  Auembly  of  Virolnia: 

The  underalKned  commlttflfl,  composed  ot  four  membera  of  the  House 
of  Dfllesates,  three  members  of  the  Senate  sDd  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mlsstoner,  was  appointed  during  the  last  seaalon  of  the  general  asaembl; 
under  authority  of  the  following  resolution,  to-wlt; 

"Be  It  reflolred  hy  the  house  of  delegates  (the  Senate  con- 
curring). That  a  commission  composed  of  the  State  Highway 
Commissioner,  three  members  from  the  Senate  of  Virginia,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  four  mem- 
bers ot  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  shall  constitute  a  com- 
mlislon  to  formulate  a  plan  of  State  roads,  and  report  on  the 
same,  with  their  recommendations,  to  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  General  Assembly;   which  was  agreed  to." 

The  committee  organized  at  Roanoke  In  the  summer  of  1916  and  sub- 
sequently held  public  meetings  at  Norfolk  and  Natural  Bridge.  The 
Norfolk  meeting  was  held  during  the  session  of  the  Virginia  road 
builders'  association  and  your  committee  heard  argument  from  a  large 
number  ot  gentlemen  In  relation  to  the  roads  to  be  recommended  for 
the  proposed  "State  Highway  System."  These  arguments  were  later  «d 
supplemented  by  extensive  briefs  filed  with  the  committee.  Oral  dlasns- 
■ion  of  the  proposed  routes  also  took  place  at  the  Natural  Bridge  meet- 
ing. In  addition  to  the  public  hearings  your  committee  held  several 
sessions  In  the  city  of  Richmond  and  one  at  the  home  of  HonorabVe 
Kenneth  N.  Gilpin,  at  Boyce,  Virginia. 

Your  committee  unanimously  construed  the  Joint  resolutloa  set  out 
above  as  a  direction  from  the  General  Assembly  to  formulate,  report  and 
recommend  a  "State  Highway  System"  made  up  ot  the  most  Important 
road  mileage  within  the  conllnea  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  dlfffrulty 
of  the  task  assigned  to  your  committee  may  be  somewhat  gathered  front 
the  fact  that  there  are  approximately  fifty-two  thousand  miles  ot  puhHe 
roads  in  the  State.  It  Is  manifest  that  this  great  mileage  can  not  be  per- 
manently constructed  within  any  reasonable  time  and  It  therefore  re- 
mained tor  the  committee  to  incorporate  In  the  proposed  system  only 
those  roads,  the  permanent  construction  and  maintenance  of  whh-h  is 
immediately  and  vitally  necessary  for  the  welfare  ot  the  atat«. 
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In  making  tbe  selection  of  the  roads  bereinatter  set  forth  and  shown 
on  tbe  map  which  accompanies  this  report,  as  a  part  hereof,  your  com* 
niltttee  was  actuated  by  a  desire  to  do  exact  Justice  among  the  conntlee 
of  tbe  State  so  far  as  same  was  possible  without  damage  to  the  Interest 
of  tbe  Commonwealth  Itself.  In  tbe  opinion  of  your  committee  It  Is 
Impossible  In  the  formulation  of  such  a  system  as  1»  proposed  to  make 
any  allotment  of  mileage  to  the  several  counties  In  proportion,  either 
til  their  area,  population,  taxable  values,  or  any  other  equation  or~a  sim- 
ilar kind,  tor  the  reason  that  the  system  In  question  must  be  adopted  with 
the  view  of  advancing  the  interest  of  the  State  at  large  rather  than  that 
of  any  sub-dlvlsion  thereof. 

We  have  selected  those  roads  for  Inclusion  In  said  system,  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  which  will  bring.  In  our  opinion,  the 
greatest  benefit  to  tbe  largest  number  of  our  people.  It  will  be  observed 
from  the  accompanying  map  that  the  system  recommended  consists  of 
north  and  south  and  east  and  west  roads  traversing  in  most  Instances 
the  entire  length  and  breadth  of  the  State  and  connecting  with  similar 
main  trunk  highways  In  the  adjoining  States  of  Maryland.  West  Virginia, 
North  Carolina,  Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  This  system  connects  the 
cities,  towns  and  county  seats  of  the  State,  bo  far  as  practicable,  and 
vhen  Its  construction  Is  completed  will  furnish  ready  and  easy  com- 
aiunlcation  between  Important  points  in  Virginia,  and  will  afford  to  the 
farmers  of  tbe  State  convenient  markets  and  ready  access  thereto. 

While  your  committee,  as  stated  above,  has  sought  to  recommend  a 
system  for  Virginia,  which  will  connect  with  those  of  adjoining  States, 
yet  we  wish  to  make  It  clear  that  our  principal  desire  has  been  to  incor- 
porate In  said  system  those  roads  which  appear  to  us  to  be  ol  the  most 
Importance  to  our  own  people.  At  the  same  time  we  wish  to  emphasize 
the  Importance  of  the  interstate  connections  referred  to  because  It  Is  a 
foregone  conclusion  tbat  through  these  connections,  upon  tbe  completion 
ot  our  own  system,  millions  of  dollars  will  be  distributed  throughout  the 
-length  and  breadth  of  the  Commonwealth  by  tourists  and  other  travelers 
passing  over  these  improved  roads. 

Your  committee  believes  tbat  tbe  adoption  of  the  proposed  "State 
Highway  System"  1e  one  ot  vital  importance  to  tbe  people  of  Virginia 
and  tbat  In  a  large  measure  the  future  prosperity  and  progress  of  the 
State  will  depend  on  the  promptness  with  which  Virginia  acts  in  the  con- 
struction of  tbe  roads  embraced  therein.  Aside  from  the  great  conve- 
nience to  our  own  people  which  will  follow  the  completion  of  such  a 
system  we  can  confidently  count  on  a  healthy  Increase  of  business  there- 
from. Increased  land  values  and  an  influx  of  new  capital  and  people. 

It  la  a  well  known  fact  that  the  wonderful  roada  of  New  England 
.have,  since  the  automobile  era  began,  attracted  to  that  section  thousands 
.  and  thousands  of  tourists  each  year  and  that  from  this  trave^  the  people 
■of  the  New  England  States  have  reaped  a  golden  harvest.  With  the 
many  historical  attractions  olTered  by  tbis  State,  to  say  nothing  ot  Its 
wonderful  climate  and  scenery.  It  la  safe  to  assert  tbat  If  Virginia,  had  a 
"System  of  first  class  roads,  such  aa  she  must  have,  the  tourist  trarel  In 
'  thts  State  would  tar  eclipse  tbat  enjoyed  by  the  New  Bngland  States. 
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Again  your  committee  believes  that  conditlonB  resulting  from  the 
present  war  have  coDcluslvely  demonBt rated  the  vital  necessity  ol  such 
a  system  as  recommended,  particularly  lor  a  seaboard  State  like  Virginia. 
It  ts  Inconcelrable  wltli  the  lesson  of  the  war  before  us  that  Virginia, 
for  Instance,  will  permit  a  situation  to  exist  under  which  our  seaboard 
cities  and  towns  are  almost  completely  cut  off  for  a  long  portion  of  the 
year  ,from  communication  with  the  interior  except  by  railroads,  fl'he 
demands  of  preparedness  require  that  the  State  should  have  a  complete 
syeteni  of  connecting  highways  ready  for  use  in  any  future  emergency. 
The  division  of  the  proposed  routes  Into  primary  and  secondary  ones 
does  not  mean  that  the  latter  are  considered  any  less  Important  than  the 
former,  but  was  simply  done  for  the  purpose  of  distinguishing,  in  a  measure, 
through  routes  from  those  more  or  less  local. 

Your  committee  further  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  since  the 
adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1816  Congress  enacted  what  U 
known  as  the  Federal  aid  road  act,  under  the  terms  of  which  a  large  sunt 
of  money  waff  appropriated  for  permanent  road  Improvement  In  the  va- 
rious States  of  the  Union,  The  administration  of  this  law  devolved  upon 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  under  authority  vested  In  him  by  the 
law  In  question  be  notified  the  Highway  Department  of  Virginia  some 
time  since  that  the  State,  in  order  to  participate  In  the  Federal  aid  money, 
would  be  required  to  formulate  and  submit  a  definite  system  or  plan  of 
State  highways.  The  requirements  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  will 
be  fulfilled  by  the  adoption  by  the  present  General  Assembly  of  the  syp- 
tem  now  proposed  by  your  committee,  and  Virginia  will  thereupon  be 
placed  In  a  position  to  secure  from  the  National  Qovernment  her  pro- 
portion of  the  money  made  available  under  the  law  in  question. 

Pending  action  by  the  General  Assembly  the  Highway  Commissioner, 
acting  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  your  committee,  certified  to 
(he  Secretary  of  Agriculture  the  tentative  plan  adepted  by  the  committee 
In  order  that  the  State  might  avail  herself  of  her  share  of  the  Federal 
nid  money  for  the  years  beginning  July  1,  1916,  and  July  1,  1917.  amount- 
ing to  approximately  JlOO.OOO.fiO  for  the  first  year  iind  J 200.0(10. on  fo- 
the    second.      The    larger    part    ot    this    money    has    been    allotted    by    thi' 

.  Highway  Commissioner  to  sections  of  road  embraced  within  the  system 
herein  recommended.  Inasmucb  as  the  Federal  Government  requires  the 
State  to  put  up  dollar  for  dollar,  this  requirement  has  been  met,  or  will 
be  met,  so  far  as  the  said  fSOO, 000.00  Is  concerned,  by  local  funds,  and  It 
will  therefore  not  be  necessary  for  the  General  Assembly  to  make  any 
appropriation    to    meet    the    Federal    fund    for    the    years   mentioned,    bur 

..  the  State  must  provide  (700,000.00  to  meet  the  Federal  aid  money  foi- 
191S-19*and  1919-20.  as  hereinafter  pointed  out. 

If  the  proposed  system  Is  to  be  adopted  the  question  naturally  arlseii 
as  to  where  the  money  is  to  come  from  to  construct  the  roads  embraced 
therein.     Inasmuch  as  the  system  will  Include  a  mileage  of  approximately 

'  thlrty-flve  hundred  miles  It  will  at  once  be  seen  that  a  very  large  amount 
of  money  will  be  necessary  for  Its  proper  construction.  It  must  be  re- 
memlMred,  however,  that  a  considerable  portion  of  this  mileage  Is  already 
constructed    In    more    or    less    permanent    manner,    some    roads    being,   ol 
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coarse,  much  betMr  constructed  than  others,  and  It  nuiM  further  be  re- 
membered that  even  under  most  favorable  drcumstances  it  will  requlrf 
some  rears  or  work  in  order  to  complete  the  entire  system,  thus  distrib- 
uting the  coat  over  a  period  of  years.  > 

Tour  committee  has  beard  many  sugKestlons  in  regard  to  a  State 
bond  issue  for  the  purpose  oT<  constructing  this  system  and  Influentl^ 
newspapers  in  the  State  have  advocated  such  an  Issue.  Tour  committee 
is  of  tbet  opinion  that  Virginia,  In  order  to  keep  abreast  of  her  slster 
States,  will  sooner  or  later  be  compelled  to  adopt  this  suggestion,  but  it 
in  sufficient  at  present  to  point  out  that  under  section  164  of  the  Consti- 
tution the  State  cannot  at  this  time  Issue  bonds  for  encb  purposes.  Tour 
committee,  however,  believes  tbst  the  State  should  be  placed  in  a  posi- 
tion where  she  can  Issue  such  bonds,  if  it  be  deemed  necessary,  and  we 
therefore  recommend  Uiat  machinery  be  set  in  motion  during  the  present 
session  ei  the  Oeneral  Assembly  to  so  amend  the  ConetttuUoa  as  to 
permit  the  Issuance  of  State  bonds  for  permanent  construction  of  roade 
now  or  hereafter  embraced  In  the  "State  Highway  System."  - 

Since  the  question  of  a  bond  Issue  for  the  present  Is  disposed  of  by 
the  terms  of  the  Constitution  the  question  at  once  arises  as  tt  what 
appropriation  It  will  be  necessary  to  make  In  order  to  begin  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Systran  recommended.  The  Oeneral  Assembly  of  191fi  appro- 
priated one  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  the  fiscal 
years  191S-1T  and  191T-1S  for  State  money  aid  to  public  roads  and  the 
same  amount  for  each  ot  the  two  fiscal  years  for  support  of  the  convict 
road  force.  In  addition  to  this  there  was  also  appropriated  tor  the  flscal 
year  1916-17  the  sum  ot  twenty-five  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  for  main- 
maintenance  of  the  State  highway  department  and  tor  the  fiscal  year 
I917-1E  twenty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  same  depart- 
ment There  were  no  other  direct  appropriations  made  bnt  under  the 
provisions  of  an  act  approved  March  24.  1916,  acts  ot  1918,  page  940 
(section  23)  the  antomoblle  fees,  after  deduetion  of  certain  expenses  of 
collection,  were  constituted  a  special  fund  for  "the  maintenance  ot  roads 
and  bridges  constructed  with  State  aid  and  county  and  magisterial  dis- 
trict bond  Issues  ot  this  State,  under  the  direction  of  the  State  High- 
way Commlseloner."  This  latter  fund  Increased  from  approximately  two 
hundred  and  slxty'^ve  thousand  dollars  In  1916  to  approximately  fire 
hundred  thousand  dollars  Id  1917  and  should  be  sufficient  each  year  here- 
after to  maintain  the  roads  embraced  within  the  proposed  system  and 
perhaps  in  addition  to  that  a  portion  of  the  State  aid  roads.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  flrst  charge  on  the  said  automobile  fund  be  tbe  malnte- 
Tiance  of  "The  State  Highway  System,"  and  any  balance  be  used  for  main- 
tenance ot  State  aid  roads,  already  or  hereatter  constructed,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  "State  Aid"  law,  under  which  the  coun- 
ties are  required  to  put  up  dollar  for  dollar.  Tonr  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  this  fund  should  be  devoted  exclusively  to  road  maintenance, 
since  without  an  assured  maintenance  fund  It  Is  folly  to  build  roads,  as 
experience  has  conclusively  demonstrated.  If  tbe  money  derived  from 
this  source  should  at  any  time  In  the  future  exceed  tbe  amount  neceoaary 
for  maintenance  purposes,  whkh  ts  Improbable,  since  the  Increase  .of  eoa- 
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'Rructron  will  moBt  Ukelf  keep  pace  with  Ui«  increase  In  the  tnnd,  tben 
we  believe  any  balance  should  be  used  in  the  "State  Hlgbvmy  System" 
construction  -work.'  Assuming  that  the  maintenance  bt  ihe  roads  as  pro- 
vided forby  the  automobile  fund  is  takea  care  Of,  "we  meed  only  oOncerA 
ourselves  with  the  problem  ^  cWAstruelion.   '      '    '  '    '    -     ' 

There  will  be  available  from  the  Federal  Government  io  Virginia's 
qaota  of  the  Federal  aldiroad  lund  th« 'sum  ot  three ' hundred  thoOsand 
dollarB  for  the  year  beginning'  7uly  £,'  ISIS,  dnd  ffaeisum  of  Mnr  hnil- 
dred  thousand  dollara  (or  the  year  beginning  Jtaly  1,  Wl«. 'jrorided,  ot 
etrarse,  this  SUte  compiles  with -the  cbnaitlons  of  the  Federal  bin.  Your 
committee  recommends  that  Uils  entire  amonnt  heezpended  ttnQer  tbe 
direction  at  the  Highway  Commissioner  on  the  proposed  "State  Highway 
System"  and  that  It  bei  auppiemented  by  a  like  amotmt  frAm  the  Statfi, 
which  the'  State  muat  provide  In  order  toMOurg  tbie  Federal  appropri- 
ation. ■■■  "■  '    ■  i*  "'     '■'    "    '' 

The  Federal  aid  rosd  act  makos  no-  provision  for  the  preparation 
of  preliminary  surveys,  estimates,  plans,  and  speclfliMttlons;  'it  'a)bo  Inakee 
wo  provision  for  extra  or  unforseen  work  not  cAverefl  directly  to  tlie'  esti- 
mates. 'We  are  therefore  recommending  that  thirty  tliouSatid  dtfllafs  'bt 
appropriated  the  Arstyear  and  forty  thoosaild  dollars  be  attproprlated 
the  second  year  for  this  purpose.' 

Tour  committee  further  recommends  that  the  aiqtroprlatlon  for  State 
money  aid  be  continued,  as  many  counties,  acting  in  the  belief  that  this 
would  be  a  continuing  appropriation  have  expended  large  amounts  of 
money  In  the  permanent  Improvement  of  their  road  a,  and  we  farther 
recommend  thitt  the  annual  appropriation  for  tbis  purpose  be  increased 
from  one  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  dollars  to  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

We  believe,  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  local  road  authorities 
ot  each  county  desiring  to  enjoy  State  aid,  be  required  to  file  with  the 
State  Highway  Commissioner,  for  bis  approval,  a  plan  or  system  of  county 
roads,  to  embrace  the  main  travelled  highways  of  the  county,  and  thnt 
they  shall  also  be  required  before  receiving  auch  aid  to  submit  to  the 
Highway  Commissioner  the  type  of  road  proposed  to  be  constructed  and 
an  estimate  of  the  cost.  When  these  are  approved  we  believe  It  would 
be  wise  to  permit  said  local  road  authorities  to  receive  and  expend  the 
State  aid  money  lust  as  tbey  do  the  county  money  without  any  super- 
vision from  the  State  Highway  Department 

We  make  this  recommendation  tor  several  reasons,  chief  among 
them  being  that  the  adoption  of  this  plan  would  remove  all  friction  be- 
tween the  local  and  State  road  authorities,  and  would  at  the  same  time 
permit  the  State  authorities  to  concentrate  their  time  and  attenlon  on 
"The  State  Highway  System,"  instead  ot  scattering  same  on  many  small 
projects  throughout  the  State.  At  the  same  time  we  recommend  thai 
the  highway  department  be  required  to  furnish  at  actual  cost,  .when  so 
requested,  an  engineer,  plans,  speciflcatlona,  etc.,  to  any  county  in  con- 
nection with  State  aid  road  construction,  the  cost  to  be  charged  against  the 
county's  proportion  of  the  annual  State  money  aid. 
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Your  committEe  Further  vecom mends  that  the  eatlre  "Convict  Road 
Force,"  as  now  or  hereafter  constituted,  be  aBsigned,  ao  far  as  practi- 
cable, to  work  OD  the  roads  embraced  witbta  "The  State  Highvay  Sys- 
tem" and  In  permanent  stone  quarries  and  graTel  ptta.  In  connectioQ  wltb 
said  work,  any  not  needed  for  this  system  to  be  used  as  at  present  on 
"State  Aid  Roads.'" 

We  recommend  that  lollowlng  the  expiration  of  the  peDitentlary  con- 
tracts on  October  1,  1918,  tbe  present  "Convict  Road  Force"  be  added  to  bo 
far  as  conditions  may  Justify. 

It  will  be  seen  from  what  has  been  said  that  Virginia's  hope  tor  sood 
roads. muet  be  based  on  the  Immediate  adoption  and  speedy  construction 
i>(  a  system  such  as  here  recommended,  and  we  do  not  feel  that  we  are 
stressing  matters  wbeu  we  add  that  in  our  judgment  failure  to  act  ulti- 
mately means  for  the  Commonwealth  a  place  In  the  rear,  rather  than  In 
the  van  of  the  States  of  tbe  Union. 

We  accompany  this  report  with  certain  bills  containing  the  recommen- 
dations herein  set  forth. 

Your  committee  will  flie  in  the  course  of  a  few  days  a  aupptemental 
report  covering  certain  matters  connected  with  the  Valley  Turnpike  and 
the  relation  of  the  State  to  the  Valley  Turnpike  company.

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MESSAGE 


Gentlemen  of  tAe  General  Attently: 

In  addltton  to  the  matters  referred  to  In  my  initial  messaEe  to  your 
Honorable  body,  I  respectrully  direct  your  attention  to  the  following  auh- 
jecU: 

STATE  OFFICE  BUILDING. 

With  the  twofold  ohject  ol  saving  tbe  State  large  amounts  of  money  paid' 
cut  tor  rent  tor  quarters  for  State  offices  and  removing  the  menace  of  Are 
risk  from  the  State  Llbrarj',  1  leased  what  Is  known  as  the  Davis  hotel  prop- 
erty  at  Governor  and  Franklin  streets,  hehind  the  State  Library  bnlldlng, 
with  the  option  of  purchase  the  latter  part  of  the  present  year.  The  build- 
ing hafi  been  made  habitable  and  most  of  our  departments  which  iiave  been 
occupying  rented  quarters  In  various  parts  of  the  city,  together  with  a  num- 
ber of  departments  which- have  been  inadequately  accommodated  In  the 
Capitol  building,  are  housed  there,  reeultlng  in  a  large  annual  saving  to  the 
State.  This  building  is  also  occupied  in  part  by  several  bureaus  called  into  be- 
ing by  war  conditions  such  as  the  Selective  Draft  headquarters  and  Food  Ad- 
ministration headquarters.  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  this  property  under 
authority  to  be  given  by  your  body  at  the  option  price,  with  a  view  to  Its 
use  for  the  present  purposes  until  such  a  time  as  It  may  seem  wise  to  Incur 
the  expense  of  erecting  a  modern  and  much-needed  building  on  this  site. 
In  the  opinion  of  a  legislative  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  ques- 
tion, the  Davis  property  Is  the  only  available  and  suitable  site  for  such  a 
building,  especially  as  It  adjoins  the  State  property  at  a  point  where  It  ts 
most  desirable  to  extend  the  present  Library  building  and  thus  bring  prac- 
tically all  State  departments  under  one  root  with  a  common  front  entrance 
and  a  common  heating,  lighting,  elevator,  watchman  and  janitor  service.  The 
advisability  of  this  purchase  both  for  present  and  future  purposes  Is  easily 
demonstrable.  Tbe  Civil  Contingent  Fund  was  depleted  In  fitting  up  and 
furnishing  the  Davis  building  to  a  reasonable  degree  ot  comfort  and  conve- 
nience. For  this  reason  I  ask  an  emergency  appropriation  for  a  small  amount 
to  take  care  of  some  of  the  obligations  ot  this  fund  extending  to  the  end 
of  the  present  appropriation  year  on  February  S8. 

STATE  INSURANCE  RISK. 

In  view  ot  the  fact  that  buildings  and  groups  of  buildings  owned  by  the 
State  are  widely  scattered  and  therefore  not  subject  to  the  risk  of  a  com- 
mon Are.'  and  In  view  of  the  further  fact  tbat  many  of  these  building  eape- 
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ciKlly  thofle  receDtly  conetructed,  are  practically  flreproof  and  that  all  of 
tttem  are  heated  and  lighted  by  syBtems  which  have  ellratnated  much  of 
the  datiger  which  was  originally  Insured  against,  and-  In  further  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  rates  of  Insurance  have  been  advancing  from  time  to 
time,  and  finally  that  the  State  has  during  the  past  twenty  years  paid  out 
the  sum  of  1195,000  in  premiums  while  it  has  collected  only  $55,000  on 
account  of  losses — I  am  of  opinion  that  It  would  be  sound  policy  for  the 
State  to  inaugurate  a  system  under  which  any  probable  loss  could  be  met 
out  of  a  fund  set  apart  and  bnllt  up  for  that  purpose  under  a  plan  which 
will  l»e  submitted  to  your  honorable  body  by  a  committee  appointed  for  this 
purpose.  The  insurance  now  carried  by  the  State  on  Its  buildings  is  merely 
nominal,  so  that  the  great  bulk  of  rlsh  is  already  carried  by  the  State  with 
no  adequate  provision  to  meet  from  any  source  losses  in  excess  of  those 
now  insured  against.  Such  a  system  as  I  have  suggested  would  not  Involve 
Immediate  cancellation  of  policies  now  In  force  but  would  absorb  such  poli- 
cies as  rapidly  as  the  Insurance  fund  created  by  the  State  would  permit. 

WORKMEN'S   COMPENSATION. 

In  pursuance  of  the  act  of  the  Oenera]  Assembly  of  191G,  I  appointed  a 
CommfssloD  on  Workmen's  Compensation,  which. has  labored  diligently  and 
effectively,  and  has  ready  for  consideration  a  bill  which  1  trust  will  meet 
the  favor  of  your  honorable  body.  Adequate  legislation  along  this  line 
should  be  accomplished  at  this  session, 

UNIFORM    BOILER    LAW. 

I  earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of  the  uniform  boiler  law  formu- 
lated by  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers. 

WEST  VIRGINIA   BOUNDARY. 

Numerous  attempts  have  been  made  during  the  past  forty-flve  yearn 
for  a  settlement  of  the  boundary  dispute  between  the  State  of  Virginia  and 
the  State  of  West  Virginia.  At  least  twice — in  the  administrations  of  Gov- 
ernor Walker  and  of  Governor  Lee — commissions  have  been  appointed  in 
Virginia  to  treat  with  similar  commissions  from  West  Virginia  to  settle 
tbla  matter.  West  Virginia  has  always  refused  to  act,  and  tbe  true  line  be- 
tween the  county  of  Hardy,  In  Weat  Virginia,  and  the  counties  of  Frederick, 
Shenandoah  and  Rockingham.  In  Virginia,  has  remained  undetermined. 
About  a  year  ago,  the  Federal  Government  purchased  land  In  that  territory 
for  a  forest  reserve,  and  bestirred  itself  for  a  settlement  of  the  boundary. 
I  found  an  act  of  18S6  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  boundary  commis- 
sion. The  attention  of  the  Governor  of  West  Virginia  was  directed  to  this 
matter  by  me.  with  the  result  that  an  act  was'  passed  by  the  legislature  of 
that  State  last  winter,  providing  for  a  similar  commission,  which  body  was 
later  appointed.  I  named  a  commission  to  act  on  the  part  of  Virginia.  Many 
delayi  bave  been  experienced,  due  to  the  difflculty  of  securing  a  surveyor 
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en  whom  both  sides  could  unite,  but  the  maa  hu  now  been  secured  and 
la  at  work.  It  Is  to  be  regretted  that  his  report  Is  not  available  lor  action 
at  this  time,  but  will,  no  doubt,  be  prcnented  to  the  West  Vlrslnla  legisla- 
ture next  winter. 

INVESTMENT  IN  FARM   LOAN   BONDS. 

I  urge,  (or  obvious  reasons,  the  passage  of  an  act  permitting  flducl 
arles  to  Invest  trust  funds  In  federal  farm  loan  bonds, 

MILITARY   AFFAIRS. 

I  sincerely  trust  that  the  tact  that  the  former  National  Guard  units 
In  the  State  of  Virginia  have  been  called  Into  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States  because  of  the  exigencieis  of  war  will  not  lead  your  honor- 
able body  to  conclude  that  there  should  be  any  reduction  In  the  statutory 
appropriation  to  the  Military  Fund.  It  is  even  more  Important  now  than 
before  that  there  should  be  adequate  provision  for  the.  organization  and 
maintenance  of  a  sufficient  military  force  to  guarantee  the  preservation  of 
law  and  order  in  Virginia.  The  ofBce  of  The  Adjutant  General  has  been  for 
months  past  and  Is  now  engaged  In  the  formation  of  Virginia  Volunteers 
and  Home  Guards,  and  we  are  equipping  them  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The 
present  military  fund  will  probably  not  cover  the  necessary  expenses  In 
this  connection  and  for  this  reason  I  recommend  an  additional  appropriation 
of  (50,000  to  be  subject  to  the  use  of  the  Governor  for  military  purposes 
In  case  it  should  become  necesisary  to  enlarge  the  military  establishment. 

I  desire  to  place  on  public  record  the  thoroughly  efficient,  loyal  and 
patriotic  way  In  which  The  Adjutant  General  and  his  assistants  have  ful- 
fllted  every  function  as  the  military  arm  of  the  State  Government,  and  par- 
ticularly for  the  highly  successful  manner  (n  which  they  have  co-operated 
with  me  In  the  administration  of  the  Selective  Service  Act  of  Congress. 

CO-ORDINATION     OF     PENAL     AND     REFORMATORY     INSTITUTIONS, 

I  commend  to  your  careful  consideration  tbe  advisability  of  a  co- 
ordination as  far  as  possible  of  our  penai  and  reformatory  institutions, 
with  a  view  to  location  oF  such  Institutions  on  large  bodies  of  tillable  land 
to  be  acquired  by  purciiase  or  by  rental  contract  carrying  option  to  buy  al 
end  of  a  term  of  years.  Such  a  policy  would  in  my  opinion  :ifford  craploy- 
nient  to  many  inmates  of  such  instllutlons  who  are  now  In  comparative 
Idleness  and  would  yield  the  advantages  of  healthy  employment  and  self- 
support  and  convert  them  eventually  Into  producers  instead  of  consumers, 
assets  rather  than  liabilities.  This  policy  is  all  the  more  practical 
during  a  period  when  the  products  of  tiie  soil  upon  which  they  and  similar 
State  charges  subsist  are  costing  from  two  to  three  times  the  normal  price. 
By  way  or  inaugurating  this  policy  I  recommend  the  purchase  ol  a  tract 
of  land  adjoining  the  State  farm,  which  is  now  rented  by  the  State  with 
the  option  of  purchase.     The  limited  acreage  of  tillable  land  in  the  State 
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farm  and  Its  exhausted  condition  would  eeem  to  make  It  Imporatlrs  to  1d- 
cr«ase  tbe  State's  boldings  In  order  to  obtain  reeultB  In  keejilng  wim  the 
expensive  plant  already  provided  for  convlcta  not  suited  to  road  wort  and 
for  a  targe  number  of  Invalids  and  aeml-lnvallde  who  are  not  eelf-aupport 
Itig.  In  this  connection  1  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  a  commlttM 
created  hy  a  resolutloD  of  the  last  General  Aeeembly  which  will  deal  at 
length  with  the  question  of  coordination  and  will  propose  some  measures 
looking  to  a  more  economical  management  ot  tbe  class  of  Institutions  to 
which  I  have  referred. 

ECONOMY  AND   EPPICIENCT. 

A  Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency  was  created  by  chapter  211 
of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  In  1916,  composed  ot  one  Senator,  two  members  of 
the  House  of  Delegates  and  two  citizens  appointed  by  the  Governor,  which 
was  "charged  with  the  duty  of  making  a  careful  and  detailed  study  of  the 
organization  and  methods  ot  the  State  and  local  governments  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia,  and  with  reporting  to  the  neit  General  Assembly 
of  Virginia  in  what  way  the  State  and  local  government  can  be  more  effi- 
ciently and  economically  organized  and  administered." 

This  commission  has  labored  faithfully,  and  its  members  have  devoted 
much  of  their  valuable  time  to  this  task  without  compensation,  and  have 
secured  a  surprising  amount  of  information  considering  the  very  limited 
sum  of  money  placed  at  their  disposal  for  this  purpose.  While  my  knowledge 
of  tbe  details  of  their  report  Is  general  and  limited,  I  know  that  the  com- 
mission  will  present  to  your  honorable  body  many  suggestions  of  great  In- 
terest and  value,  which  1  commend  to  your  careful  consideration. 

XJTILIZATION  OF  IDLERS. 

Since  so  many  men  are  being  called  from  their  usual  occupations  to 
engage  In  war  activities,  our  civilization  has  less  use  than  ever  for  drones, 
nnd  cannot  longer  tolerate  them.  1  favor  the  enactment  of  adequate  laws 
which  will  provide  that  every  able-bodied  man  must  work;  If  he  does  not 
work  for  himself  and  family  and  to  this  extent  for  tbe  common  weal,  be 
should  be  made  to  work  for  the  furtherance  ot  the  great  task  of  feeding, 
clothing  and  equipping  the  men  both  in  tbe  field  and  camp  and  the  millions 
of  American  citizens  and  European  allies  who  are  facing  a  shortage  in  the 
necessaries  of  life.

In  many  cases  the  clerks  of  the  district  school 
boards  with  whom  I  communicated  had  not  the  Information  pr  could  not 
or  would  not  obtain  It,  falling  to  receive  which,  I  communicated  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  with  request  that  he  furnish  me  the 
value  of  the  public  school  buildings  In  the  State,  and  I  am  transmitting 
herewith  his  reply.

Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency 


RiOHMOND,  Va.,  January  9,  1918, 
To  the  Qeneral  Auemhly  of  Virginia: 

An  act  of  the  Oeoeral  Assembly,  approved  March  16,  1916,  provided  "That 
there  be  appointed  a  Commiadoii  on  Economj  and  Bfficiencj,  which  shall  be  charged 
with  the  duty  of  making  a  careful  and  detailed  study  of  the  organization  and 
methods  of  the  8tat«  and  local  gOTemments  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia, 
and  with  reporting  to  the  next  Oeneral  Araemblj  of  Virginia  in  what  way  the 
State  and  local  government  can  be  more  efSciently  and  economically  organized  and 
administered."  The  act  specified  that  the  eommisuon  should  be  composed  of  a 
member  of  the  Senate,  two  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  two  citizens 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  from  the  State  at  large.  An  appropriation  of 
$1,000  was  made  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  commission,  but  it  was  required  that 
the  members  should  serve  without  compensation. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  COMMISSION. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  named  Senator  P.  H.  Drewry,  of  Petersburg,  to 
represent  the  Senate  on  the  eommission,  and  the  Speaker  appointed  Hon.  Oeorge 
L.  Browning,  of  Orange,  and  Hon.  J.  Calvin  Moss,  of  Lynchburg,  on  the  part  of 
the  House.  These  appointmenta  were  made  on  March  18th,  and  it  was  not 
nntil  July  ID,  1916,  that  the  Governor  appointed  the  Other  two  members,  naming 
Hon.  Richard  Evelyn  Byrd  and  Mr.  LeBoy  Hodges. 

ORGANIZATION  OP  THE  COMMISSION. 

It  was  thus  impossible  to  secure  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  commission 
before  the  fall.  The  flrst  meeting  was  held  on  September  15,  1916,  at  Bichmond, 
when  formal  organization  was  perfected.  At  this  meeting  Senator  Drewry  was 
elected  ehairmon  of  the  commission  and  Mr.  Hodges  the  secretary. 

WORK  LIMITED  TO  STATE  GOVERNMENT. 

With  the  limited  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  commission,  and  in  view  of  th« 
magnitude  of  the  task  that  had  been  assigned  to  it  by  the  Oenerol  Assembly,  the 
eommiaaioD  agreed  to  limit  its  initial  work  to  a  study  of  the  organization  and 
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uietliods  of  tbe  Stale  government.  To  make  a  careful  Burvef  of  the  local  as  well 
as  of  the  State  government  was  physically  impossible  with  the  meager  amount  of 
money  available  for  the  work. 

In  fact,  the  members  of  the  commission  realized  at  once  that  with  only  $1,000 
it  would  not  be  possible  to  do  more  than  make  a  very  general  survey  of  the  several 
ilepartments,  institutions  and  other  agencies  of  the  State.  Without  funds  even  to 
omploy  sufficient  clerical  and  stenographic  help,  much  less  the  necepsary  expert 
accounting  and  technical  assbtance  required  to  make  an  intelligent  study  of  this 
kind,  the  commission  addressed  itself  to  the  task  as  a  patriotic  duty  to  do  tbe 
best  it  could  under  the  circumstances. 

It  was  very  unfortunate,  however,  that  Virginia  should  have  placed  herself  in 
the  forefront  of  progressive  States  of  the  Union  by  recogniiing  the  need  for  a 
I'oiivlriictivc  self-survey  of  its  public  affairs  and  agencies,  and  should  have  created 
n  commission  for  this  purpose,  anil  then  given  this  commission  bo  small  an  ap- 
propriaiton,  as  compared  with  the  amounts  provided  by  other  States,  with  which 
to  do  its  work. 

METHODS  ADOPTED. 

In  order  to  do  as  much  as  possible  with  its  limited  means  and  facilities,  how- 
over,  the  commission  decided  to  assign  to  each  member  definite  work.  The  State 
departments  aiid  institutions  were  therefore  divided  into  five  general  groups  and 
a  group  assigned  to  each  member  to  study  and  report  on  to  the  commission.  While 
it  WHS  realizei]  that  this  placed  a  very  difficult  duty  on  the  members  it  was  believed 
to  lie  the  best  plan  to  pursue. 

As  the  commission  liad  been  instructed  to  suggest  changes  in  the  organization 
and  methods  of  the  State  government,  the  members  felt  that  it  vbb  highly  im- 
portant they  themselves,  as  well  as  the  General  Assembly  and  the  people  of  Vir- 
ginia, should  first  know  the  details  of  the  structural  organiitatioQ  and  operating 
methods  of  the  existing  State  government.  The  secretary  of  the  conunission  was 
ac^iordingly  instructed  to  ascertain,  "  (I)  The  number,  name,  character  and  func- 
tion of  the  governmental  agencies  of  the  State,  and  (2)  the  number  of  employes, 
their  names,  pay  and  hours  of  work,  and  a:uch  other  information  as  may  be  per- 
tinent hereto." 

To  make  this  general  survey  of  the  State  agencies  and  employee,  the  com- 
mission adopted  two  general  questionnaires,  copies  of  which  were  sent  to  each 
State  department,  institution,  and  other  agencies  to  be  answered  as  of  March  1, 
1917.  The  first  of  these,  itnown  as  "General  Schedule  A,"  required  a  complete 
report  on  the  organization  and  work  of  each  agency  to  be  written  up  by  the  re- 
spective heads,  so  as  to  give  the  commission  general  information  about  tlie  State's 
affairs  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  officials  themselves.  The  other  question- 
naire, known  as  "General  Schedule  B,"  required  the  bead  of  each  State  agency 
to  make  a  specific  report  as  to  personnel. 

RESULTS  OF  GENERAL  SURVEY. 

The  returns  from  General  Schedule  A  were,  as  was  to  be  expected,  very  un- 
even. Some  departments  prepared  most  valuable  reports  to  the  commission  in  re- 
sponse to  the  request  contained  in  this  schedule,  which  are  of  snffieient  value  to 
be  preserved  in  the  permanent  records  of  the  Commonwealth.  From  other  de- 
partments, however,  these  reports  were  very  meager  and  of  little   value.     It  is 
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these  dep&rtmenta  whieti,  if  the  funds  of  the  oonunianoa  had  been  &deqnate,  woul<l 
have  been  veiy  cafefullj  ntudied.  On  the  whole,  these  reportB— being  reports  of 
"opinion"  ntheT  thiui  of  "fact" — gave  the  eomntission  a  very  much  clearer 
insight  into  the  real  condition  of  our  State's  affairs  than  eonid  have  been  acquired 
by  any  other  means  at  its  diapoflftl. 

The  eommiBsion  insisted  that  the  answers  to  the  inquiries  contained  In  Qen- 
eral  Schedule  B,  however,  should  be  made  in  detail  by  all  agencies.  This  schedule, 
required  information  to  be  furnished  nnder  ten  general  heads  as  follows:

OBIGINAL  PLAN  OF  BEPOBT. 

The  information  secured  for  the  commission  through  this  schedule  enabled  it 
to  get  a  more  intelligent  idea  of  just  how  the  State's  business  was  Vuik  con- 
ducted. With  this  information  in  band,  the  commission  felt  it  desimble  to  make 
SA  effort  to  place  before  the  General  Assembly  information  under  two  heads,  as 
follows : 

(1)  A  report  showing  the  complete  organisation  of  the  State  govenunmt  as 
it  now  stands,  vrith  a  statement  of  its  relation  to  the  county  aril  mnnieipal  gov- 
ernments, which  would  be  a  report  of  fact  and  famish  a  basis  for  the  discussion 
of  possible  changes  in  the  interest  of  effidency  in  tbe  public  service. 

(2)  A  report  of  specific  recommendations  to  the  Ooc.em!  Assembly  as  to 
kow  the  present  governmental  organization  and  methods  could  be  improved  so 
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u  to  secure  ^eater  simplioitj,  the  maximum   efflciencj,   and   the  inBtitution  of 
economy  in  the  public  affairs  of  the  Commonnealth. 

CITIZENS'  CO-OPEBATIVE  COMMITTEE. 

To  do  thJB  Yrith  the  limited  funds  that  were  available  was  realized  to  be 
impossible  without  outside  aaiiatance,  so  the  commiBsion  concluded  to  associate  a 
body  of  citizens  with  it,  whose  character  aa  men  of  affairs  and  business  acumen 
would  render  their  association  with  the  commission  most  helpful  in  an  advisorj 
capacity.  Carrying  this  idea  out,  the  eommissioa  selected  an  associate  body  of 
ten  citizens  known  as  the  "Citizens'  Co-operative  Committee."

This  committee  met  with  the  commission  on  March  21,  1917,  and  organized 
by  electing  Dr.  John  Stewart  Bryan  chairman,  Mr.  A.  B.  Schwarzkopf  vice-chair- 
man, and  Mr.  Frank  W.  Duke  secretary,  and  to  be  the  executive  committee  of  the 
associate  body.  Later  Mr.  Woods,  of  Boanoke,  withdrew  from  the  committee  because 
of  pressure  of  other  work,  and  his  place  was  token  by  Mr.  Joseph  W.  Coxe,  of 
Boanoke. 

COMMITTEE'S  WOBK  INTEBBOPTED  BY  WAR. 

About  the  time  this  committee  )[ot  to  work  the  United  Statee  entered  the 
world  war  against  the  German  imperial  government,  and  the  many  and  varied 
demands  made  on  the  people  of  Virginia  for  financial  contributions  to  war  work 
activities  caused  the  committee  to  abandon  jte  plan  to  attempt  at  such  a  time  to 
raise  sufBcient  funds  to  enable  the  Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency  to  carry 
out  its  work  program. 

The  members  of  the  commission  deeire  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
their  deep  personal  appreciation,  as  well  as  the  official  thanks  of  the  eommission, 
to  the  members  of  the  citizens'  co-operative  committee  for  their  splendid  and  un- 
selfish assistance  in  this  constructive  service  for  the  Commonwealth.  We  feel  sure 
that  the  General  Assembly  also  will  ajipreciate  the  unofficial  and  voluntary  ser- 
vice whieh  these  gentlemen  have  rendered  the  State. 

ANALYSIS  OF  EXISTING  GOVERNMENT. 

Although  the  commission  is  for  this  reason  not  able  to  present  to  the  General 
Assembly  a  more  elaborate  and  detailed  report  showing  the  ezistiug  organization 
of  the  State  government,  it  has  nevertheless  been  able  to  prepare  a  classified  out-

III.    ORGANIZATION  OP  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DEPABTMENT. 

The  commission  haa  been  able  to  make  a  rather  dose  analysis  of  the  organi- 
zation of  the  legislative  department  of  the  State  government,  and  in  the  diagram 
between  pages  6  and  9  marked  "Graph  1,"  is  shown  the  detiuled  organization 
of  the  General  Assembly  at  the  session  of  1916.  Each  officer  and  employe  is  shown 
in  this  drawing,  with  information  indicating  bis  salary,  term  of  office,  and  by 
whom  controlled.  It  is  thought  that  this  method  of  presenting  this  information  is 
the  clearest  and  briefest,  and  the  one  which  will  give  not  only  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly — who  are  already  more  or  less  familiar  with  these  facts — but 
the  people  of  Virginia,  a  comprehensive  statement  of  just  bow  the  legislative  de- 
partment of  the  State  is  organized  and  directed. 

IV.    OBGANIZATION  OP  THE  JUDICIAEY  DEPABTMENT. 

Graph  2,  between  pages  10  and  11,  presents  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  organi- 
cation  of  the  judiciary  department  at  the  close  of  1917.    It  is  thought  that  this

Clerki'  Feet. 

Without  attempting  to  make  detailed  Buggeetions  with  regard  to  ehangeB  that 
could  be  made  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  efficiency  in  the  State  'a  judicial 
system,  the  commisBloa  recommends  that  the  clerks  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ap- 
peals be  put  on  a  straight  annnal  salary  basis  and  all  fees  be  turned  into  the 
State  treasury.  Several  thousand  dollars  a  year  eould  be  saved  by  the  State  making 
this  ehange.  There  ia  no  longer  a  valid  argument  that  can  be  advanced  to  juatify 
the  retention  of  the  iniquitous  fee  system  within  the  very  halls  of  the  highest  court 
of  the  CoDunouwaalth.  The  commission  vrill  refer  to  the  abolition  of  fees  and 
commissions  wliich  are  allovrsd  certain  administrative  otDcers  in  another  place  in 
this  report. 

V.  QENEBAL  OUTLINE  OF  THE  OEGANIZATION  OF  THE  EXBCUTIVB 
DEPARTMENT. 


It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  the  commission  has  not  had  the  means  to 
carry  out  its  original  plans  and  be  able  to  present  to  the  General  Assembly  a  com- 
plete and  detailed  review  of  the  existing  organisation  of  the  executive  department 
of  the  State.  Borne  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  what  the  commission  desired  to 
undertake  along  this  line  mar  be  gained  by  a  study  of  Graph  3,  betwem  pagea 
12  and  13.  This  diagram  shows  the  general  scheme  of  the  organisation  of  the 
State  government,  with  the  exception  of  the  organisation  of  the  judiciary,  which 
is  shown  in  Graph  2.  It  was  proposed,  in  the  original  plans  of  the  commissior. 
to  follow  ttiis  general  analysis  with  separate  diagrams,  showing  the  details  of  or- 
ganisation for  each  seperate  department,  institution  and  other  agency  of  the 
8tat«.  Finding  this  impossible,  the  commission  determined  at  least  to  unwind 
the  tangle  of  Virginia's  multi-thread  executive  fabric  and  present  a  general  pic- 
ture of  our  administrative  machinery.  While  Graph  3  merely  preeents  a  graphical 
outline  «f  the  organisation  of  the  executive  department,  the  commission  believes  it 
will  be  helpful  in  better  underetanding  the  intricacies  of  the  business  end  of  our 
State  government. 

Structural  Weaknettes. 

A  glance  at  this  diagram  clearly  reveals  the  organisation  and  administrative 
weaknesses  of  our  constitutional  form  of  government.  Authority  and  reeponw- 
bility  are  diffused  instead  of  being  placed  where  a  definite  official  can  be  held  to 
account  for  the  administration  of  the  State 's  affairs.  The  people  elect  a  group  of 
purely  administrative  ofBcers  who  are  responsible  in  actual  practice  to  no  one, 
these  officials  being  accounUble  in  the  same  way  that  the  Governor  is,  but  are  not 
of  sufficient  importance  to  the  average  citisen  for  him  even  to  remember  the  name 
of  the  official  two  weeks  after  the  elections.  Another  group  of  similar  officials  are 
elected  by  the  General  Assembly.  There  are  next  a  vast  variety  of  i>a.ixa, 
some  of  a  purely  local  character,  that  are  filled  by  the  Governor.  Numerous  special 
boards,  commissions,  bureaus  and  other  agencies,  some  exercising  large  powers,  are 
tacked  on  here  and  there  to  our  governmental  structure,  and  duplication  of 
functions  and  overlapping  of  work  and  powers  occurs  in  many  iuatances. 
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Needed  Changet  Ohviova. 

In  oidar  not  to  divert  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  away  from  the 
more  important  changes  wbich  should  be  made  in  the  intere&t  of  greater  economy 
and  efficiency,  the  commission  has  concluded  it  best  to  offer  detailed  suggestions 
for  supplying  a  few  of  the  big,  general  and  most  pressing  needs  of  the  State 
government,  rather  than  to  point  out  at  this  time  the  numerous  speciflc  depart' 
mantal  changes  which  could  be  made  in  the  interest  of  greater  economy  and  efB' 
eiency  in  the  public  service.  There  are  many  changes  that  should  be  made,  and  a 
number  of  unnecessary  agencies  that  should  be  abolished.  Many  of  these  desira- 
ble changes  will  be  suggested  to  the  General  Assembly  by  a  study  of  the  graphical 
exhibits  submitted  with  this  reoprt  without  having  to  have  them  pointed  out  by 
this  e 


"Defects  Dne  to  Legislative  System. 

Defects  which  are  most  obvious  in  our  State  government  are  due  chiefly  to 
OUT  method  of  legislation.  A  large  number  of  departments,  bureaus  or  other 
agencies  have  been  added  to  the  constitutional  structure, from  time  to  time  with- 
out regard  to  functional  relation  to  existing  agencies.  No  attempt  has  been  made 
to  co-ordinate  functions,  make  readjustments,  nor  establish  proper  eiecutive  con- 
trol. We  thus  find  in  our  State  machinery  to-day  some  agencies  doing  double 
work  and  here  and  there  the  same  work  being  done  by  two  or  more  separate 
agencies. 

The  original  government  was  planned  to  care  for  a  relatively  small  amount 
of  business,  and  as  the  Commonwealth  has  developed  and  grown  in  population  and 
as  our  economic  and  social  life  have  become  more  complex  new  agencies  have 
been  created  to  handle  the  additional  functions  which  the  State  government  bad 
to  assume  from  time  to  time.  As  these  additions  have  been  tacked  on,  so  to  speak, 
in  a  rsther  ha[>bazBrd,  illogical  manner,  we  find  to-day  that  there  is  a  great  de- 
plication  of  effort  and  unnecessary  expense  under  the  present  system. 

Private  business  organizations  usually  effect  a  reorganization  when  they  be- 
gin to  eitend  their  operations  beyond  original  conceptions,  but  this  "taking  of 
stock"  seems  never  to  have  been  thought  of  in  connection  with  the  State  gov- 
ernment of  Virginia.  Admitting  that  the  Constitution  prevents  many  desirable 
ebanges  being  made,  there  are  nevertheless  many  other  changes  which  can  be 
made  by  legislative  enactment — changes  that  would  greatly  improve  the  service. 

Executive  Control. 

Greater  power  of  eiecutive  and  administrative  control  should  be  given  the 
Governor.  The  Governor  should  be  the  "business  manager"  of  the  State  in  fact 
as  well  as  in  name.  He  should  be  held  responsible  for  the  proper  management  of 
all  departments  and  agencies,  and  should  be  given  the  power  to  have  his  policies 
carried  out  and  his  orders  promptly  executed.  While  the  Constitution  requires  the 
alection  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Attorney  General,  the  State 
Treasurer,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture and  Immigration  by  the  vote  of  the  people,  and  the  appointment  of  the 
auditors  by  the  General  Assembly,  full  power  to  control  these  officials,  even  if  he 
cannot  select  them,  should  be  given  the  Governor  in  a  very  dear  and  positive  way. 
These  officials  are  at  the  head  of  administrative  departments  which  vitally  affect 
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the  whole  administrative  tnachiner;  and  which  can  determine  the  Hocceas  or  (ailors 
of  every  administration.  If  we  are  to  have  a  head,  are  going  to  expect  him  to 
"get  reeulte,"  then  we  must  give  the  Oovemor  the  power  to  manage  the  State'i 
affairs  as  he  deems  beat. 

The  people  looii  to  the  Governor  to  get  results;  they  make  a  real  and  intelli- 
gible choice  of  executive  when  thej  elect  him.  Under  the  fallacy  of  conserving 
the  "people's  rights"  through  the  election  of  minor  administrative  officers  by 
popular  vote,  the  people 's  business  becomes  a  mere  plaything  of  petty  politicians. 
The  commission  believes  that  the  power  of  appointment,  control  and  removal  of 
all  administrative  officers  should  be  vested,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  Governor. 
Better  government  and  greater  efficiency  in  the  public  service  will  be  assured  by 
limiting  the  number  of  elective  administrative  officials  and  placing  the  fulleet  exe- 
cutive and  administrative  powers  with  the  Governor,  and  vesting  all  legislative 
functioDS  and  the  power  to  malce  appropriations  in  the  popularly  elected  General 
Assembly. 

VI.       BUDGET  SYSTEM. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency  the  one  thing 
that  will  do  more  than  anything  else  to  place  the  State  government  of  Virginia 
on  a  more  business-like  basis  would  be  the  introduction  of  a  modem  budget  sys- 
tem. The  establishment  of  such  a  system,  in  addition  to  placing  our  public  af- 
fairs on  a  more  scientific  footing,  would  bring  about  many  of  the  departmental 
changes  that  should  be  made. 

A  very  careful  study  of  budget  legislation  and  procedure  in  other  States  ha« 
accordingly  been  made  by  the  commission  in  order  that  a  bill  tor  the  eatabliriunent 
of  a  budget  system  in  Virginia  could  be  prepared  for  consideration  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

Budget  practice  involves  the  fundamental  principles  of  efficient,  economical 
'and  responsive  government,  "Budgets,"  Gladstone  contended,  "are  not  merely 
affairs  of  arithmetic,  but  in  a  thousand  ways  go  to  the  root  of  prosperity  of  indi- 
viduals, the  relation  of  the  classes,  and  the  strength  of  nations."  Dr.  Frederick 
A.  Cleveland  has  defined  a  budget  as  "a  plan  for  financing  an  enterprise  or  gov- 
ernment during  a,  definite  period,  which  is  prepared  and  submitted  by  a  responsi- 
ble executive  to  a  representative  body,  whose  approval  and  authorization  are  necee- 
sary  before  the  plan  may  be  executed."  Unlike  the  existing  financial  plan  in 
Virginia,  an  effective  budget  system  puts  in  the  bands  otf  all  citizens  intelligible 
information  about  the  operations  and  requirements  of  the  State's  business  and 
definitely  places  responsibililj  for  all  expenditures  of  the  public  funds. 

The  Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency,  after  a  moat  earnest  study  of 
budget  essentials,  a  close  study  of  Virginia  institutions  and  law — especially  the 
provisions  of  the  State  Constitution  which  would  have  any  bearing  whatsoever  on 
the  establishment  and  operation  of  an  effective  budget  system  in  this  State — came 
to  the  conclusion  that  a  budget  system  could  be  very  easily  adopted  and  very 
efficiently  administered  under  the  existing  Constitution  merely  by  legislative  en- 
actment. In  conducting  this  study,  and  in  the  preparation  of  its  proposed  budget 
bill,  the  commission  received  valuable  assistance  from  a  number  of  recognized 
budget  authorities  and  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  indebtedness  and  express  its 
thanks  to  them  all,  especially  to  the  Institute  for  Government  Research  at  Wash- 
ington, the  Institute  for  Public  Service  at  New  York,  and  the  New  York  Burean 
of  Municipal  BcMareh. 
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In  reaehing  Its  eonclusioDB  on  th«  final  form  and  pioTiaions  of  the  bill  the 
«DmniisBion  haa  received  manj  valuable  auggeotions  and  erittctsms  from  the  Hon. 
Westmoreland  Davia,  Governor-elect  of  Virginia.  The  bill  which  is  herewith  pre- 
sented to  tbe  General  A«aenibly  for  its  most  cai^f ul  consideration  and  enactment 
into  law  at  this  seeaion  has  the  approval  of  the  incoming  Qovemor.  In  view  of  the 
tremendous  financial  demands  on  all  America  to  meet  the  requiremenbi  of  the  war, 
the  commission  conuders  the  enactment  of  budget  legislation  an  emergency  re- 
quirement and  the  most  important  service  the  General  Assembly  can  reader  the 
State  at  this  session.

Section  1.  B«  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  That  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November  biennially  in  the  odd  numbered  years  each  of  the 
several  State  departments,  bureaus,  divisions,  officers,  commissions,  institutions,  and 
other  agencies  and  undertakings  receiving  or  asking  financial  aid  from  the  State 
of  Viigiaia  shall  report  to  the  Governor,  on  official  estimate  blanks  furnished  for 
such  purpose,  an  estimate  in  itemized  form  showing  the  amount  of  money  needed 
for  each  year  of  the  ensuing  biennial  period  beginning  with  the  first  day  of 
March  thereafter.  The  official  estimate  blanks,  which  must  be  used  in  making 
these  reports,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Governor,  shall  be  uniform,  and  shall 
elearly  designate  the  kind  of  information  te  be  given  thereon. 

Section  2.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  bieimially  in  the  odd  num- 
bered years  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  furnish  to  the  Governor  an  esti- 
mate of  the  financial  needs  of  the  General  Assembly,  itemized  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  budget  classifications  adopted  by  the  Governor  and  certified  and  approved 
by  the  presiding  officer  of  each  house,  for  each  year  of  the  ensuing  biennial  period 
beginning  with  the  first  day  of  March  thereafter,  and  an  estimate  of  the  flnaneial 
needs  of  the  judidary  as  provided  by  law,  itemized  in  strict  accordanee  with  the 
budget  classifications  adopted  by  the  Oovemor,  for  each  year  of  the  ensuing  bi- 
ennial period  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  March  thereafter. 

The  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  tranuuit  to  the  Goveraor  with  these 
sstimatee  full  and  detailed  explanations  of  all  increases  or  decreases.  These  Mti- 
matea,  together  with  the  accompanying  explanations  of  inereaeea  and  deereaaea, 
shall  be  included  in  the  budget,  without  revisim,  by  the  Qovemor. 

Section  3.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  November  biennially  in  the  odd  num- 
bered years  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  furnish  to  the  Qovemor  the  fol- 
lowing statements  elsasified  and  itemised  in  strict  accordance  with  the  budget 
olasaifications  adopted  by  the  Qovemor ; 

(1)  A  statement  shoiring  the  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  B«veral 
appropriations  for  each  department,  bureau,  division,  officer,  board,  eoqimissloB, 
institution,  or  other  agency  or  undertaking  of  the  State  at  the  end  of  the  last 
preceding  appropriation  year. 

(8)  A  statement  shovriug  the  monthly  expenditures  and  revenues  from  each 
appropriation  account  and  the  total  monthly  expenditures  and  revenues  from  all 
the  appropriation  accounts,  including  special  and  all  other  appropriationa  in  the 
twelve  months  of  the  last  preceding  appropriatien  year. 
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(3)  A  Btetmnent  Bhowing  tbe  uinual  ezpsndituree  in  each  appTopriatJOD  Ac- 
count and  the  revenues  from  all  sources,  including  aipendituree  and  revenues  frcm 
■pedal  and  all  other  appropriatious,  for  each  jeai  ot  the  last  two  appropriation 
years,  with  a  separate  eolunm  showing  the  increase  or  decrease  for  each  item. 

(4)  An  itemised  and  eompleto  financial  balanee  sheet  for  the  State  at  tbe 
«laee  of  the  last  preceding  fiscal  year  ending  September  thirtieth. 

(5)  Such  other  statements  as  the  Governor  shall  request. 

Section  4.  The  departments,  bureaus,  divisions,  officers,  boards,  commiaBioiii, 
institutions,  or  other  agencies  or  undertakings  of  the  State,  upon  request,  (ball 
immediately  furnish  to  the  Governor,  in  such  form  as  he  ma;  require,  any  in- 
formation desired  by  him  in  relation  to  their  respective  affairs  or  activitiea. 

Seetion  S.  The  Governor  shall  provide  for  public  hearings  on  any  and  aB 
estimates  to  be  included  in  the  budget,  which  shall  be  held  during  the  month 
of  November  biennially  in  the  odd  numbered  years.  The  Governor  shall  require 
the  attendance  at  these  hearings  of  the  heads  or  responsible  representatives  of 
all  State  departments,  bureaus,  divisions,  officers,  boards,  commissions,  institutions, 
or  other  agencies  or  undertakings  receiving  or  asking  financial  aid  from  tbe  State. 

Seetion  fl.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  biennially  in  the  odd 
numbered  years  the  Governor  and  his  assiBtauts  must  have  completed  a  careful 
aurvey  of  all  the  departments,  bureaus,  divisions,  officers,  boards,  cammissi<ms, 
institutions,  and  other  agencies  and  undertakings  of  the  State  tlirough  which  be 
shall  be  in  posBession  of  the  working  knowledge  upon  which  to  base  his  recom- 
mendations to  the  General  Assembly. 

Section  7.  Within  five  days  aft«r  the  beginoing  of  each  regular  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  the  Governor  shall  submit  to  the  prseiding  officer  of  each 
house  printed  copies  of  a  budget,  based  on  his  own  conclusions  and  judgment, 
containing  a  complete  and  itemised  plan  of  all  proposed  expenditnres  for  eack 
State  department,  bureau,  division,  officer,  board,  conunission,  institution,  or  other 
agency  or  undertaking,  classified  by  function,  character  and  object,  and  of  esti- 
mated revenues  and  borrowings,  for  each  year  in  the  ensuing  biennial  period  be- 
ginning with  tbe  first  day  of  March  thereafter.  Opposite  each  item  of  the  pro- 
posed expenditures  the  budget  shall  show  in  separate  parallel  columns  Qie  amount 
appropriated  for  the  last  preceding  appropriation  year,  for  the  current  appro- 
priation year,  and  the  increase  or  decrease. 

The  Governor  shall  accompany  the  budget  vrith — 

(1)  A  statement  of  the  revenues  and  expenditures  for  each  of  the  two  ap- 
propriation years  next  preceding,  classified  and  itemized  in  accordance  with  ths 
official  budget  classifications  adopted  by  tbe  Governor. 

(2)  A  statement  of  the  current  asseU,  liabiUties,  reserves,  and  surplus  or 
deficit  of  the  State. 

(3)  A  statement  of  the  debts  and  funds  of  the  State. 

(4)  A  statement  showing  the  Governor's  itemised  estimates  of  the  condition 
of  the  State  Treasury  as  of  the  beginning  and  end  of  each  of  the  next  two  appro- 
priation years. 

(5)  An  itemized  and  complete  financial  balance  sheet  for  the  State  at  tba 
dose  of  the  last  preceding  fiscal  year  ending  September  thirtieth. 

(6)  A  general  survey  of  the  State's  financial  and  natural  resources,  with  « 
review  of  the  general  economic,  industrial  and  commercial  conditicai  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Section  8.    The  Governor  aLw  diaU  submit  to  the  presidiug  officer  of  eun 
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bouM  of  the  General  AsMmblj,  at  the  same  time  he  Babmits  his  budget,  eopiei  of 
ft  teDtative  bill  for  all  propMed  appropriations  ot  the  budget,  deexly  itemised  and 
properly  daasified,  for  each  fear  in  the  ensuing  biennial  appropriation  period, 
which  ehall  be  known  as  ' '  The  Budget  Bill. ' ' 

Section  9.  The  standing  eammittaea  of  the  House  of  Delegatca  and  of  the 
Senate  being  in  charge  of  appropriation  measuru  shall  sit  jointlj  in  open  Ma- 
none  while  eouridering  the  budget,  and  ahall  begin  such  joint  meetings  within 
five  daja  after  the  budget  has  been  submitted  to  the  General  Assembl?  bj  the 
Govwuor.  This  joint  committee  ma^  cause  the  attendance  of  heads  or  responsi- 
ble representatives  of  the  departments,  institations  and  all  other  agencies  of  the 
State  to  furnish  such  Information  and  answer  such  questions  as  the  joint  com- 
mittee shall  require,  and  to  these  sessions  shall  be  admitted,  with  the  right  to 
'be  heard,  all  persons  interested  in  the  estimates  under  consideration.  The  Qor- 
enor,  or  his  representative,  and  the  Governor-elect,  shall  have  the  right  to  >it 
at  these  public  hearings  and  be  heard  on  all  matters  coming  before  the  joint  etan- 

Seetion  10.  The  General  Assembly  ma;  increase  or  decrease  items  in  the 
budget  bill  as  it  may  deem  to  be  in  the  interest  of  greater  economy  and  efBeieucy 
in  the  public  service,  but  neither  house  sball  consider  further  or  special  appro- 
priations, except  in  ease  of  an  emergency,  which  fact  shaU  be  clearly  stat«d  in  the 
bill  therefor,  until  the  budget  bill  shall  have  been  finally  acted  npon  by  both 
houses.  All  bills  introduced  in  either  house  carrying  appropriations  shall  be 
itemiced  in  accordance  with  the  classifications  used  in  the  budget. 

Section  11.  The  Governor  shall  be  the  chief  budget  officer  of  the  Stats,  and 
ahaU  employ  competent  budget  assistants  and  such  special  help  as  he  may  re- 
quire to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  Governor  shall  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  such  persons  as  he  shall  employ  in  this  conneetioii  and  cause  the 
same,  together  with  their  necessary  traveling  ezpensca,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
civil  contingent  fund. 

Section  12.  Any  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acta  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

VII.    SUPERVISION  OF  ACCOUNTS. 

SuccMsful  financial  administration  of  the  State's  affairs  cannot  be  hoped  for 
under  any  ^stem  until  Its  accounting  and  bookkeeping  methods  are  standardized. 
All  State  d^>artments,  institutions  and  agencies  should  be  placed  on  the  same 
accounting  basis  and  a  uniform  system  of  accounts  established  to  conform  with 
the  accounting  classification  of  the  proposed  budget  law.  City  and  county  treas- 
urers' accounts  should  be  made  to  conform  to  this  requirement,  should  be  stand- 
ardized, and  should  be  subjected  to  frequent  inspection  b;  the  State  Accountant's 
office.  Id  support  of  this  suggestion  the  commission  desires  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Slate  Accountant  has  uncovered  serious  deficits  in  a  number 
of  eitiee  and  counties  in  which  be  has  made  an  audit. 

State  Audit  Bevealt  Shortages. 

To  cite  a  few  instances  of  what  has  been  revealed  by  a  Sate  audit:  In  Wash- 
ington county,  for  example,  a  deficit  in  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  was  found 
amounting  to   $09,200;    in   Fairfax   county   a   balance   due  by   the  treasurer   of 
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tE9^17  wu  fonnd,  with  OTerdrafta  on  eertun  eouutj'  aiuioiuita  of  $1,24S;  in  War- 
no  eonnt;  the  balance  set  up  agamet  the  treaaoier  amounted  to  tl6,673;  in  Cmn- 
barland  eonntr  a  ihortage  in  the  treaenrer  'a  aeeounta  amounted  to  tS'fiiQ,  and  in 
BmTth  coan^  a  shortage  in  the  cash  account  of  the  treasurer  amounted  to  (S,24D. 
An  audit  made  by  the  State  Accountant  in  the  dt;  of  Wineheater  exposed  an  em- 
beitlement  of  license  taxes  b;  the  commissioner  of  the  revenue  of  $1,776 ;  in  the  eitj 
of  Buena  Vista  a  deflcieoe?  in  the  cash  of  the  treasurer 's  office  was  found  amount- 
ing to  ^,069,  while  the  treasurer 'e  accounts  of  Farmville  for  the  ;ear  1915  were 
found  to  be  short  $1,765. 

The  ■erionmeia  of  a  condition  of  this  sort,  which  possibly  is  due  chlefl]'  to 
inefScient  administration  and  lack  of  auditing  inspection  and  control  rather  than 
moral  turpitude  of  individuals,  cannot  be  overestimated,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commission  on  Economy  and  EfSciencj,  it  is  a  situation  that  should  be  corrected 
promptly  by  the  General  Assembly. 

State  Accountant 's  Office. 

For  these  reafiona  the  commission  recommends  that  the  State  Accountant's 
office  be  provided  with  snffieient  funds  and  force  to  co-operate  with  the  Governor 
in  supervising  the  financial  system  of  the  State  and  local  governments  and  more 
efSciently  to  do  the  work  which  has  been  assigned  to  it.  The  general  laxness  with 
which  the  State's  funds  are  handled  and  accounted  for  under  present  conditions 
should  be  corrected  without  further  delay. 

Aboli»h  Separate  Auditing. 

Separate  audit  of  expenditures  of  the  public  funds  by  the  Bp«nding  authori- 
ties  themselves  is  reprehensible,  to  say  the  least.  The  audit  of  their  own  expense 
accounts  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Immigration,  the  State  Corporation  CommiBsion,  and  the  Department  of  Prohi- 
bition, for  example,  should  be  discontinued.  Audit  and  approval  of  subvouchers 
<i<  all  departments,  institutions  and  agencies  of  the  State  should  be  placed  with 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Account*. 

Expenditweg  iy  AppropriatioTit. 

This  commission  recommends,  in  this  connection,  that  hereafter  all  funds — 
no  matter  how  derived— received  by  any  department,  institution  or  other  agency 
of  the  State  should  be  strictly  accountfld  for  and  covered  into  the  State  treasury, 
and  that  no  money  should  be  spent  by  any  department  except  out  of  appropriationa 
provided  by  the  General  Assembly.  A  number  of  our  Virginia  State  agencies  have 
developed  a  semi-flnancial  independence  and  freedom  from  executive  control  and 
supervision  that  is  exerting  a  very  detrimental  Influence  on  the  service  as  a  whole. 
This  is  a  needed  reform  that  should  be  dealt  with  swiftly  and  firmly  by  the 
General  Assembly. 

VIII.    STANDAEDIZATION  OP  EXPENSE  ACCOUNTS. 

Another  condition  which  the  commission  wishes  particularly  to  call  attention 
to  is  the  lack  of  any  uniform  regulations  governing  the  character  of  items  tha*

eon  be  charged  Agaiiut  the  State  hj  its  offieialB  and  emplo/ea  in  their  expense 
necounts.  A  few  department b  have  adopted  refulatioDB  of  one  kind  or  another, 
while  the  majority  of  the  agenciea  have  no  regulations  of  any  kind.  In  replying 
to  an  inqniry  from  the  eommlBsion  in  this  connection,  the  AaditoT  of  Public 
Accounts,  under  date  of  April  3,  1917,  made  the  following  statement: 

"Items  which  may  be  charged  in  expense  accounts  against  the  Stat« 
for  traveling  and  similar  purposes  have  not  been  standardized  either  by 
law  or  departmental  regulation. ' ' 

'Per  Diem  Allowance. 

The  commisBion  suggeets  that  this  haphazard  method  of  doing  business  be 
corrected  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  providing  a-  per  diem  allowance  in 
lieu  of  subsistence  for  State  officials  and  employes  when  traveling  on  official  busi- 
ness away  from  their  home  station  not  to  exceed  $5.  It  ia  suggested  that  author- 
ity be  lodged  with  the  Oovemor  to  regulate  the  amount  of  the  per  diem  which 
should  be  allowed  different  grades  of  employes. 

No  further  itemization  nor  supporting  subvouchers  should  be  required  to  sub- 
atantiate  a  claim  for  subsistence  when  a  per  diem  allowance  ia  made.  For  an  ab- 
sence of  less  than  six  hours,  however,  no  per  diem  should  be  allowed.  For  six 
hours  or  over  a  full  per  diem  should  be  allowed  for  each  day  of  twenty-four 
hours  or  fraction  thereof,  the  day  being  considered  as  commencing  at  midnight. 
When  travel  is  on  a  steamer  where  the  fare  includes  stateroom  and  ineala  no  per 
diem  should  be  allowed. 

Itevu  of  Expense. 

Claims  for  per  diem  allowance  and  reimbursement  of  traveling  expenses 
should  be  required  on  standardized  forms  under  oath.  A  reason  or  the  authority 
for  every  expenditure  should  be  required,  with  full  information  in  regard  to 
the  expenditure  itself.  A  suhvoucher  should  be  required  to  support  every  unclassi- 
fied item  of  expenditure  for  which  reimbursement  is  claimed. 

Clasai&cation  of  items  which  could  be  included  in  traveling  expenses  and  for 
which  regulations  should  be  prescribed  include  railway  fares,  sleeping  or  chair 
ear  accommodations,  street  car  fares,  cab  fares,  livery,  baggage,  gratuities,  tele- 
grams, telephones,  and  stenographic  or  other  service. 

IX.    UNIFORM  FISCAL  TEAB. 

The  commission  also  wishes  to  eaU  the  attention  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly  to 
the  fact  that  the  best  results  cannot  bs  had  under  any  financial  system  until  pro- 
vision is  made  for  a  uniform  and  coterminous  appropriation  and  fiscal 
year.  At  present  the  appropriation  year  is  March  Ist  to  February  28th,  while 
the  fiscal  year  used  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  ends  as  of  September  30th. 
There  are  other  financial  periods  observed  by  some  of  the  State  agencies.  It 
would,  therefore,  be  most  desirable,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission,  to  so  amend 
the  Constitution  that  a  uniform  appropriation  and  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th 
'  could  be  established. 

This  change  would  remove  the  present  accounting  confusion  and  greatly  sim- 
pli^  the  State's  financial  administration.  It  also  would  render  the  operation  of 
the  budget  law  much  more  effective  and  wonld  make  Virginia  financial  statistics 
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e  of  the  Federal  Oovernment  and  of  most  of  the  other  States 
X.    ABOLITION  OF  FEES. 

Some  of  the  State  administrative  officials  are  still  allowed  to  retain  certain 
fees  or  comnitBsionB  in  addition  to  their  regular  compensation.  The  commission 
strongly  recommends  that  all  fees  and  commiBsions  now  paid  State  offieiale — the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  State  Treasurer,  etc — should  be  turned  into  the 
State  Treasury  aad  a  fixed  regular  compensation  ,be  paid  them.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  for  the  commission  to  present  an  argument  supporting  this  suggestion, 
for  the  many  advantages  of  such  a  change  are  obvious  to  aU. 

XI.     UNIFORM  OFFICE  HOURS. 

One  of  the  most  conspicoous  needs  of  the  State  government  is  a  standard- 
ized work  day  with  uniform  office  hours  for  all  departments,  inttitutions  and 
agencies.  There  is  no  excuse  for  certain  officials  to  reach  their  offices  at  I0:3O 
and  leave  for  the  day  at  2  or  half-post,  for  example;  nor  for  some  employes  to 
work  from  9  A.  M.  until  5  P.  M.  nhUe  others  come  at  9  o'clock  and  leave  at  3 
P.  M. 

If  the  work  in  certain  offices  is  not  sufficient  to  require  the  head  to  spend 
more  than  three  or  four  hours  a  day  there,  the  commission  would  suggest  that  the 
number  of  BssistantB  and  clerks  in  these  offices  be  reduced  and  a  greater  part 
of  the  office  duties  placed  upon  the  heads  themselves  to  perform.  In  other  words, 
the  Commission  on  ^conomjr  and  Efficiency  strongly  recommends  that  every  offi- 
cial and  employe  be  put  on  a  full-time  eight-hour  work-day  basis. 

Suggested  Office  Hows. 

The  commission  recommends  in  this  connection  that  the  General  Assembly 
require  by  law  that  all  State  offices  be  opened  from  9  A.  M.  until  5  P.  SI.  on 
every  week  day,  with  one  hour  to  be  allowed  for  lunch.  During  the  months  of 
June,  July  and  August  half-holiday  should  be  given  on  Saturdays,  with  office 
hours  from  9  A,  M.  strwght  through  to  1  P.  M. 

These  hours  conform  to  the  Federal  standard,  except  that  one  hoar  is  sug- 
gested for  lunch  instead  of  half  an  hour,  to  be  compensated  for  by  extending  the 
work  period  to  5  o'clock  instead  of  4:30.  This  change  will  add  greatly  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  State  government,  will  produce  a  greater  service  return  without 
a  cost  increase,  and  not  only  will  be  in  line  with  best  practice  in  private  bum- 
ness  and  in  the  other  more  progressive  States,  but  will  better  serve  the  con- 
venience of  the  public  having  business  to  transact  with  the  State. 

XII.     LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

The  commission,  as  has  been  mentioned,  has  been  struck  with  the  utter  ab- 
sence of  administrative  control  over  State  officials.  If  the  head  of  a  State  de- 
partment, for  instance,  decides  he  wants  to  take  a  trip,  take  up  emergency  war ' 
work,  or  do  something  else,  he  usually  does  what  he  pleases  without  asking  for 
or  receiving  permission  from  the  Governor.  The  commission  believes  that  if  an 
official  or  employe  of  the  State  desires  to  be  absent  from  his  office  or  usual  duties 
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and  to  engage  in  attivltiea  other  tbau  hie  official  work  he  ahould  be  required  to 
secure  the  permisaton  of  the  Oovemor,  no  matter  who  he  is — Secretarj  of  State, 
Attoraef  General,  Chairman  of  the  State  Corporation  Commission,  or  any  other 


The  commission  has  the  highest  appreciation  of  service  in  any 
but  it  does  not  think  State  officials  sbould  be  permitted  to  neglect  their  State 
work,  for  which  they  are  paid  and  are  responsible,  while  engaged  in  such  outside 
service.  At  all  events,  no  State  official  or  employe  should  be  allowed  to  engage 
in  any  outside  work  during  regular  office  hours  without  express  permission  from 
the  Governor. 

Xirt.    SPECIAL  ATTORNEYS  AND  INSPECTORS. 

Employment  of  special  counsel  and  inspectors  by  certain  departments  of 
the  State  government  is  a  practice  that  should  be  stopped.  All  work  of  this 
character  should  be  referred  to  the  Attorney  General  and  be  performed  by  hi^ 
ofBce,  and  sufficient  funds  should  be  iriven  him  to  maintain  a  statT  sufficient 
properly  to  handle  it. 

As  in  the  case  of  officials  being  allowed  to  engage  in  outside  work,  the  com- 
mission recommenda  that  the  General  Assembly  at  least  provide  that  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Governor  be  secured  before  any  department,  institution  or  agency 
of  the  State  is  allowed  to  employ  special  attorneys  and  inspectors  not  speciS- 
cally  authorized  by  law. 

xrV.     LOCATION  OP  0FPICE8. 

Business  is  transacted  by  the  State  in  widely  scattered  officee— in  some  cases 
of  even  the  same  department — and  the  commission  believes  that  conomy  and 
greater  efficiency  can  be  obtained  by  a  relocation  of  the  several  departments  so 
as  to  bring  all  offices  of  each  agency  together  and  place  departments  doing 
simitar  work  as  near  each  other  as  possible.  For  example,  the  departments 
which  must  maintain  a  laboratory  should  be  placed  close  together  and  a  general 
State  laboratory  established  for  the  use  of  all  of  them,  thereby  eliminating  nn- 
neeessary  duplication  in  equipment,  supplies  and  office  space.  This  regrouping, 
however,  should  be  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor. 

Then,  again,  a  relocation  of  these  scattered  offices  would  permit,  among 
other  things,  of  the  installation  of  a  central  telephone  service,  with  a  saving  in 
the  annual  telephone  rentals  which  the  State  has  to  pay.  Greater  convealence  for 
the  public  also  could  be  effected  by  such  a  change  while  administrative  efficiency 
would  be  increased  greatly. 

XV.     PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

In  this  same  connection  the  commission  recommends  that  entire  control  and 
SDpervieion  of  the  Capitol  and  State  buildings,  as  well  as  the  executive  mansion 
and  the  Capitol  grounds,  should  be  vested  in  the  Governor,  who  should  be  given 
the  power  to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  public  buildings  and  grounds.  This 
superintendent  should  be  held  responsible  by  the  Governor  for  the  care  and  super- 
vision of  all  State  buildings  and  the  Capitol  grounds.  He  should  have  under  his 
control  and  supervision  all  policemen,  watchmen,  mechanics,  engineers,  firemen. 
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JMiitorB  and  measengere,  whom  he  sboiild  aasign  to  tbe  BeverBl  dspartmeDtB  »» 
needed  by  them.  To  carrj  this  into  effect  would  necoasitate  making  certain 
ohangee  in  the  present  Btatus  which  would  have  to  be  made  legiaUtive  enaetment. 

XVI,     COLLECTIVE  PURCHASING. 

Without  having  had  the  means  or  the  facilities  to  make  a  thorough  atud;  of 
the  sjrstem  under  which  State  supplies  are  now  purchased,  the  commission  has 
nevertheless  gone  into  the  matter  sufflciectl;  to  have  no  hesitancj  in  reeommending 
to  the  General  Assembly  that  legislation  be  enacted  at  this  seesion  introducing  a 
collective  purchasing  system,  which  will  at  least  place  the  purchasing  power  of  sim- 
ilar institutions  under  a  more  centralized  control. 

In  the  files  of  the  commission  are  detailed  reports  on  the  organization  and 
operation  of  the  purchasing  systems  in  more  than  twenty  States  of  the  Union 
where  some  form  of  MstraliEed  or  collective  purebaeing  is  practiced.  From  a 
careful  study  of  these  T&poiU  it  is  apparent  thot  great  economies  could  be  ef- 
fected by  the  introduction  of  a  system  applicable  to  Virginia  institutions  and 
requirements.  The  commission,  therefore,  suggests  that  very  careful  considera- 
tion be  given  this  important  question  by  the  General  Assembly. 

XVir.     STATE  INSURANCE. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  insurance  premiums  paid  annuaUy  to  various  in- 
surance companies  form  a  large  item  of  public  expenditure,  the  commission  has 
given  careful  consideration  to  this  important  subject.  Both  tbe  amount  and 
character  of  insurance  of  buildings  housing  the  various  State  institutions,  as  well 
as  of  the  State  buildings  in  Richmond,  have  been  surveyed  and  the  conclusion 
reached  that  legislative  wisdom  and  ingenuity  would  be  profitably  employed  if 
it  could  at  once  devise  a  practicable  scheme  to  avoid  this  large  expense  and  at 
the  same  time  properly  conserve  the  property  interests  of  the  State. 

One  way  this  might  be  done  would  be  to  create  a  sinking  fund  by  taxing 
or  assessing  the  annual  appropriations  of  each  institutton  five  per  cent,  say, 
or  by  assessing  each  institution  on  the  amount  of  ita  present  insurance  pr«niums. 
This  would  not  impair  the  institution  in  an;  wise,  but  would  result  in  a  fund 
which  at  prevailing  rates  of  interest  would  accumulate  rapidly  and  be  avail- 
able to  take  care  of  all  fire  losses,  which,  happily,  are  of  rare  occurrence.  In 
the  event  of  no  losses  of  this  character,  the  excess  accumulations  of  this  in- 
surance '  sinking  fund  would  soon  be  sufficient  to  provide  the  means  wttb  which 
required  additional  public  buildings  could  be  erected.  For  the  Capitol  buildings 
some  special  provisions  easily  could  be  formulated  in  order  to  carry  out  a  general 
plan  of  this  sort. 

XVIII.     CIVIL  SERVICE, 

The  establishment  of  civil  service  regulations  to  control  State  podtions  wonld 
be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  public  service.  It  is  important  that  efficiency 
and  ability  should  underlie  all  appointments  to  State  poaitions  rather  than  politi- 
cal favoritism.  This  reform  is  fundamental,  and  the  commibsion  recommends  that 
tbe  General  Assembly  enact  legislation  to  establish  a  civil  service  system  to  af- 
ply  to  all  State  departments,  institutions  and  agencies. 
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XIX.    STUDY  OF  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  SYSTEM  OF  VIRGINIA. 

A  study  of  the  public  Bcbool  system  indicatea  that  the  ebief  hindriuice  tO' 
an  efficient  administTation  of  the  public  sehoola  lies  in  tfae  constitutional  organi- 
tatioD  of  the  system  contained  in  Article  IS  of  the  Constitution  of  1902,  and  es- 
pecially in  sections  130  and  132  of  that  article. 

Section  130  provides  that  the  school  178101))  iball  be  controlled  by  a  board 
composed  of  the  Governor,  the  Attorney  General,  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Inetmetion,  and  three  educators  elected  by  the  Senate  every  four  years  from  a 
list  of  one  each  nominated  by  the  board  ot  visitors  of  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia, the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  the  State 
Normal  School  at  Fannville,  the  School  for  the  Deaf,  Dumb  and  Blind  at  Staun- 
ton, and  the  College  of  William  and  Mary. 

These  six,  three  politicians  and  three  professors,  then  elect  one  division  su- 
perintendent representing  a  city  and  one  representing  a  county,  and  the  resulting 
eight  compose  the  official  board.  Perhaps  in  the  history  of  this  country  no  gov- 
ernmental agency  has  ever  been  selected  by  a  process  of  such  complicated  indirec- 
tion. The  Governor,  the  Attorney  General  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  are  responsible  to  the  people,  but  acting  as  they  do  with  three  pro- 
fessors and  two  division  superintendents,  their  responsibility  cannot  be  fixed  nor 
con  their  nill  control  as  against  the  three  professors  and  the  two  superintendents. 

A  striking  illustration  of  this  may  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  numerous,  and 
in  our  opinion  largely  tmneceesarj'  changes  in  the  primary  school  books  made 
at  the  last  adoption — changes  which  cost  the  parents  of  this  State  many  thou- 
sands of  dollars — the  Governor,  the  Attorney  General  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  responsible  to  the  people,  voted  agiunst  the  most  of  these 
changes,  and  the  three  professors  and  the  two  division  superintendents  voted 
for  then. 

The  laet  primary  illustrated  the  practical  impossibility  of  tbdng  responsi- 
biiity.  In  that  campaign  each  candidate  for  the  office  of  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  was  trying  to  prove  to  voters  that  his  opponent  vot«d  for 
more  changes  in  the  school  books  than  he  did. 

Under  such  conditions  the  people  are  puzzled  and  cannot  get  the  iniormation 
upon  vrhich  to  base  intelligent  action. 

Powert  of  Superintendent  of  Fnblic  Inttrvction. 

Section  131  of  the  Constitution  provides  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction Shalt  be  chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  but  he  is  merely  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  board,  and  has  no  legal  power  whatever  except  his  indi- 
vidual vote,  which  is  only  one  among  eight.  The  same  section  provides  that  his 
duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board.  He  is  little  more  than  the  clerk  of  the 
board.  Thus  we  have  this  anomalous  condition  that  a  great  officer  of  State,  elected 
by  the  people  and  responsible  to  them,  is  controlled  in  every  detail  of  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties  by  a  board  the  majority  of  which  is  not  elected  by  the 
people  and  reeponsible  to  no  one.  If  the  board  really  does  control  the  superin- 
tendent, as  imder  the  Constitution  it  theoretically  should,  then  the  superintendent 
is  at  a  great  disadvantage  because  he  has  responsibility  vrithout  power. 

If  the  superintendent  controls  the  board  ho  has  power  but  can  divide  the 
rasponsibility  with  tbe  board. 
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The  fact  is,  the  CoaBtitution  intended  to  make  the  board  the  real  director 
of  the  whole  public  school  ajstem.  It  has  f&iled  to  do  thie  because  such  purpose 
is  impoaeibie  of  accomplishment.  . 

If  the  board  reaU;  performed  its  legal  functions  it  would  be  in  eeasion  six 
months  in  the  jear  and  could  perform  no  other  duties. 

The  result  is  that  sometimes  and  in  some  inetancee  the  board  controls,  and 
at  moat  times  and  in  most  instances  the  superintendent  controls.  But  there  is  no 
telling  when  and  as  to  what  the  board  will  exercise  the  right  of  control  or  when 
and  as  to  what  the  board  will  allow  the  superiiit«ndent  to  control. 

This  condition  neeeesarilj  brings  about  an  uncerttunty  and  lack  of  continuity 
in  the  school  administration. 

To  sum  up:  The  present  STstem  b  irresponsible  and  incompetent,  and  it  is 
ueceesarilj  irresponsible  and  incompetent,  not  because  of  the  personnel  of  the 
men,  but  because  of  the  system. 

Avtoeratic  Powers  of  the  Board. 

No  free  people  should  deliberately  by  constitutional  enactment  put  their  own 
vital  affairs  out  of  their  own  reach  and  beyond  their  own  control.  Yet  this  is  ex- 
actly what  the' Constitution  baa  done  with  the  most  important  of  our  goTemmental 
functions.  It  has  virtually  placed  the  school  system  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
people. 

Section  132  provides:  (1)  That  the  board  shall  appoint  a  diviuon  super- 
intendent for  each  school  division  of  the  State,  shall  prescribe  bis  duties  and 
may  remove  him.  (2)  It  shall  have  regulated  by  law  the  management  and  in- 
vestment of  the  school  fund.  (3)  It  shall  have  authority  to  make  all  needful 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of  the  schools,  which  rules  shall  have 
the  force  and  efFeet  of  law  until  the  General  Assembly  shall  by  statute  change  or 
repeal  the  same.  (4)  It  shall  have,  subject  to  no  control  whatever,  the  selec- 
tion of  text-books  and  educational  appliances  of  the  State. 

For  years  the  General  Assembly,  which  is  the  immediate  agent  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Virginia  and  the  only  body  through  which  the  people  can  express  their  wilt, 
baa  endeavored  to  prevent  wholesale  changes  in  text-books,  but  without  avul  be- 
cause the  will  of  five  irresponsible  members  of  the  State  board  can  and  does  over- 
ride the  will  of  the  two  millions  of  people  of  Virginia.  The  Constitution  gives 
supreme  power  to  the  board,  and  the  people,  speaking  through  the  legislature,  are 

There  will  he  no  adequate  and  satisfactory  school  system  in  Virginia  until 
some  method  is  devised  which  wilt  make  power  and  responsibility  go  hand  in 
hand  with  constant  popular  control  and  with  that  publicity  which  only  can  make 
proper  control  intelligent.  Unfortunately  we  most  lie  upon  the  bed  which  the 
Constitution  has  provided  until  the  Constitution  Is  changed,  and  until  the  Consti- 
tution is  changed  there  will  be  no  radical  reform  of  the  system. 

Salary  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Inttruction. 

The  salary  of  the  superintendent  is  fixed  by  law  at  tSiSOO  a  year.  If  the 
superintendent  is  a  mere  clerk  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  this  is  enough, 
)ut  if  he  is  what  he  ought  to  be — a  great  ofGcer  of  State  8upeTint«ndiDg  the 
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expenditure  of  millions  of  motie;  and  the  managemen-t  of  a  vast  and  supremely  im- 
portant govenimental  agency — it  ie  not  enongh. 

The  dlTiaion  superintendent  of  the  city  of  Bichmond  gets  $4,999  per  year — 
91,499  more  than  the  State  Superintendent — and  yet  the  Richmond  division  bu- 
perin  ten  dent  is  elected  by  a  board  of  which  the  State  Superintendent  ia  a  member 
and  subordinate  to  the  State  Superintendent. 

It  ia  therefore  anomalons  and  not  conducive  to  good  administration  that  the 
inferior  officer  should  be  paid  a  much  larger  salary  than  his  superior  officer  in 
the  same  department.  The  salary  of  the  Richmond  division  superintendent  is 
eertainly  not  too  much. 

Financial  AdTniniatration  of  State  Board  of  Sducnfitm. 

Considering  the  unworkable  system  to  which  the  present  Constitution  has 
condemned  the  school  administration,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  financial  and 
business  affairs  of  the  Board  of  Education  have  been  conducted  vrithout  regard 
to  sound  business  principles.  Under  date  of  January  4,  1917,  Mr.  W.  F.  Smyth, 
State  Accountant,  writes  tliat  the  records  of  the  accounts  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  1915  were  not  completed  until  more  than  five  montba  after 
the  dose  of  that  fiscal  year  and  the  records  for  1916  were  not  completed  for 
more  than  four  months  after  the  close  of  such  fiscal  year.  This  condition  of 
affairs  in  a  department  which,  with  very  few  checks,  disburses  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars  of  public  mnoey  and  whose  office  expenses  for  each  fiscal  year 
is  upward  of  $50,000,  is  very  regrettable.  Not  only  was  the  bookkeeping  not  done 
when  it  ought  to  have  been  done,  but  it  was  not  done  properly  when  it  was  done. 

Sometimes  the  entries,  instead  of  giving  information,  are  misleading. 

For  instance,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  the  sum  of  $6,5S1, 
entered  under  the  head  of  ' '  Genera)  Office  Expenses, ' '  when  in  fact  $5^59  were 
for  salaries  paid  extra  men.  Such  entries  should  give  information  easily  un- 
derstood. 

Thus  the  salaries  paid  by  the  department  for  the  work  of  the  office  for,  this 
year  (1916)  appear  on  the  books  as  $17,377.91,  when  it  should  have  been  $22,- 
766.7S,  or,  with  the  salary  of  the  superintendent,  which  is  paid  by  the  Auditor 
out  of  a  special  appropriation,  $26,266.78.  The  books  of  tbe  department  should 
be  kept  in  such  a  way  that  they  are  intelligible  without  the  aid  of  an  expert 
accountant. 

Recently  the  State  Accountant  baa  devised  and  installed  in  the  oflScs  of  the 
euperintendent  a  system  of  bookkeeping  which  will  be  satisfactory  if  intelligently 
administered. 

Disburtementt  of  Board  Not  Subject  to  Audit. 

The  moat  serious  defect  in  the  business  management  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion consists  in  the  fact  that  there  is  no  real  acconnting  made  by  this  board  of 
tbe  public  moneys  expended  by  it.  Recently  the  board  has  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  pass  upon  the  expenditures  of  the  State  Superintendent,  but  their  func- 
tions do  not  include  an  audit  in  the  proper  senae  of  the  word.  In  tbe  first  place, 
officials  (vbo  spend  public  money  should  not  paaa  upon  tbe  legality  or  propriety  of 
their  own  expenditures. 

An  audit  as  applied  to  the  disbursement  of  public  moneys  implies  two  things ; 
Firat,  an  authorisation  of  aipenditurea  by  law,  or  in  other  words,  the  deeignatioD 
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b;  law  of  how,  for  what,  and  to  whom  public  money  mnit  be  paid;  and  second, 
approval  of  the  ezpendituies  by  some  official  unrelated  to  the  disbursing  tgeaej. 
In  other  worde,  Buch  official  must  sa)'  that  the  money  has  been  expended  for  the 
purposes  declared  hy  law  and  in  the  method  prescribed  by  law,  and  this  approval 
should  be  a  coudition  precedent  to  the  pSTment  of  any  Toucher. 

Hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  of  public  money  is  paid  out  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  every  year  absolutely  without  audit  or  any  legal  or  efBcient 
restraint.  This  money  is  paid  by  the  State  to  the  Second  Auditor  subject  to  the 
orders  of  the  board.  No  authority  is  given  the  Second  Auditor  to  qneMion  the 
propriety  or  legality  of  the  orders  drawn  on  him  by  the  board  or  by  the  soperin- 
teudeut. 

In  relation  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  State  Superintendent 
the  Second  Auditor  is  only  an  auditor  in  name,  because  hia  office  is  a  mere  clear- 
ing house  to  pay  the  demands  of  the  board  or  the  superintendent.  Apparently 
the  Second  Auditor  must  pay  any  voucher  presented  to  him  ngned  by  the  super- 
intendent and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the  board- 
To  illustrate  the  magnitude  of  the  transactions  in  public  moneys  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  we  call  attention  to  the  1916  report  of  the  State  Accountant, 
page  61,  which  shows  that  in  one  year  there  was  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  for  distribution  the  sum  of  $1,170,409.44.  This  is  exclusive  of  the 
constiiiitional  tax  diptributed  from  the  Additor's  office  and  estimated  in  the  ap- 
propriation bill  of  1916  at  $1,409,970.87.  Dnder  the  lax  system  now  in  ropxe 
certain  astonishing  irregularities  have  taken  place.  For  instance,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  signed  as  president  of  the  board  and  countersigned 
by  writing  the  name  of  the  secretary  or  acting  secretary  with  his  own  initials 
beneath  from  July  15,  1916.  to  the  latter  part  of  December,  1910.  seven  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  (745)  separate  warrants  celling  for  a  sura  upwards  of  (123,- 
000,  which  were  paid  to  the  persons  de8ignat«d  in  the  vouchers.  This  was  a  plun 
violation  of  the  school  laws,  nhich  prescribe  that  all  warrants  must  be  signed  by 
the  president  of  the  board — i.  e.,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction — and 
countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the  board. 

Under  the  law  as  it  now  stands  there  is  no  limit  to  the  power  of  the  board 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  spend  public  money  for  any  pur- 
pose they  or  either  of  them  choose.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of  employes 
in  the  ofBce  of  the  superintendent  or  the  amount  of  their  salaries.  Extra  help 
is  at  any  time  he  sees  fit  employed  by  the  superintendent  and  sometimes  the  sal- 
aries of  such  help  are  covered  up  under  other  heads. 

Special  Fundi. 

Besides  the  public  funds  the  State  Board  of  Education  has  received  a  large 
amount  of  special  funds  from  private  individuals  and  associations  which  are  put 
in  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  disbur«ed 
probably  upon  the  authority  of  the  board. 

The  Stat*  Accountant  baa  furnished  a  statement  of  theee  funds  from  the 
books  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

These  accounts  are  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  state  because  there  is  no  way  of 
verifying  the  vouchors  or  of  knowing  to  which  particular  fund  the  disbursements 
should  bo  charged,  as  they  are  all  lumped  together.  Since  1912  there  have  been 
many  thousands  of  dollara  expended  and  charged  to  theaa  fnnda  Irtish  aeem  U 
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•eonaiBt  of  donfttions  hj  th«  Peabodj  Puod,  the  Soutfaern  Eduemtion  Board  and 
■Charlea  B.  Crane. 

AmoDg  the  items  expended  out  of  tfaeae  special  funds  we  find  that  the  «z- 

pensea  of   one   hundred  and   tnenty-three   persons  were  paid  for   attendaneo  on 

meetings  of  educational  associations. 

Traveling  Expen»eM. 

The  traveling  expenses  connected  with  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
are  verj  large  and  apparently  subject  to  no  sort  of  control. 

Thus  we  find  the  superintendent  charging  up  his  accident  insurance  pre- 
miums to  his  traveling  expenses,  and  sometimes  as  many  as  three  mileage  books 
charged  in  one  month.  ' 

A  recent  provision  of  the  appropriation  bill  permits  the  superintendent  to 
spend  $1,000  per  annum  for  traveling  expenses  but  provides  no  checks  and  no  audit. 

Normal  School  Deporttnenti  in  High  Schools. 

We  think  the  appropriation  of  $20,000  a  year  for  normal  school  work  in  the 
high  schools  is  a  mistake,  as  it  only  hits  in  spots,  and  neither  is  the  amount  ade- 
quate nor  the  machinery  6t  to  produce  good  results. 

Summer  Normal  SchooU, 

A  thousand  question nairea  were  addressed  to  a  thousand  tecahers  in  the  pnblie 
schools  of  the  Stat«.  Among  the  questions  was  one  asking  the  opinion  of  the 
teacher  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  summer  normals.  The  answers  vary  a  great 
deal.  Some  say  the  summer  normals  are  efficient  and  doing  good;  others  say  the 
contrary.     The  commission  is  unable  to  judge  of  the  matter. 

There  is  no  question,  however,  that  the  summer  normals  impose  a  severe 
financial  hardship  upon  the  underpaid  teachers  of  the  State.  The  average  cost 
to  the  individual  teacher  seems  to  be  about  $40  per  session.  Putting  it  ns  low  as 
(30  per  session,  the  teachers  of  the  State  pay  out  of  their  own  pockets  about 
$188,6S0  if  all  of  them  attend.  These  expenses  consist  of  a  registration  fee, 
board  and  traveling  expenses.  Apparently  these  expenses  would  absorb  the  net 
profit  of  a  whole  year's  teaching  of  the  average  teacher.  Something  Dpwarda 
■of  six  thousand  teachers  attend.

And  we  have  the  total  expenses  of  summer  normal  schools $245,225.10 

-Of  which  all   but  $44,683.50   is  contributed  by   the   teachers.      The   teachers   of 
this  State  and  a  few  outsiders  are,  therefore,  taxed  eoeh  summn  the  great  sum 
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of  $202,541.60  to  obUian  the  benefit  of  the  summer  nonnalH.  We  are  compelled 
to  say  that  our  aympathieB  are  with  the  great  mass  of  the  countrj  teachers  whu 
are  grosBlj  underpaid,  receiving  an  average  of  about  $40  per  month  for  the  sehool 

There  are  seventeen  summer  normals  in  the  State,  some  of  them  with  few 
pupils.    Many  of  the  teachers  think  there  are  too  many  summer  normals. 

The  summer  normal  at  the  University  of  Virginia  employed  in  1916  one  hun- 
dred and  nine  (109)  instructors  and  officials,  with  salaries  for  the  six  weeks 
running  from  $500  to  $75  each,  ^gregatlng  $15,716.57.  Many  of  these  instruc- 
tors are  salaried  professors  and  officials  of  the  University  of  Virginia. 

rir^inio  Journal  of  Education. 

The  Virginia  Journal  of  Education  is  hard  to  describe.  Physically  it  is  a 
publication  which  appears  once  a  month  for  ten  months  in  the  year. 

It  advertises  itself  aa  the  official   organ   of  the  Department  of  Public   In- 
struction, though  it  is  disowned  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  as  a 
govarumental  function.      From  a  statement  made  for  the  year  ending  June  30,    " 
1915,  it  appears  that  the  income  of  the  Journal  was  as  follows:

Of  this  amount  the  editor  got  $1,999.93  and  his  clerks  $1,161.23. 

Pressure  is  brought  to  bear  upon  many  of  the  public  school  teachers  to  sub- 
scribe,  the  subscription   price   being  seventy-flva  cents  per   year.     Many   of   the    . 
local  school   boards  subscribe  for  the  teachers  of  the  county  and  pay  the  sub- 
scriptions out  of  t'he  public  funds. 

A  monthly  report  required  of  the  public  school  teachers  of  the  State  includes 
question  number  42,  which  is  as  follows:  "Are  you  a  subscriber  to  the  Virginia 
Journal  of  Education?" 

One  young  lady  teacher  writes  that  she  is  not  given  a  certain  holiday  in  the 
year  unless  she  is  a  subscriber.  Most  of  the  teachers  whose  subscriptions  are 
pud  out  of  the  local  school  funds  seem  to  think  the  Journal  is  a  good  thing; 
the  teachers  who  are,  in  effect,  compelled  to  subscribe  out  of  their  own  pockets, 
do  not  seem  enthusiastic  as  to  its  value. 

Apparently  the  Journal  is  a  parasite  upon  the  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction, and  its  relation  to  tlie  State  government  varies  according  to  convenience. 

For  instance,  the  editor  is  appointed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction. Its  offices  are  furnished  by  the  State  and  the  State  contributes  $750 
a  year  to  its  upkeep.  To  this  extent  it  is  apparently  a  governmental  a^ncy.  . 
But  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  denies  this,  and  the  former  editor 
who  handled  its  moneys  defaulted  for  a  large  amount,  which  the  State  had  to 
make  up  afterwards.  He  was  not  required  to  give  a  bond  on  the  gronnd  that  he 
was  not  a  State  official. 

The  commission  thinks  no  publication  with  such  relations  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  should  be  allowed.     It  is  semi-public  and  semi-private,  and: 
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probabl7  &lwi^  will  be  nsed  for  poliUeal  purpoae*  b;  the  eaperiuteudent  eon- 
troUinE  it.    At  least  tber«  will  alwafs  be  tbe  temptation  so  to  nse  it. 

The  editor  frequently  acts  as  official  agent  for  tbe  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  and  it  is  often  uaoeitain  whether  he  is  acting  in  a  public  or  pri- 
Tat«  eapadtj. 

State  Co-operative  Teachers'  Agency. 

This  concern  is  not  a  State  public  agency,  but  is  in  realitj  a  private  business 
nm  for  private  profit  by  Mbbbth.  J.  T.  Fentress  and  W.  C.  Blakey,  two  Richmond 
sehool  teachers.  It  is  another  parasite  which  draws  sustenance  from  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  though  it  is  in  fact  a  private  enterprise  conducted  for  pri- 
vate profit.  Messrs.  Fentress  and  Blakey  made  a  contract  with  Mr.  Joseph  W. 
Everett,  editor  of  the  Virginia  Journal  of  Education,  by  which  tb^  oi^aniied 
the  State  Co-operative  Teachers'  Agency.  The  State  furnished  these  gentlemen 
an  offlee  free,  paid  for  out  of  public  funds.  The  object  of  this  association  was  to 
furnish  persons  who  desired  to  teach  vrith  ecbools.  In  other  words,  .to  bring  to- 
gether the  teacher  who  wanted  a  school  and  the  school  which  wanted  a  teacher. 
The  teeabers  for  this  service  had  to  pay  HessiB.  Fentress  and  Blakey,  doing  busi- 
ness in  an  office  fumi^ed  by  the  State,  a  registration  fee  of  (1,  and  at.  first 
three  per  cent  on  the  total  first  year's  salary  of  the  teacher,  and  afterwards  five 
per  cent  on  the  first  year 's  salary  of  the  teacher. 

Both  Meesrs.  Fentress  and  Blakey  claim  that  this  ia  their  own  private  busi- 
ness with  which  tbe  State  has  no  concern.  We  disagree  with  them.  The  finn 
came  into  existence  by  reason  of  a  contract  with  the  editor  of  the  Virginia  Jour- 
nal of  Education,  who  in  his  turn  is  named  by  the  Superinteudeut  of  Public  In- 
struction. The  firm  enjoys  free  office  rent  from  the  State  and  its  name  as  well 
as  its  affiliations  marked  it  as  a  public  State  agency.  Such  private  eoncerss 
should  not  be  permitted  to  be  on  such  relations  to  the  government  of  the  State. 

A  teachers'  agency  should  be  either  entirely  private  or  entirely  public. 

The  teachers  get  little  enough  as  it  is  wtihout  being  mulcted  five  per  cent  of  a 
year  'a  salary  in  order  to  get  placed. 

To  bring  a  teacher  to  a  school  which  wants  a  teacher  should  be  a  public  func- 
tion administered  by  officials  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  with  no 
charge  to  the  teacher. 

Teaehert'  Certificatei. 

Perhaps  there  are  some  few  specialists  in  Virginia  who  may  understand  the 
system  of  certifying  teachers,  but  it  is  certainly  incomprehensible  to  the  average 
teacher.  Mr.  Harris  Hart,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction-elect,  writes 
under  date  of  April  27,  1917,  as  follows:  "The  list  of  certificates  I  am  appending 
is,  I  think,  long  enough  and  complicated  enough  to  give  yon  at  least  an  index 
to  the  fact  that  the  whole  process  of  certificating  teachers  in,  Virginia  is  eompUeated, 
expensive,  and  to  my  mind  largely  artificiaL"  The  list  referred  to  by  Hr.  Hart 
shows  that  there  are  thirty-three  (S3)  different  kinds  of  teachers'  certificates  in 
Virginia.  Changes  are  made  in  tbe  character  of  the  certificates  which  are  fre- 
quently unknown  to  tbe  teachers  themselves.  A  passage  in  Ur.  Hart's  letter 
seems  full  of  good  sense.    This  passage  is  as  follows: 
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largely  the  crux  of  the  whole  matter.  In  order  to  encourage  better  pre- 
paration on  the  part  of  teachers  it  is-  of  the  ver;  highest  importanee  Uiat 
a  precise,  clean-eut  and  definite  standard  of  professional  qualifleationa  be 
Bet  up  before  her.  Every  teacher  ought  to  be  able  to  understand  just 
what  those  rsquirementB  are,  and  she  ought  also  to  know  whether  she 
pOBBesses  them  and  when  she  does  not  pOHsess  them.  My  own  idea  is  that 
the  Department  of  EducatiOD,  in  conjunction  with  the  State  normal 
schools  and  practical  sehoot  men,  onght  to  fix  a  very  deflnit«  and  clean- 
eut  standard  of  qualiBcations  for  a  professional  teacher.  The  State  ex- 
aminations and  the  means  of  preparation  in  summer  inHtitntes  and  at  the 
regular  State  normals  ought  all  to  be  co-ordinated  to  meet  these  requir?- 
menta.  Ever;  teacher,  whether  she  can  study  at  home  or  in  the  aommer  at 
the  institutee,  or  at  the  regular  normal  school,  who  passes  these  require- 
ments, ought  to  be  given  a  State  professional  certificate  which  will  permit 
her  to  teach  school. ' ' 

ChUdren'a  Studie9  Too  Swneroxu. 

It  is  apparent  to  any  person  with  ordinary  common  sense  that  the  children 
have  too  many  studies  imposed  upon  them  by  the  system.  Many  of  theee  are  non- 
essentials which  elhow  out  the  essentials  so  that  the  result  is  that  the  children  do 
not  really  learn  either  the  noa -essentials,  which  mokes  no  difference,  or  the  eesen- 
tials,  which  makes  a  great  deal  of  diflerenee. 

The  average  child's  mind  can  only  grasp  simple  conceptions  and  only  a  few 
of  them  at  a  time.  If  you  try  to  make  too  many  dilTerent  impressions  upon  a 
chUd's  mind  in  a  short  period  you  merely  produce  a  condition  of  confusion. 

It  is  a  common  sieht  to  see  little  children  going  to  and  from  school  w'.th  an 
armful  of  books  treating  of  dissimilar  subjects,  some  of  them  perfectly  unfitted 
for  the  child  mind.  It  seems  self-evident  tbat  common  school  education,  in  its 
first  stages,  at  least,  should  deal  most  largely  with  the  symbols  of  knowledge 
rather  than  knowledge  itself. 

The  main  object  of  primary  teaching  is  to  make  the  pupil  know  how  to  know. 

The  necessary  thing  is  to  teach  them  words,  letters  and  figures,  which  are  the 
symbols  of  knowledge  and  the  instruments  of  thought. 

It  appears  that  modem  education  is  inclined  to  displace  these  fundamental 
essentials  with  non -essentials.  The  system  seems  bent  upon  erecting  a  fabric  of 
knowledge  without  first  laying  a  supporting  foundation. 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  the  public  school  system  is  for  the  average 
child  and  not  for  the  extraordinary  child.  It  is  intended  to  fit  the  average  child 
for  the  duties  of  life.  The  average  child  does  not  grow  up  a  lawyer,  a  scientist, 
or  a  physician.  He  becomes  a  laborer,  a  mechanic,  a  farmer,  business  man,  clerk, 
etc.  Many  of  the  girls  become  stenographers  and  business  women,  but  very  few 
become  artists  or  musicians,  most  of  them,  fortunately,  marry  and  become  house- 
keepers and  mothers. 

Why  BO  much  time  phould  be  taken  in  teaching  drawing  and  music  sjid  botany, 
astronomy,  civics  and  such  kindred  subjects,  to  the  detriment  of  essentials,  has 
never  been  satisfactorily  explained. 

Bnt  even  if  a  child  could  absorb  all  of  these  subjects  and  acquire  something 
more  than  a  superficial  knowledge  of  any  of  them  the  average  teacher  has  not 
time  to  teach  tbem. 

One  of  the  questions  addressed  to  teachers  was  this:  "What  is  your  daily 
schedule  and  the  time  allotted  to  each  snbjecti"     Among  the  thousand  answers 
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This  young  lady  had  twenty-seven  (27)  claaMH  a  day,  none  of  them  coosum- 
ing  more  than  fifteen  minates  each. 

No  woman  on  earth,  no  matter  how  gifted,  could  do  herself  or  her  pupils 
justice  with  snch  a  schedule. 

Another  teacher,  twenty-aii  classes,  fifteen  minutes  each.  Another  gives  Bf- 
teen  minutes  to  civics  and  ten  minutes  to  spelling.  Another  gives  fifteen  minntes' 
to  drawing  and  paper  cutting  and  no  time  to  spelling,  but  gives  fifteen  minutes  to 
p»ml». 

There  is  no  space  to  go  further,  but  the  thousand  answers  are  at  the  disposal 
of  the  General  Assembly.  They  are  very  interesting  and  cast  a  pathetic  light 
upon  the  difflcuitiea  of  many  of  Dur  country  t«acherB. 

A  very  intelligent  teacher  writes  as  foUows: 

"While  interested  in  the  work,  t  always  have  a  sense  of  disappoint- 
ment at  the  results — the  erudeness  of  the  product,  so  to  speak.  I  am 
ashamed  of  my  products,  and  so  are  most  conscientious  teachers.  The 
multiplicity  of  the  studies  end  the  volume  of  the  work  do  not  make  for 
thoroughness  or  accnracy  nor  do  they  achieve  scholarship." 

Arehiteeti. 


From  1906  to  1016,  inclusive,  the  counties  and  citicfl  of  Virginia  paid  out  lor 
fees  of  architeeta  upwards  of  (228,065.    Of  this  amount  $80,031  was  paid  to  Mr. 
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ChAC  II.  BobiiKOD.  This  gie^t  maa  does  not  include  large  amonutB  paid  bv  the 
Tsrious  normal  schools  and  other  of  the  Ugber  edocational  institutions.  An  exaoi- 
ination  of  the  fees  of  the  architects  discloses  the  most  extraordinarj'  differeneee. 
Fort  instaDce,  the  eit;  of  Bristol  paid  C.  B.  Eearfoot  t2,000  ftrchitect's  fees  for 
erecting  a  building  costing  (125,000,  and  the  eit7  of  Kichmond  paid  Charles  H. 
Bobinson  $4,551.50  for  the  erection  of  a  building  costing  $91,030.  Boanoke 
eountj  paid  O.  B.  Bagan  (250  for  the  erection  of  an  (18,000  bnilding  and  the  city 
of  Bichmond  paid  Charles  M.  Bobinaon  $630.75  for  a  building  eosting  $18,615. 

The  city  of  Norfolk  paid  Ferguseon,  Colrow  &  Taylor  $1,200  for  a  $20,000 
building,  and  Cape  Charles  pud  J.  E.  Peebles  $1,032.97  for  a  building  costing 
$24,276.81. 

Grajson  county  paid  Mr,  Miller,  an  architect,  (150  for  an  $11,500  building, 
and  Charles  H.  Bobinson  $850  for  a  building  costing  $17,000.  Mathews  eoonty 
paid  $50  for  a  building  costing  $8,050  to  P.  A.  Hobday,  and  HanoTer  pud 
Charles  M.  Bobinson  $400  for  an  (8,000  building.  It  would  unduly  prolong  this 
report  to  give  a  full  list  of  them  and  their  extraordinary  discrepancies.  Mr. 
Charles  M.  Bobinson  has  been  appointed  school  architect  by  the  school  board  of 
the  city  of  Richmond,  and  is  thus  apparently  freed  from  competition  so  far  ss 
the  city  of  Bichmond  is  concerned. 

There  has  been  for  a  number  of  years  criticism  eouneeted  with  this  branch 
of  the  school  work,  and  we  think  the  legislature  should  provide  for  a  searehiag 
inquiry  which  will  bring  out  all  the  facts  and  develop  whether  or  not  the  State 
should  have  its  own  arehiteet. 

Virginia  Book   Company. 

The  Virginia  Book  Company  is  a  corporation  composed  of  a  few  book  dealers 
who  by  arrangement  with  the  publishers  practically  control  the  distribution  of 
school  boolts  in  Virginia.    There  is  much  complaint  of  them  bf  oUier  book  daalets. 

Their  relations  to  the  school  book  business  in  Virginia  certainly  partake  of 
the  nature  of  a  trust,  because  all  the  other  dealers  must  get  the  school  books 
through  them  or  not  at  all. 

The  alleged  reason  for  this  organization  and  the  only  excuse  for  its  existence 
is  that  it  will  insure  prompt  and  satisfactory  distribution  of  the  school  text-books. 

This  function  the  Virginia  Book  Company  has  not  efficiently  performed. 

A  largo  number  of  letters  from  country  school  teachers  say  that  the  teI^ 
books  for  the  fall  of  1916  were  delayed  from  a  few  days  to  two  months;  that  the 
local  merchantB  were  afraid  to  order  books  in  time  because  they  might  get  too 
many.  The  book  dealers  complain  that  the  hard  contract  and  the  small  profits 
allowed  them  by  the  Virginia  Book  Company  disinclines  them  to  handle  them  at  alL 

This  condition  constitutes  a  real  grievance  in  the  country  districts,  and  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  correct  it. 

Jledical  College  of   Virginia, 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  receives  (10,000  a  year  from  the  State  of 
Virginia  and  is,  therefore,  a  State  institution.  The  present  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  appears  to  be  the  official  examiner  of  the  qualifications  of 
medical  and  dental  matriculates  and  receives  (500  a  year  from  the  college  for 
such  work.  We  find  no  law  which  gives  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instraetion 
the  right  to  this  addition  to  his  salary. 
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The  SuperiD  tea  dent  of  Public  loBtruetion  hae  also  been  getting  feee  from 
those  who  matricnlated  for  ph&Tmacy  and  dentutrjr.  He  baa  also  reeeived  fees 
for  a  qualtfjing  certificate  to  phTSicians  coming  to  Virginia  from  another  State. 

We  think  the  State  Superintendent  abould  receive  a  sufflcient  salary  bnt  no 
fees  at  all. 

Dissatiafaction  With  Syttem. 

There  undoubtedly  existe  a  widespread  belief  in  the  State  that  our  school 
■ystem  is  not  efficient  and  that  we  do  not  get  adequate  returns  for  the  millions 
spent.  This  feeling  is  based  rather  upon  instiact  than  upon  detailed  knowledge. 
Nevertheless  the  instinct  of  a  whole  people  is  almost  always  justified  by  the  facts. 

The  dissatisfaction  of  the  people  of  Virginia  with  their  school  STStem  is,  in 
our  opinion,  fuUj  justified,  and  radical  reforms  must  be  made. 

Little  con  be  done  by  way  of  fundamental  reform  until  the  Constitiition  is 
amended,  and  the  -amendment  of  the  Constitution  is  a  difficnlt  matter.  But  the 
General  Assembly  has  the  power  to  enact  certain  laws  of  a  remedial  nature.  (1) 
We  suggest  that  the  General  Assembly  enact  a  law  providing  for  a  competent 
audit  of  the  expendituree  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction;  (2)  that  the 
number  of  employes  be  designated  and  their  salaries  fixed;  (.^)  that  the  amount 
spent  on  traveling  be  fixed  by  law  and  that  the  items  to  be  charged  as  traveling 
expenses  should  be  set  ont;  (4)  that  all  meetings  of  the  State  Board  of  Edn- 
cation  should  be  public  and  that  the  vote  on  every  resolution  and  every  appoint- 
ment be  recorded;  (5)  that  whenever  a  change  is  made  in  any  text-book  or  a  new 
text-book  added  to  the  list  those  voting  for  the  change  be  recorded  with  a  written 
statement  of  the  reasons  for  the  change  or  the  new  adoption  and  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  same;  also  those  voting  against  such  change  or  such  new  adoption  to 
be  recorded  with  their  reasons;  (6)  a  recodification  of  the  Virginia  school  laws, 
but  this  should  not  be  done  until  the  commission  hereafter  suggested  has  re-' 
ported;  (7}  under  the  authority  of  section  133  of  the  Constitution,  which  pro- 
vides that  each  magisterial  district  shall  constitute  a  separate  school  district  un- 
less otherwise  provided  by  law  and  in  each  school  district  there  shall  be  three 
trustees,  the  General  Assembly  should,  in  our  opinion,  enact  a  law  making  the 
county  as  a  unti  a  school  district  and  provide  that  at  least  one  of  the  trustees 
shall  be  a  woman. 

The  present  law  provides  that  school  districts  are  authorized  to  raise  addi- 
tional taxation  not  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  in  any  one  year  and  the 
money  raised  must  be  spent  in  the  district.  The  result  is  that  one  district  in  a 
county  may  have  good  schools  and  the  other  districts  poor  schools.  The  general 
interest  of  a  county  are  the  same,  and  the  school  tax  and  the  school  benefits 
should  be  the  same  everywhere  in  the  county.  While  the  majority  of  the  school 
districts  in  Virginia  have  the  maximum  rate  of  fifty  cents  on  the  ftOO,  their 
local  funds  are  sometimes  so  limited  by  reason  of  poverty  or  low  assessments  that 
the  State  is  now  paying  directly  ont  of  the  State  Treasury  between  seventy  and 
righty  per  cent  of  the  salaries  of  the  teachers.  What  would  be  the  state  of  afFairi 
in  a  city  if  in  each  ward  there  was  a  different  rate  of  taxation  for  school  pur- 

Cottttitutional  Proviaioru. 

As  stated  in  another  part  of  this  report,  section  132  of  the  Constitution  has 
nade  it  Impossible  to  enact  satisfactory  laws  to  govern  the  school  system. 
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For   the   cdDBideration   of   the   General   ABBemblj'   we  suggeet   the   following 
smeDdments  to  tbe  Bcbool  proviaions  of  the  preeeDt  Constitution: 
For  section  130  substitute  the  following; 

"Section  130.  That  the  general  superrision  of  the  school  STsteni 
shall  be  Tested  in  a  Stat«  Buperintendent  of  Public  bstmction,  who 
shall  be  an  experienced  educator,  to  be  appointed  bj  the  GrOTemOT  for 
such  term  and  with  nich  duties  and  powers  as  ma7  be  provided  b^  law." 

Bepeal  section  131,  whieh  provides  for  a  superintendent  elected  hj  the  peopia. 
Bepeal  section  132,  which  gives  authoritj  to  the  present  Btate  Board  of  Eda- 

Substitute  for  section  139  as  follows: 

"Section  139.  In  addition  to  passing  necessary  laws  to  provide 
text-books  to  indigent  children,  the  Oeneral  Assembly  ma;,  in  its  discre- 
tion, provide  that  each  count;  or  city  shall  inaugurate  a  free  text-book 
fljstem." 

Our  reason  for  suggesting  that  the  Qovemor  appoint  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instrnction  is  that  it  is  very  difficult  for  the  people  at  large  to  judge  of 
the  technical  or  administrative  abilities  of  a  candidate  for  such  a  positiop.  Be- 
trides,  under  present  conditions  the  expenses  of  a  State  primary  are  very  large 
and  the  labors  of  a  candidate  in  such  primary  are  very  great  and  exacting  and 
requiring  much  of  the  candidate's  time  and  attention.  It  is  not  for  the  good  of 
the  Stat«  that  such  ofScer  should  carry  sucli  a  burden. 

As  long  as-  human  nature  remains  as  it  is  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, like  all  other  officials,  will  Gght  for  bis  political  life^  and  the  present 
tendency  is  to  make  the  public  school  system  a  great  political  machine.  This 
,movement  has  not,  as  yet,  gone  very  far,  bnt  it  has  begun  and  must  be  stopped. 
Under  the  present  system  any  able  and  ambitious  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction could  make  himself  in  four  years  an  almost  invincible  power  in  Virginia 
politics. 

CommiitUm  Should  Be  Named. 

We  realiee  that  the  question  of  the  revision  of  the  Virginia  Constitution 
which  created  the  present  system  is  enormously  important.  It  is  dilBcolt  for  any 
two  men  to  altogether  agree  upon  the  principles  involved,  but  nevertbeleas  « 
complete  reforming  and  reshaping  of  our  educational  system  is  imperatively  de- 
manded to  meet  modem  conditions.  This  work  is  of  great  extent  and  of  excep- 
tional difficulty  and  intricacy.  It  can  only  be  properly  done  by  men  who  have 
the  capacity  to  do  it  and  the  time  to  give  to  the  work. 

We  recommend  that  the  General  Assembly  provide  for  a  commission,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  composed  of  five  or  seven  able  men,  a  majority  of 
whom  are  edncators,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  1920  their  conclusions  as  to  the  following  matters: 

(1)  The  organization  of  the  pnblic  schools — elementary,  high  and  normals — 
and  all  questions  relating  to  teachers '  training,  both  in  the  siunmer  normals  and 
the  regular  State  normals,  and  a  proper  system  of  certifying  teachers. 

(2)  To  reclassify  and  codify  the  Virginia  school  laws  and  to  make  such 
suggested  amendments  to  the  same  as  may  be  needed  to  give  us  an  up-to-dato 
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■ebool  system  in  such  a  waj  that  the  State  may  secure  value  received  for  ererj 
'dollar  expended. 

(3)  To  suggest  amendments  to  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution,  bo  that  it 
maj  be  possible  to  enact  satisfactory  laws  on  school  matters. 

(4)  To  consider  and  report  a  practical  system  of  vocational  education. 

(5)  To  devise  a  system  to  be  established  by  legislation  making  it  certain  that 
the  purposes  of  the  General  Assembly  in  appropriating  money  to  elementary 
schools  is  carried  out  by  the  local  communities  and  that  such  communities  con- 
tribute &  just  proportion  of  the  cost  of  such  schools. 

(6)  To  consider  and  report  as  to  whether  the  normal  schools  be  required 
-to  drop  all  of  their  first,  second  and  third  year  high  school  work  and  whether 
any  of  the  normal  schools  are  failing  in  the  purpose  of  their  creation,  which 
yiaa  to  train  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools. 

XX.     COMMISSION   ON   ECONOMY   AND   EFPICIENCT. 

In  conclusion,  the  members  of  the  Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency 
respectfully  suggest,  now  that  the  commission  baa  completed  the  task  assigned 
to  it  the  best  it  could  under  the  circumstances,  that  the  General  Assembly  have 
the  Governor  continue  this  work  in  connection  with  the  collection  of  the  data  re- 
quired under  the  proposed  budget  law.  As  the  Governor  will  be  required  to 
make  a  careful  study  of  all  State  departments,  institutions  and  agencies  bien- 
nially under  this  law,  the  continuance  of  this  commission  would  be  a  duplication 
■of  work  and  an  unnecessary  expense  to  the  Commonwealth. 

The  valuable  information,  in  the  flies  of  the  commission  should  be  turned 
over  to  the  Governor,  as  much  of  it  will  be  invaluable  In  the  preparation  of  the 
bndget  regulations.  The  Governor,  in  continuing  this  work,  should  be  allowed  to 
call  upon  existing  State  agencies  for  assistance  in  making  the  necessary  studies 
and  investigations.  There  is  much  that  remains  to  be  done,  and  the  members  of 
the  Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency  regret  that  sufficient  funds  were  not  at 
the  disposal  of  the  commission  to  enable  it  to  accomplish  more.  It  has  done  what 
it  could  with  the  $1,000  appropriation  and  the  time  which  its  members  have 
been  able  to  contribute  to  the  work. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency  be  abol-

SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT 


Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency 


In  Oie  report  of  this  commission,  under  !lie  beading  "State  Audit  RevealB 
Shortages,"  wbicli  is  a  sub-head  to  the  genera)  head  "Supervision  of  AccDuntx," 
the  following  facta  are  stated; 

1.  In  Fairfax  county  there  was  found  a  balance  due  by  the  treasurer  of 
$59,317  with  overdrafts  on  certain  county  funds  of  $1,248, 

2.  In  Warren  county  the  balance  set  up  against  the  treasurer  amountei]  to 
416,673. 

It  has  been  called  to  the  attention  ot  the  conunission  that  as  these  statements 
«ame  under  the  sub-head  "State  Audit  Reveals  Shortages,"  it  might  he  inferred 
that  there  was  a  shortage  in  Fairfax  and  Warren  counties.  There  was  iio  "short- 
age ' '  in  thoso  counties  and  the  commission  did  not  so  state. 

To  clear  up  any  misapprehension,  it  gives  tbc-  commission  pleasure  to  say  that 
the  ex-treasurer  of  Fairfax  county,  Mr.  Robert  Wiley,  is  a  man  of  high  character 
and  unblemished  integrity.  He  has  paid  every  cent  due  the  county  and  State. 
The  statement  concerning  the  balance  and  the  overdrafts  in  local  funds  was  made 
as  the  result  of  an  audit  of  his  accounts  by  the  State  Accountant,  made  at  the 
request  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Fairfax  county.  The  State  Accountant's 
-report,  upon  which  the  eommiasion  based  its  statement,  showed  that  the  trouble 
was  due  in  part  to  many  mistakes  of  the  commissioners  of  the  revenue,  errors  in 
the  apportionment  of  the  State  school  fund,  and  certain  defects  in  bookkeeping 
in  the  treasurer's  office. 

The  balance  due  by  the  treasurer  of  Warren  county  was  a  balance  due  by 
the  former  treasurer,  M.  C.  Richardson,  now  dead.  Mr,  Richardson  was  also  a 
man  of  the  highest  integrity.  His  balance  has  been  paid  over  and  the  trouble 
again  was  a  defective  system  of  bookkeeping. 

The  statement  of  the  commission  does  not  involve  in  any  way  the  present 
treasurers  of  Fairfax  county,  Warren  county,  Washington  county  and  Gnmberland 
county,  nor  the  present  treasurers  of  the  cities  of  Buena  Vista  and  Farmville, 
nor  the  present  commissioner  of  the  revenue  of  Winchester.  The  audit  of  Buena 
Vista  was  made  for  the  period  closing  June  1,  1917;  the  audit  of  Farmville  applies 
to  business  prior  to  July  13,  1015, 

The  audit  of  Washington  county  was  made  for  business  prior  to  May  1,  1915. 

These  matters  were  referred  to  by  the  commission  as  concrete  illustrations  of 
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the  iTudom  of  the  recommeudfttioiiB  that  the  tax  coHecting  otScen  of  the  State 
should  Tie  required  to  adopt  a  Btandard  and  adequate  BjBtem  of  bookkeeping  snd 
that  thaic  accounta  thcmld  be  snbject  to  iuepection  bj  the  State  Accountant.

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REPORT 

of  Committee  Appointed  to  Investigate  and  Re- 
port the  Conditions  Existing  at  the  State 
Farm. 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginin: 

Pursuant  to  the  following  Joint  resolution  of  tbe  General  Assembly 
providing  as  follows: 

Resolved  by  the  House  ot  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurring),  That  a 
committee  of  Ave  be  appointed,  two  by  the  President  ot  the  Senate  and 
three  by  the  Speaker  of  Houee  of  Delegates,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  In- 
vestigate the  conditions  now  existing  at  the  State  farm  and  report  to  the 
Legislature  at  as  early  date  as  practicable. 

The  undersigned  committee,  duly  appointed,  respectfully  submits  tb« 
following  report; 

Your  committee  visited  the  State  farm  on  Saturday.  February  twenty- 
third.  After  reaching  there,  it  organized  by  electing  Mr.  W.  W,  Sprout 
as  chairman,  and  Mr.  Geoi^e  O.  Green  as  clerk.  It  was  decided  by  the  com- 
mittee that  In  view  of  the  tact  that  a  number  of  the  witnesses  whom  It 
might  be  desirable  to  have  summoned  before  It  were  prisoners  on  the  farm, 
that  the  sessions  of  the  committee  would  be  executive,  and  only  one  witness 
would  be  admitted  at  a  time.  This  was  done,  and  the  farm  surgeon  and 
quite  a  number  of  the  prisoners  were  brought  before  the  committee,  who 
testified  as  to  conditions  as  they  saw  them.  In  the  kitchen,  the  dining-room, 
the  dairy  and  cannery.  The  physical  condition  of  the  men  in  these  various 
deijartments  of  the  farm  was  ascertained,  as  far  as  possible  from  examina- 
tion of  witneBses.  observation  of  some  of  the  men  thus  employed,  and  from 
the  direct  examination  ot  the  farm  surgeon,  and  records  kept  by  him  and 
his  predecessors. 

On  Tuesday  night.  February  twenty-sixth,  the  committee  held  another 
session  In  the  office  of  the  State  accountant  and  heard  the  superintendent, 
Mr.  H.  F.  Parrish,  and  a  number  of  his  assistants.  These  were  heard  at> 
length,  and  a  further  examination  of  the  surgeon  and  his  records  was  made. 

SANITARY  AND  FOOD  CONDITIONS. 
From  Information  gained  from  these  vacious  sources,  your  committee 
ha?  ascertained  that  some  of  the  prisoners  employed  in  the  laundry,  can- 
nery, dairy,  bake  shops,  kitchen  and  dining-room  were  affected  with  venereal 
diaeaaes.  It  was  also  shown  that  one  of  the  prisoners,  so  diseased,  had 
been  recently  convicted  of  the  crime  ot  sodomy  wiUi  one  ot  the  waiters  In 
the  dining-room.  The  disease  with  which  these  prisoners  were  afflicted  did 
□ot  show  evidence  ot  lesions  from  which  infection  could  be  conveyed,  but 
sueh  lesions  may  develop  at  any  time,  making  these  men  a  menace  to  their 
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a?soelatea,  and  rendering  It  extremely  unwise  to  employ  them  In  any  ca- 
pacity In  which  they  prepare  or  handle  foods.  Your  committee  also  sub- 
mits that  the  continued  employment  In  the  bake  shops  or  dining-room  of 
prisoners  who  have  been  convicted  while  so  employed  of  crimes  of  the  nature 
above  described  la  repugnant  to  decency  and  correct  sanitation. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  these  prisoners  be  removed  from  all 
employment  in  the  handling  of  foods  and  from  work  in  the  laundry,  and 
that  their  places  be  filled  by  men  who  are  known  to  be  free  from  disease. 
The  men  thus  removed  should  be  examined  and  properly  treated  and  should 
be  placed  In  employment  suited  to  their  physical  condition.  A  careful  and 
ilgld  examination  sliould  be  made  of  every  prisoner  on  the  farm  and  of 
evtry  one  hereafter  admitted  to  It.  If  found  to  be  sudering  from  Infec- 
tions or  contagious  disease,  a  prisoner  should  receive  proper  treatment, 
and  should  not  be  required  to  engage  in  any  work  which  he  Is  not  physi- 
cally alile  to  perform  This,  policy,  If  consistently  followed,  will  (end  to 
efficiency  and  economy  in  the  conduct  of  the  farm  and  will  Increase  the 
number  of  able-bodied  men  for  work  on  the  farm  and  on  the  public  roads. 
I  You:-  cnramlttee  Is  not  fully  satlstled  with  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  rood  supplied  the  prisoners.  We  recommend  that  greater  efTorts  he 
made  to  furnish  fresh  vegetables  and  that  food  be  Improved,  both  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

B1"SINGSS  MANAGEMENT   ANU   FARMING  OPERATIONS. 

Your  committee  endeavored  to  carefully  Investigate  the  business  opera- 
tion.'j  of  (he  State  farm  so  as  to  ascertain  as  to  whether  this  farm  Is  man- 
Hgfcd  with  efficiency  and  economy.  Id  making  this  investigation  the  com- 
mittee wns  greatly  handicapped  by  the  system'  of  bookkeeping  in  effect. 
The  books  are  kept  in  such  a  maoner  that  they  are  unintelligible,  and  It  is, 
therefore,  impossible  to  ascertain  the  exact  profits  and  expenditures  at  the 
State  farm. 

From  the  Information  obtainable  it  would  seem  that  the  total  cost  or 
maintaining  299- convicts  at  the  State  farm  for  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1917,  was  148,527.21,  or  an  average  of  ?162.30  per  capita.'  Included  in 
this  amount  Is  food  produced  on  the  farm,  which  Is  credited  to  the  farm- 
ing operations  and  debited  to  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  prisoners.  Qt 
the  above  amount,  the  sum  of  $3^,220.00  Is  a  direct  appropriation  from 
tho  State  of  Virginia.  During  the  last  year  an  average  of  100  convicls  were 
able-bodied  and  able  to  perform  heavy  work,  while  approximately  200  were 
invalided,  about  half  of  which  were  in  hospital  and  the  other  half  capable 
of,  only  doing  light  work. 

After  careful  investigation  your  committee  has  reached  the  following 
conclusion  in  regard  to  the  business  system  and  farming  operations; 

1.  That  the  farm  Is  not  managed  with  that  degree  o(  business  efficiency 
which  would  enable  the  fullest  benefits  to  be  obtained  from  the  free  labor 
o(  the  100  able-bodied  convicts,  and  the  semi -in  capacitated  convicts,  who  are 
competent  to  perform  light  work. 

2.  Eighteen  hundred  barrels  of  corn  were  produced  last  year  and  on  thf 
date  that  your  coramlttqe  visited  the  State  farm  all  the  com  bad  not  been 
shucked  and  hauled  to  the  granary.  In  view  o(  the  fact  that  100  laborerfl 
could  shuck  and  haul  an  average  of  500  barrels  ot  corn  per  day — five 
barrels  to  each  man— your  committee  cannot  underatand  why  the  shucking 
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and  hBuliiig  of  thU  corn  was  delayed,  tbe  result  ot  which  was  that  fodder 
to  the  value  of  f2,000.on  was  rendered  valueless,  as  well  aa  a  quastltr  ot 
corn  being  spoiled. 

3.  Although  In  the  Judgment  of  your  committee  100  men  Is  mori?  than 
can  be  economically  used  on  a  farm  of  this  hIm,  the  superintendent  of  thu 
farni  made  a  requisition  for  fifteen  additional  men  on  the  penitentiary  for 
Ibe  purpose  of  saving  the  crops. 

4.  The  annual  report  Indicates  that  the  dairy,  cannery,  hennery,  quarry, 
brick  yard,  and  the  raising  of  tomatoes  was  operated  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  191T.  at  a  loss.  Various  reasons  are  assigned  by  the  super- 
intendent In  explanation  of  these  losses. 

Your  committee  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  lack  of  etBclency 
In  the  management  of  the  State  farm  Is  due  largely  to  tbe  fact  that  an 
experienced  farmer  Is  not  In  direct  charge  of  the  work.  In  this  connection, 
with  the  business  management  of  this  institution,  your  committee  recom- 
mends tbe  following: 

1.  That  a  competent  bookkeeper  be  employed,  who.  In  connection  with 
the  State  accountant,  shall  establish  an  up-to-date  system  of  bookkeeping. 

2.  That  all  operations  at  tbe  State  farm  which  cannot  be  made  to  show  a 
proUt  be  dtsconllnued.  except  to  provide  tbe  inmates  of  the  State  farm 
with   provisions  they   require, 

3.  That  the  management  of  the  State  farm  be  dlvlded^-one  superin- 
tendent having  charge  of  the  penal  matters  and  the  control  of  the  prisoners, 
and  a  competent  farmer  placed  In  cbarRe  of  the  farming  operations.  To 
this  end  your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  Superintendent  of  tbe 
Ppiiitentlary  have  charge  of  the  prisoners. 

Your  committee  heartily  endorses  the  action  of  the  House  Appropria- 
tion TommittPe  In  providing  a  bookkeeper  for  the  farm.  In  a  financial 
way,  the  management  of  the  farm  should  be  such  as  Is  required  in  any 
larKc  business  and  must  be  governed  by  sound  business  principles.  Tact 
anil  discretion  in  the  handling  of  the  prisoners,  with  energy  and  good  busl- 
nos?  judgment  in  the  conduct  of  tbe  farm,  are  the  things  most  needed  to 
make  this  institution  successful. 

With  these  recommendations  carried  out,  your  committee  believes  that 
the  InBtltution  should  be  made  self-supporting. 

The  Board  of  Directors  met  with  the  committee  in  an  informal  man- 
ni'i-  and  discussed  In  a  broad-minded  and  sympathetic  way  the  whole  situa- 
tion, and  your  committee  is  confident  the  directors  will  gladly  adopt  any 
policy  which  will  lend  to  improvement  in  the  sanitary  conditions  surround- 
ing the  prisoners  or  which  will  result  In  modern  and  up-to-date  farming. 
A  detailed  statement  of  suggestions  has  been  given  them,  which  we  hope 
win  lead  to  better  things  at  the  farm.  We  realize  that  they  have  been 
hampered  by  debts  and  lack  of  essential  facilities,  but  with  these  restric- 
tions removed,  we  believe  the  farm  will  steadily  improve.
